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City Government Inaugurated 

At City Hall Yesterday Afternoon 


Pres. Collins of Board of Aldermen Re-Elected. 

Holds First Meeting 


New Board 


The inaugural exercises of the 1931 
City Government of Newton were 
held yesterday afternoon In the al- 
dermanic chamber at City Hall. About 
35 spectators were present, consisting 
largely of City officials and employ- 
ees. With the exceptions of Aider- 
men Gordon and Harte, all the mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen were 
in attendance and the following mem- 
bers of the School Committee — Mrs. 
Hutchinson, Mrs. Cornell, and Messrs. 
Tracy, Amesbury and Lockett. 

The Aldermen assembled in the 
chamber at 3 o’clock and City Clerk 
Grant called the meeting to order. 
Alderman Pratt was elected chair- 
man pro tern., and he appointed Al- 
dermen Chase, Floyd and Holden as a 
committee to escort Mayor Weeks to 
the rostrum. The Mayor was accom- 
panied by Rev. Lawrence W. Slattery, 
pastor of the Church of Our Lady at 
Newton. Father Slattery offered the 
following prayer — 

"O thou Creator and Ruler of the 
Universe we thank thee with hearts 
filled with gratitude for the multiple 
graces and blessings thou hast be- 
stowed on our beloved country. Di- 
vinely guided, the intrepid Columbus 
discovered this new continent, and 
opened it up as a haven of refuge and 
hope to the crowded nations of the 
old world. 

"Its opening ushered In a new era of 
opportunity gratefully accepted by the 
sturdy peoples across the sea. Small 
colonies gradually formed and pro- 
gressed under thy benign direction 
until, today, we feel and say, with 
pardonable pride, that our country is 
the happiest, best governed and most 
prosperous nation under the sun. 

"For all of this we bow our heads in 
humble thankfulness. As citizens of 
Newton we thank Thee for the peace, 
and concord, and general spirit of 
brotherly love, and tolerance existing 
among us. From its Chief Executive 
to the humblest official, all is har- 
mony and efficiency and desire for 
mutual happiness and progress. We 
beg Thee that this kindly and com- 
forting condition may ever obtain 
among us. We beg Thou mayest in- 
spire our law»givers and those who 
put the laws into execution with an 
ever increasing desire to do their 
best, always realizing that public of- 
fice is a public trust. 

“We beg Thee, as thy devoted chil- 
dren, to bless our people, our city and 
our nation and bring a renewal of 
prosperity to warm the hearts of those 
who trust in Thee. We praise Thee; 
we bless Thee; we humbly recite the 
prayer Thou has given us.” 

Mayor Weeks then read his inaugur- 
al address which is printed in full in 
this issue of the GRAPHIC. He then 
administered the oath of office to the 
members-elect of the Aldermen and 
the School Committee. The Mayor 


then called for nominations for the 
office of President of- the Board of Al 
dormen. The present incumbent, Al- 
derman Roy Collins of Newtonville, 
was the only nominee. The Mayor 
and Rev. Fr. Slattery were then es- 
corted from the chamber and the first 
meeting of the 1931 Board followed. 

Alderman Thomas M. Gallagher of 
Ward 1 was re-elected Vice President 
of the Board without opposition. Fran- 
cis Newhall was again elected City 
Treasurer, and Daniel A. White was 
re-elected Comptroller of Accounts. 

A recess was held to allow commit- 
tees to meet and the Board then re- 
assembled to transact a small amount 
of routine business. On the recom- 
mendation of the Licenses Committee 
the T. F. Melody Company of Auburn- 
dale was granted three 2nd class taxi 
licenses in lieu of three 1st class li- 
censes it has held. On the recom- 
mendation of the Finance Committee 
the following appropriations were 
made: Street Department, additional 
for the removal of snow and ice, 
$4000; office expenses of the Mayor’s 
Committee for the Relief of Unem- 
ployed, $1000. Chairmnn Bail of the 
Finance Committee explained that the 
two recent snow storms necessitated 
the appropriation for the removal of 
ice and snow and that about $1000 
must be appropriated each month for 
the running expenses of the office of 
the Relief Committee. Mr. Bail also 
referred to the failure of the 1930 
Board to refrain from passing appro- 
priations which had not been asked 
for in due time to permit deliberate 
consideration on the matters Involved. 
He asserted that the Finance Commit- 
tee the coming year will refuse to 
recommend appropriations unless De- 
partment heads ask for them a week 
before regular Aldermanic meetings 
are held, thus permitting such re- 
quests to be discussed at regular com- 
mittee meetings. Alderman Powers 
was sceptical concerning the good 
resolution for the coming year. He 
commented that he had heard similar 
resolutions made by the Aldermen for 
some years past, but they had never 
been kept. Alderman Floyd called at- 
tention to the fact that the Board 
has not been abiding by other rules, 
as it should do.

Play Santa Claus 

Toys Distributed In New Way By 
Welfare Bureau

Issues Appeal For Wearing Apparel 
Of All Kinds 


Tills Christmas tile Newton Welfare 
Bureau tried out a new way of deliv- 
ering the hundreds of toys which are 
given to it every year at Christmas 
time. Formerly toys were picked out 
in the office by volunteers for each 
family depending on the ages of the 
children, then were wrapped up and 
delivered to the homes by the Gar- 
den City Laundry Trucks. This year 
however ns an experiment the toys 
were assembled in the office like a 
store and some of the mothers were 
invited to come and choose the toys, 
new slioes and clothing which their 
children wanted and needed. They 
took them home, kept them secret and 
gave them on Christmas morning in 
the normal natural way that Santa 
Claus usually delivers his gifts to 
children. 

Forty-eight of the families known to 
the Newton Welfare Bureau were 
given their toys in this way. One 
hundred and fifty seven additional 
families were given packages of toys 
wrapped in the office as formerly and 
delivered by the Garden City Laun- 
dry trucks who do this for us every 
year at Thanksgiving and Christmas 
through the generosity of the owner, 
Mr. Archie Osgood as a Rotary Club 
activity. This makes a total of 205 
families altogether receiving toys 
from the Newton Welfare Bureau, rep- 
resenting about 800 children in all. 
So there really is a Santa Claus! 

Although toys for children at the 
moment seem to be the most impor- 
tant Christmas activity it is only part 
of the Newton Welfare Bureau Christ- 
mas. Christmas dinners loom large 
and this year larger than usual be- 
cause of the fact that so many men 
have been out of work for so long. 
Two hundred and twenty-seven fami- 
lies received full Christmas dinners. 
The bulk of these however were cared 
for by other groups and agencies and 
individuals — such as Churches, Sun- 
day School Classes, Schools, especially 
the Newton High School through Mr. 
Kldger, the Elks, the Masons, the em- 
ployees of the Telephone Company, 
the employees of City Hall, the em- 
ployees of the Newton Trust Company, 
the Rotary Club, the Gethsemane Com- 
mandery, etc., to a total of 52 includ- 
ing many individuals who contribu- 
ted from 1 to 10 dinners. 

Seven hundred dollars was donated 
in addition, a sum far in excess of 
any Christmas money donated in the 
history of the Welfare Bureau. And 
because of the fact that so many peo- 
ple paid for dinners, only part of this 
money was used for food. The re- 
mainder has been given in Christmas 
presents of coal, rent, clothing, etc., 
and in a few instances cash donations. 

It is perfectly evident that the Wel- 
fare Bureau, with its small stock, 
could not possibly have even begun 
to have done this big piece of Christ- 
mas Giving if it had not been for the 
help and interest of generous Newtoii 


In co-operation with the Mayor’s Re- 
lief Committee, the Newton Welfare 
Bureau has extended the system of 
giving clothing which it has long car- 
ried on and is being assisted by a com- 
mittee from the Newton Federation of 
Women’s Clubs of which Mrs. Arthur 
W. Lane is chairman. Two rooms, ad- 
joining those or tlie Mayor’s Relief 
Committee at 1351 Washington street, 
West Newton, over tho Co-operative 
Bunk are now in use and are open five 
afternoons a week for distribution of 
clothing, which is only done on pre- 
sentation of a card from the Welfare 
Bureau or the Newton Department of 
Public Welfare. 

Much clothing has already been do- 
nated but need is increasing as win- 
ter’s cold strengthens, and the piles of 
underwear, racks of coats, suits and 
dresses shrink very rapidly as large 
families are fitted out. 

Good citizens of Newton, start the 
new year by contributing to this prac- 
tical method of helping our own 
neighbors. Now is the time the thrif- 
ty housewife replenishes her family’s 
wardrobe at the mid-winter mark 
down sales. Do this and then send 
the old, and still usable garments to 
the Welfare Clothing Chest. So much 
is needed and It is not always easy 
to find the right thing. A man needs 
an overcoat to enable him to take an 
out-door job. There are overcoats, 
but they are all too large fop he is 
slight and thin. A mother of four 
small boys comes in, but there seem 
to be no little boys overcoats and trou- 
sers. She herself needs a plain house- 
dress but size 42 seems to be lacking. 
The Junior High School girl needs a 
coat, and an invalid grandmother a 
warm wrapper and a comforter. 
These are only samples of the need.

Many Auburndale 
Residents At Hearing 

On Change of Zone of Manufactur- 
ing Land 


One of the largest attended public 
hearings in recent years was held at 
City Hall on Tuesday night when the 
Claims and Rules committee gave a 
public hearing on the petition to 
change land owned by the Boston & 
Albany railroad on the easterly side 
of Grove Htreet from manufacturing 
to single residence zone. This land 
is the site where the Boston Consoli- 
dated Gas Company desired to estab- 
lish a service plant whicli would have 
included a garage bluilding and stor- 
age space for pipe. Such a wave of 
protest was developed that the Gas 
Company withdrew its petition and to 
prevent the use of this land for any 
other industrial development, the peti- 
tion was entered. 

Rev. A. E. LeRoy of the Walker 
Missionary Home on Hancock street 
was in charge of the fight for the peti- 
tion and introduced the various per- 
sons who favored the change in zon- 
ing. Henry Wentworth of 221 Wood- 
land road explained the purpose of 
the petition and stated that it has 
been the belief of Auburndale res- 
idents that this land was to have been 
re-zoned as a residence district. Ma- 
bel Eager of 49 Seminary avenue told 
of the nuisance created by heavy 
trucking on Grove street and of the 
added trucking which would follow 
if a manufacturing plant or similar use 
will be permitted on the site in ques- 
tion. Albert Fraser of 271 Central 
street stated that Auburndale is a res- 
idential section and industrial plants 
are not wanted there. Mrs. Fred Goode 
of Hancock street, representing the 
Parents' Association, advocated that 
the city buy the land and use it as a 
playground. Arthur Shaw of 290 Cen- 
tral street, speaking for the Parents' 
Association said that Mr. Hermann, 
superintendent of playgrounds claims 
that this land is the only available 
site left in Auburndale for a play- 
ground. Maud Lane of Williston road 
also favored the taking of the site for 
a playground. 

John I. Adams of 191 Grove street 
told of the damage an industrial plant 
would do to property values in the dis- 
trict. He filed a photostatic copy show- 
ing the damage done by the explosion 
of a gas holder at Pittsburg several 
years ago. 

Mr. LeRoy said that one out of ev- 
ery three vehicles using Grove street 
is a heavy truck. Louis Young told 
of having offered to buy the land from 
the Boston & Albany and of being 
told it was not for sale. It was subse- 
ruiently sold to the Gas Company. 

City Clerk Grant told of having re- 
ceived ove.- 30 written protests against 
allowing any industrial plant on the 
site. A petition for the change of 
zone contains the names of 294 Au- 
burndale residents. No person ap- 
peared to oppose the petition asking 
for the change in zone. 


Mayor Recommends Appointment 

Of Purchasing Agent For City 

Advocates Continuation of Street Improvement Program and 
Other Matters In Annual Address 


JAMES L. RICHARDS HONORED 


James L. Richards of Kirkstall road, 
Newtonville, one of Newton's most 
prominent citizens, was the guest of 
honor on December 24th at a dinner 
held at the Algonquin Club. Boston, by 
sixty officials and directors of the 
Massachusetts Gas Companies. On the 
preceding day Mr. Richards had re- 
signed as president of that organiza- 
tion and today he assumes the office 
of chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the company. At a board 
meeting earlier on the day on which 
the dinner was held. Mr. Richards was 
presented with an especially desigued 
book which contains an appreciation 
of the service and accomplishments 
Mr. Richards brought to the company 
which he organized and of which he 
had been the president since its in- 
ception. The presentation speech was 
made by Charles Francis Adams. Sec- 
retary of the Navy, and a fellow di- 
rector of Mr. Richards in the com- 
pany. 


Inauguration of Newton's City Gov- 
ernment for the 58th year presents us 
today with the opportunity to briefly 
review the accomplishments of the 
past twelve months, to outline the 
projects to which we must give our 
attention during the coming year and 
to re-affirm our resolution to discharge 
to the best of our ability the trust 
Imposed upon us by the thousands 
who live here In Newton and whom 
we have the honor to represent in 
this City Government. 

"Just a year ago today. I said that 
the successful administration of city 
affairs requires constant and complete 
co-operation between the executive 
and the legislative branches of our 
city government, and that I proposed 
to the best of my ability to make this 
co-operation as effective as possible. 
I cannot let the opportunity pass at 
this time to say that the co-operation 
referred to above, it seems to me. has 
been in evidence at all times and that 
its effectiveness has been demon- 
strated by the extremely satisfactory 
program of work inaugurated during 
the past twelve months. We have, 
unfortunately, sufficient evidence In 
some neighboring cities of conflict be- 
tween the two branches of the city 
government, the natural result of 
which is inability to get things done 
and to make anything like satisfac- 
tory progress in the conduct of the 
city’s business. I cannot refrain from 
expressing my personal appreciation 
of this spirit of co-operation which has 
been evidenced at all times by your 
honorable Board and by the School 
Committee which is gathered here 
with us today. 

"In the conduct and administration 
of the various city departments I can- 
not of course, say that we have 
reached the millennium, but it does 
seem to me that reasonably satisfac- 
tory progress has been made, and 
here again I would indeed be ungrate- 
ful were I not to express my sincere 
appreciation of the co-operation given 
me by the various department heads. 

"This annual message would natural- 
ly be incomplete without adequate 
reference to our financial status. The 
subject is first in importance and de- 
serves careful analysis at this time. 
To begin with I want to submit a 
comparison of the city’s net debt for 
the period ending December 31. 1929 
and December 31, 1930. as follows-

mity to our debt limit has cansed us 
some concern and has forced us to 
adopt the ’pay-as-you-go' policy to a 
greater extent than we might possibly 
otherwise have done. During the year 
1930 $725,000 of bonds within the debt 
limit were issued primarily for school 
purposes and $310,000 of serial bonds 
were retired. These operations coupled 
with the usual increase in borrowing 
capacity from the Increased three year 
average valuation give us the pres- 
ent borrowing capacity indicated 
above of $472,871.55. 

“I am a firm believer in the ‘pay-as- 
you-go’ policy wherever and when- 
ever possible and to say that in 1930 
this policy accounted for the appro- 
priation of $536,357.10 for improve- 
ments which could legally have been 
bonded indicates our very substantial 
compliance with it. Despite the ac- 
tion noted above we were able to 
maintain in 1930 the 1929 rate of 
$27.20 per thousand and to start the 
current year with an Excess & De- 
ficiency Account of approximately 
$300,000 as compared with $408,091 on 
December 31, 1929. 

"Outside of current departmental re- 
quirements there are a number of 
projects for 1931 to which we are al- 
ready committed and a number of 
others which it will be desirable and 
necessary to take up if our finances 
will allow. Because of current condi- 
tions however, and their possible re- 
sultant effect on our situation, it 
seems to me necessary to sound a note 
of warning at this time. Our esti- 
mates. broadly speaking, indicate that 
in 1931 receipts from the state income 
tax will show a substantial shrinkage, 
and that the increase in city valua- 
tions will not approach the average 
annual increase recently available and 
that on the other hand onr state war- 
rant will in all probability increase 
appreciably. In addition our expendi- 
tures will unquestionably increase be- 
cause of onr effort, by pushing for- 
ward a number of projects, to amelior- 
ate the condition of unemployment re- 
sulting from the current period of 
depression. 

The net result of al! this means an 
increased amount to be raised by the 
tax levy. If times were normal I 
think I could visualize a lower tax 
rate in 1931. but because of the fac- 
tors outlined above the best I per- 
sonally can hope for is to maintain 
the 1931 rate at the figure current in 
1930 and 1929, viz.: $27.20 per thous- 
and. To do even this will require 
careful planning and the co-operation 
of all concerned in the appropriation 
and expenditure of public funds. 

•‘It seems to me. In our very natural 
and proper desire to relieve unem- 
ployment and distress and to accom-

NEWTON LOSES TO 

RINDGE IN OPENER 

Newton high lost its opening game 
in the Greater Boston Interscholasttc 
league yesterday morning on Bui- 
lough's Pond. Newtonvllle, when 
Kludge Tech scored the winning 
counter of an exciting 2 to 1 contest 
with but a few minutes to ploy. The 
game had hardly got under way be- 
fore Tony Sarausky. Rindge star 
athlete, crossed up the Newton de- 
fence and shot a wicked drive from 
the Blue line that Skillings, Newton 
goalie, didn’t even see. For the rest 
of the period Newton forced the go- 
ing with Butler, Captain Hildreth and 
Chase, peppering the Rindge goal with 
shots that he swept aside. 

In the second period Colby, sub- 
stituting for Hildreth and Blackler, 
who had relieved Chase at centre ice, 
worked the disc down the ice. Black- 
ler became cornered by the Rindge 
defense but passed the puck into the 
open. Colby caught it on the end of 
his stick and slapped it into the cage 
for the tying counter. 

With Sarausky in the penalty box at 
.the opening of the final period Now- 
’ton opened up again and made the 
going hot for Rindge. Butler and Sos- 
tillio crashed through the Rindge out- 
er defence in rapid succession but 
overskated the rubber. Chase and 
Kelley swept through side by side a 
moment later but failed to produce 
and Hildreth and Chase also missed 
an opportunity. When Sarausky re- 
turned he snnked down the ice with 
Houle, fed the latter a pass that Houle 
sent into the Newton net from far 
out. Sarausky took a bad toss a mo- 
ment later while scrimmaging for the 
rubber and received a nasty cut on the 
nose that forced him to leave the 
game. Newton put on pressure again 
but the Rindge defence was too 
strong. Robinson relieved Skillings 
in the Newton cage and made a spec- 
tacular save of another shot by Houle. 

Despite the loss Newton has the 
makings of a team that should cause 
the other league members considera- 
ble worry before the championship is 
decided and with a little more experi- 
ence as a unit should win its share 
of victories. 

Newton will play its second league 
game tomorrow afternoon at the Bos- 
ton Garden with Belmont in one of 
the four games on the schedule. 
Through the management of the Bos- 
ton rink the league will play these 
double doubleheaders on Saturday af- 
ternoons with the first games begin- 
ning at 1 o’clock. Two games will be 
completed before the second set is 
called so that fans may see only their 
favorite teams in action or an entire 
afternoon of hockey. Other games on 
the card for tomorrow beside the New- 
ton-Belmont clash are Woburn vs. Mel- 
rose. Stoneham vs. Arlington and 
Rindge vs. Cambridge. The first two 
of this trio are in the opening bracket 
while the Newton game and the Cam- 
bridge teams will stage the wind-up. 

The orange and black had its first 
opportunity in a practice game with 
an alumni team on Tuesday of tills 
week. In an informal scrimmage the 
schoolboys took the graduates into 
camp. 3 to 1. Good goal tending by 
Skillings thwarted many attempts on 
the part of a strong alumni sextet to 
score further. Kelley, Colby, and 
Sostillio scored once each for the 
school team. Dan Harrington and 
Holmes Whitmore of Boston Univer- 
sity. John Nixon, ex-Dartmouth, and 
Fred Scipper, Worcester academy, 
played well for the alumni team.

With little doing in sports the past 
few weeks the high school teams are 
ready to open the New Year with 
their schedules. The hockey team be- 
gan its regular schedule yesterday, 
losing to Rindge, and hopes to get on 
the victory paths at the expense of 
Belmont tomorrow afternoon at the 
Garden.

Well, the new year arrived, Just ns 
l predicted to my intimate friends. It 
certainly is a source of grent satis- 
faction to realize that one’s prophe- 
cies are realized. 

Having forecast, accurately, that 
there would be n new year, I now feel 
that it would be both safe and fitting 
for me to go a step further and pre- 
dict that this young year in which we 
now find ourselves is going to lie a 
great one. And permit me to add to 
thnt bit of prognostication the hope 
that it will be a happy one for every- 
body! 

Now, about New Year’s resolutions. 
There is much to be said concerning 
this problem, both pro and con. Of 
course it is mostly “con”, so I will 
strive to “debunk” in iny poor simple 
way the old Swedish, or Lithuanian, 
custom of promising oneself to do this 
and that during an ensuing year and 
not to do thus and so. Do you follow 
me? You’re taking an awful chance 
if you do! 

It becomes necessary to be personal 
for a moment, but don’t fear, I’ll 
be personal only with myself. Now 
take my New Year’s resolutions, and 
you certainly are welcome to them. 
You can take them as far away ns you 
care to. Of course. I want you to 
understand that my life, even during 
the good old “daze” of 1930, was 
above reproach, but even so, 1 must 
admit that there is room for improve- 
ment. 

I hope you don't think that I’m 
about to tell you that I have already 
broken my resolutions, because I’m 
not. I’ve a better plan than that. 
It’s really so simple a half-wit could 
have invented it. 

Before I go into too great details, I 
must confess to a weakness which I 
share with all humanity, that the 
things that bother and annoy and 
irritate and displease me and cause 
me anguish and so forth, are not 
things that I do, but the words and 
actions of other people. If everyone 
else did as I want them to do, I’d be 
perfectly happy, though the rest or 
the world would doubtless have a ter- 
rible time. 

If you will please keep these little 
confidences in mind you will under- 
stand what I mean in a moment or 
two. And when you figure it out, do 
me a ruvor. Write in and tell me the 
answer, because I'm a little bit puz- 
zled myself at what tills is all about. 

Perhaps it would be clearer if 1 
didn’t try any longer to explain the 
mental processes which accompanied 
the act of drawing up my resolutions. 
Some psychiatrist might see this and 
be thereby edified, or. more properly 
petrified. Suffice it to say that 1 gave 
the mutter much thought, as you will 
understand after reading the resolu- 
tions below, if you stop reading this 
now, you’ll never be the same again. 
And if you don’t stop you’ll never 
want to be the same. Here they tire: 

Bentley, in 1931, will not be part or 
pjfrcel tifrirttf^PNimiled adagio dancing 
team. Wrfrtliiig is all right in its 
place, but when some big bruiser 
starts throwing a little girl around 
the stage it becomes shocking. 

Having the good example of Bobby 
Jones before him, said Bentley for- 
swears participation in championship 
golf tournaments and will leave the 
way clear for some of the lesser fry. 

Tree sitting will also have no part 
in the life of this stalwart sage. 

The choice of no All-America foot- 
ball team will lie recorded by the pen 
of the aforesaid. 

Nor will he croon or harmonize on 
the radio, in imitation of one Vallee 
or three Brok Sisters. 

Nor will he startle his friends by 
saying “Hey, listen,” and then launch 
a treatise on the political situation. 

Nor will he throw snowballs at 
elderly gentlemen with silk hats. 

Having never done any of these 
things, said Bently may now continue 
doing the things he really wants to 
do, secure in t lie knowledge that lie 
lias made unbreakable resolutions. 
Thus he will enjoy a most happy New 
Year. 

And he wishes you the same! 

There’s been so much talk about 
unnecessary noise that it did not sur- 
prise me to learn that the Legislature 
of 1931 will be asked to curb the honk- 
ing of automobile horns. Several 
people have expressed their senti- 
ments in regard to the fiendish sounds 
t Hat some of our nicest young and 
old automobile drivers can make once 
they set out on such a mission. You 
know that the good old auto horn, in- 
tended primarily as a warning, can 
be twisted into so many uses that 
it more than pays for itself. 

I have studied the proposed legis- 
lation and it seems to cover about 
everything without being especially 
specific. That’s one thing about new 
laws. They make business for law- 
yers. Yon can’t tell just what the in- 
tention or the Legislature was and 
so the lawyer tries to prove to the 
judge that the Legislature didn’t in- 
tend to do what it seemed to have done 
but really meant to do something else. 
Now this proposed law talks about 
unreasonable and unnecessary noises. 
Can't you hear a good smart lawyer 
trying to persuade the court that a 
young man honking in front of his 
best girl’s house is really making a 
necessary noise? Nobody else in the 
world believes any such tiling. The 
young man lias driven around to take 
Ills girl to a party. She is slow, as 
some girls are, and lie is getting im- 
patient and therefore sounds the 
horn, over and over again. After 
they’re married lie doesn't dare to 
he so fresh, but that’s another story. 

Now as I see It the young man 
would he punished by fine or imprison- 
ment or both If he did this, providing 
tills tulked-of law is passed. I think 
that would he pretty rough on a 
young fellow and also on his best girl 
who would miss him while lie was in 
Jail und ulso blame herself for allow- 
ing him to get there through her own 
tardiness. Of course, the discretion or 
the court will Ituvu to ho Invoked, hut 
l am Inclined to believe t hut these 
hoys in their roadsters will go u hit 
1 slow if they know that there is a law 


aimed at them and other noise-makers. 

Supposing tills law is adopted, isn’t 
It going to put n stop to the racket 
made at baseball and football games 
when ono side or the other has scored 
a point. You know how everybody 
pounds the old horn to show their 
feelings. Are you going to argue that 
it is necessary noise? Well, mnybe 
you can put up a bluff that you think 
it is, but you’re going to have a sweet 
time proving it. Of course, a police- 
man can overlook it, saying, for in- 
stance, that he didn’t hear it. Some 
policeman enn be awful deaf at times. 

But this is no laughing matter. The 
Legislature is putting restrictions on 
a lot of tilings and it has puzzled me 
a good deal why such an anti-noise 
bill wasn’t filed before. 

As far as I am able to understand 
this changing of the ward lines isn’t 
going to upset us sentimentally a 
whole lot. Politicians, and not plain 
ordinary people, worry about these 
things. You seldom hear an old-timer 
say, with tears in his eyes, “I’ve lived 
in this ward all my life”. You see 
there’s nothing about the political sub- 
divisions of a municipality to make 
anybody weep except possibly on the 
day after election. Some of the things 
that happen may bring sorrow to the 
hearts of certain ambitious folks who 
had figured otherwise, but the real 
old standby isn’t likely to have tender 
assiciations with ward lines. 

Such is not true of New York. You 
recall that at the time Ex-Governor 
Smith of that State was a candidate 
for President there were frequent 
references to his old ward in New 
York City. There was no question 
about the sincerity of the regard held 
by the people there of “Al” Smith. 
But that proves that it is essentially 
a New York custom to refer to the 
"old 10th ward” or whatever it may 
be. The same applies to Chicago 
where a certain ward stands for some- 
thing, I forget what. In Boston before 
the advent of prohibition we had a 
memorable “Ward 8”. Please do not 
interpret this to mean that I per- 
sonally consumed the beverage known 
by that name. But “Ward 8” was 
known as a concoction and, if memory 
serves me, a popular one. 

It may be that I have overlooked 
something, yet I believe Newton has 
its own ideas about naming localities. 
In no instance, as I have sought to 
point out, has anybody been known 
to compose verses or write essays or 
do any of those things that are in- 
spired by beautiful memories of any 
particular ward in the city of Newton. 
The trouble Is, I suppose, that a good 
many people don’t know what ward 
they live in, and don’t care ns far as 
that goes. They are not unintelligent 
but it isn’t a matter that concerns 
them in any way. They may ask, 
“What ward is this?” and when you 
answer they reply, “Thank you,” show- 
ing clearly they don’t give a hoot ono 
way or the other. 

The city’s business requires that 
there be wards or we would have to 
go without Aldermen and a lot of 
other tilings. And, possessing wards, 
lines must be drawn between ono 
ward and another. I am sure that 
these lines will be just and fair. There- 
fore, all I can add is, "Hew to the 
ward line, let the votes fall where 
they may”. 


Even when I bend my back with a 
snow shovel in my hand I am glad I 
live in the suburbs of Boston — and, 
in fact, one of, the very best of all 
Boston suburbs. If I like Newton in 
the beautiful Summer, when the roads 
are dry, I like it in the Winter when 
the roads are covered with snow and 
possibly slush. Let me tell you that 
it pays to be loyal. Not that I look 
upon loyalty as an investment, but be- 
cause things sort of work out that 
way. 

Last Saturday morning I started to 
walk from Tremont street to Doctor 
Naylor’s office. I crossed Park street 
and headed down Elmwood street. It 
was raining hard, and, with the snow 
t hiit had already fallen, there was a 
flood of slush. At the corner of El- 
dredge street and Elmwood I found 
I was surrounded by water. Although 
I had heavy overshoes on I knew 
that whichever way O stepped I would 
get soaking wet up to my knees. 

I was on the point of turning back 
when a milk-wagon driver appeared 
from the direction of Park street. This 
young man saw what I was up against 
and suggested 1 climb on his wagon 
so that he might convey me dry-shod 
to the opposite sidewalk. Clumsily, 
I clambered up beside him and was 
carried safely to the west corner — 
about 30 feet. There I hopped off and 
thanked the milkman. .\’<>t many 
drivers would lie as thoughtful. Many 
yould have laughed to see you try 
and extricate yourself and guffawed if 
you had got sopping wet. 

All this good luck of mine as I say, 
is the reward of living in the suburbs 
where folks do little friendly acts to 
help each other. It may mean a lot 
to some people to reside in the city, 
but I think tlie suburbs hit a happy 
medium between the city and tlie 
country and while both have advan- 
tages tlie country side of the suburbs 
is what makes the city side more en- 
joyable.

POLICE NEWS 

Early last Friday morning Patrol- 
man Gaquin found an automobile 
abandoned on Faxon street.

Accord- 
ing to the story Brady told the police, 
he left the motor of the car running 
while he went into the store to make 
a purchase. When he came out, the 
car had disappeared. Moral — don't 
leave the motor of your car running 
unattended, unless you want the car 
stolen. 

Thomas Brogle of 119 Brayton road, 
Brighton, was in the Newton court 
last Friday churged with larceny of 
$51.40 from George Quinn who con- 
ducts a gasoline filling station at 241 
Walnut street. Newtonville. The de- 
fendant had been employed at the 
station and failed to turn in the re- 
ceipts for December 5. and also to 
return to work. He was sentenced to 
serve three months in jail. In court 
the same day William Ross, 22, of 7G 
Bennington street, Newton, was lined 
$5 for failing to slow down at a street 
interesection. A charge of driving 
without a registration paper was 
placed on file. 

Patrolman John B. Foley of Charles 
street, Auburndale, was injured Christ- 
mas afternoon when he fell from the 
running board of an automobile on 
Commonwealth avenue. Auburndale. 
Foley had climbed on the side of the 
car to chase another automobile which 
had been speeding. He fell and struck 
his head on the ground. He was re- 
moved to his home and has been un- 
der a physician’s care. 

Charles I. Bucknam of Kempton 
plnce. West Newton, whose storage 
warehouse was raided by Newton po- 
lice on December lSLh, was in the 
Newton court on Wednesday. The 
police seized about 200 gallons of 
whiskey, 125 gallons of alcohol, 15 gal- 
lons of gin and a small amount of 
wine at Bucknam’s place, which had 
been under suspicion for a number of 
months. Bucknam was fined $100 by 
Judge Alien for making an illegal 
sale and given a suspended sentence 
of three months in jail for keeping 
and exposing liquor for sale. 

Harry Caspar of Mattapau and Da- 
vid Kaplan of Roxbury, who were ar- 
rested by Newton police just prior to 
the raid, after they had been detect- 
ed leaving Bucknam’s warehouse with 
two cases of liquor in their automo- 
bile. were found not guilty on the 
charge of keeping and exposing liquor 
for snle because Judge Allen ruled 
there was not sulllcient evidence 
against them on such a charge. The 
men could not be found guilty of ille- 
gal transportation of liquor because 
of the repeal of the Baby Volstead 
Law at the recent election. 

Angus Chisholm of Cambridge and 
Alfred Marcell of Peabody street, 
Newton, were employed in a Washing- 
ton street garage at Newton. The 
pair got feeling gay last Sunday night 
and went to their pluce of employ- 
ment to have some fun with the night 
man at the garage. They got so 
rough with the night man that he 
tried to protect himself by turning a 
hose on them and drenching them. 
In the melee that followed the watch- 
man was dragged out onto the street 
and a window broken. Chisholm's 
arm was cut when he pushed it 
through the window. He was treated 
by Dr. Lowe after the pair had been 
arrested and taken to police head- 
quarters. In court Monday the two 
were fined $15 each for disturbing 
the peace. 

James Maher of 88 Auburn street, 
West Newton, was in the Newton 
court on Monday charged with "hit 
and run" driving. He wus accused 
of driving a car which on the night of 
December 2 1st struck Cyril Quinn of 
1118 Washington street, West New- 
ton. and Harry Yanco, Jr., of Cook 
street, Newton, as the pair were 
standing alongside a car in front of 
Quinn's home Yanco and William 
Mursh of Crafts street chased Maher's 
car and caught it on Auburn street. 
Quinn testified t hat he had been hit 
on the shoulder und legs; Yanco testi- 
fied that he hud been merely bruised. 
Maher* testified that he wus uuawure 
he bad hit anybody. Judge Bacon in- 
dicated tliut lie will find Maher guilty, 
but does not want to send him to 
Jail. The case was continued until 


MAYOR’S ADDRESS

plisli as much constructive work as 
possible in all municipal directions, 
that we should not lose sight of the 
fact that the tax payer carries the 
burden and that the load should not 
be increased unless it is absolutely 
unavoidable. This is particularly true 
when conditions are as they are to- 
day. 

"A year ago I laid considerable em- 
phasis in my inaugural address on our 
street improvement program and also 
on the program calling for the con- 
struction and acceptance of private 
ways under the Betterment Act. Fol- 
lowing my remarks on the subject I 
recommended and your Honorable 
Board appropriated $250,000 to care 
for our street improvement program 
during the year* 1930, double the 
amount ever previously appropriated 
for this purpose. The funds were ex- 
pended on the resurfacing of a por- 
tion of Beacon street. Centre street, 
Washington street, Grove street. Ham- 
mond street and Waverley avenue, to- 
gether with a number of other minor 
operations. The best and most per- 
manent surface available was in all 
cases laid, and it seems to me fair 
to say that the $250,000 expended dur- 
ing the year just past has produced 
eminently satisfactory results. I ex- 
pect to recommend that the program 
be continued in 1931, substantially as 
it has been during 1930. and my belief 
is, that, if our present policy is car- 
ried forward for a comparatively short 
period of time, the condition of our 
streets will show very substantial im- 
provement. 

"In connection with the resurfacing 
of streets a word should be said about 
Commonwealth avenue and Boylston 
street. During the past year it was 
deemed wise to make various minor 
changes on Commonwealth avenue 
and to open the north roadway to one- 
way traffic going west, at the same 
time making the avenue a through- 
way. Commonwealth avenue as a 
whole is a 120-foot roadway and with 
the abandonment of the tracks on the 
reservation formerly used by the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston Street Railway, its 
future and permanent development 
for the adequate handling of traffic, 
and as a beautiful thoroughfare 
through our city is a subject which 
should be given much study and care- 
ful consideration. In connection with 
Boylston street may I say that it has 
not seemed wise to take any steps 
towards the improvement of this road- 
way because of its contemplated use 
as a part of the Boston- Worcester ar- 
tery. now being developed by the Pub- 
lic Works Department of the State of 
Massachusetts. This artery is already 
under construction from Worcester 
nearly through to Framingham and its 
further development is being actively 
discussed at the moment by state, city 
and town authorities. The only wise 
thing to do. of course, as far as Boyl- 
ston street is concerned, is to wait 
until the solution of this problem is 
definitely decided upon. 

"For the ten years ending December 
31, 1929, we averaged to construct and 
accept private ways under the Bet- 
terment Act to an average of twelve 
streets, totalling 1.7 miles per annum. 
We were at that time very far behind 
on our program and were faced with 
a considerable number of petitions 
which had to be acted upon. I am 
glad to say that during the past 
twelve months we have, through the 
construction and acceptance of G7 
streets, totalling 6 Vi miles, entirely 
caught up with the petitions on file 
so that we shall bo able to start our 
program in the spring with compara- 
tively few, and only recently filed pe- 
titions to act upon. 

"The same is true of our sewer and 
drain program. The two major proj- 
pets which wore referred to in my 


toduy and Maher's attorney will make 
his plea.

inaugural address last year, viz: con- 
struction of the Edmunds Valley 
sewer, and the covering of Laundry 
Brook through Boyd Park, together 
with a number of minor projects, have 
all been completed at a cost of approx- 
imately $300,000. 

"Our new Fire Alarm Signal System 
was also referred to by me in my in- 
augural address. This has been sub- 
stantially completed and the final pay- 
ment of approximately fifty thousand 
dollars I expect to recommend to your 
honorable Board within the next few 
days. I am hopeful that the installa- 
tion of this system will enable us to 
secure a better rating from the Fire 
Insurance underwriters, and thus di- 
rectly bring to our citizens substan- 
tial savings in fire insurance premi- 
ums pnid. 

"Last spring at the instance of our 
city government a bill was passed by 
the State Legislature authorizing the 
City of Newton to borrow $750,000 out- 
side of the debt limit for City Hall 
purposes. Following this act archi- 
tects were appointed and are at pres- 
ent working on plans for our new City 
Hall and War Memorial, to be con- 
structed on the so-called triangle, 
bounded by Commonwealth avenue. 
Homer and Walnut streets. I am 
hopeful that satisfactory plans will be 
forthcoming within the very near fu- 
ture. and following their receipt I am 
prepared to recommend an appropria- 
tion to provide for immediate con- 
struction. It seems to me that the 
city is now committed to proceed 
with this project and I confidently be- 
lieve. from knowledge already at 
hand, that its solution will, in the final 
analysis, be eminently satisfactory to 
our citizens as a whole. 

"During the year just past, the Coun- 
ty Commissioners of Middlesex Coun- 
ty made arrangements to proceed with 
Hie erection of a new Court House in 
the City of Newton. The carrying 
forward of this project seemed to us 
to make it desirable to proceed with 
the construction of a new Police 
Headquarters building, and arrange- 
ments have been made so that these 
two buildings will be erected upon 
the plot of land owned by the city on 
Washington street, just east of Cherry 
street. The City Hall Annex is being 
torn down, and the present Court and 
Police Headquarters building will 
shortly be moved to its temporary lo- 
cation. I expect to be able to rec- 
ommend an appropriation to provide 
for immediate construction of the 
new Police Headquarters building in 
the very near future, and the erection 
of the new Court House will naturally 
proceed at the same time. With the 
completion of the new City Hall and 
War Memorial building our present 
City Hall will in time be demolished 
and there will finally remain on ami 
adjacent to its present location the 
new Court House and Police Head- 
quarters building, which it seems to 
me ought to bring a very satisfactory 
solution of the problem faced by West 
Newton village through the contem- 
plated removal of City Hall. 

"I have been, during the past year, 
much interested in the work of the 
Playground Department and have 
been much impressed with the desir- 
ability of having the city take land 
wherever properly located and reason- 
ably priced for park and playground 
purposes. In the years to come, with 
the assured future growth of the city, 
it seems to me that open spaces for 
recreation, both for the old and young, 
will not only be wanted but will, in 
fact, be greatly needed. Following 
out this thought, we have, during the 
past year purchased 21 acres of land 
in the so-called Cold Spring swamp 
section, at a cost of $11,300 for the 
purposes specified above. 1 feel well 
assured thut this tract of land will, as 
the years pass on, prove an increas- 
ingly desirable asset to the neighbor- 
hood it is intended to serve. We have 
also purchased a small portion of land 
at an extremely reasonable price to 
be added to the Newton Highlands 
playground. 

"Crystal Luke bathing conditions 
have been a subject of discussion for 
several years past, and following the 
recommendation of the joint Alder- 
manic- and Citizens' Committee, which 
investigated this situation, we have 
gone forward this year with the con- 
struction of a new bath house, which 
was opened in June, and which not 
only adequately served the bathing 
public of the city this summer, but has 
been the means of distinctly improv- 
ing upon the bathing conditions which 
previously existed. In 1929 the so- 
called Thompsonville Playground was 
purchased bv the city and we have 
already appropriated $5,000 to com- 
mence the work of grading this tract 
of land and making ! r available for 
use as a playground. The subject of 
playground buildings is at all times 
before us. Sooner or later some kind 
of a building is going to be necessary 
for most of the playgrounds in the 
city. Two of these playgrounds are 
in immediate need of action in this re- 
spect, and while I am not at all sure 
that our financial program will allow 
of this action being taken during the 
current year, I still feel that the sub- 
ject of a playground building for the 
Hawthorn and for the Newton Upper 
Falls Playgrounds is deserving of seri- 
ous consideration and that the subject 
should be given early study. 

"In my Inaugural address of 1939, I 
recommended to the Board of Alder- 
nun that it take appropriate action 
to in some way segregate apartment 
houses into portions of the city best 
adapted to apartments, with as little 
harm to tile private residential char- 
acter of our city as possible. I fur- 
ther recommended that some action 
be taken by the Board to prevent the 
crowding of houses on too small lots 
with inadequate front, rear and side 
yard setbacks. My thought there was 
to do as little harm as possible to ex 
isting conditions and at the same time 
take a broad step forward to better 
conditions in future developments. 

“The Board ot Aldermen has given 
my recommendations careful and 
painstaking consideration; have duly 
notified citizens affected and given ad- 
equate opportunity for all to be heard 
and have, this past month, carried out 
my suggestions in a manner that I 
deem satisfactory to all concerned. 
Apartment houses are now restricted 
to small “general residence" sections 
of our city, all of which are well apart 
from those sections bearing the char- 
acteristics of detached house develop- 
ments. In the remaining sections of 
the city, adequate provisions have 
been made for front, back and side 


ynrd areas, so that the open spaces 
and attractive surroundings created by 
tin? residential character of our city 
will be much improved. 

"Apartment houses may be said to 
interfere, by their height and bulk, 
with tho smaller homes and bring, as 
their necessary accompaniments, the 
disturbing noises incident to increased 
traffic and business and the occupa- 
tion. by means of moving and parking 
automobiles, of larger portions of our 
streets, thus detracting from their 
safety. 

"Apartment houses bringing these re- 
sults to the general residential char- 
acter of our city would, in my opinion, 
amount almost to a nuisance. This 
danger, I think has been greatly de- 
creased by our recent change in the 
Zoning Ordinance. Even with these 
changes, however, I still feel that 
apartment houses of the best char- 
acter only should be admitted in the 
city, and I therefore am opposed to 
any chnnge in the Building Code that 
would permit the erection of cheap 
and unattractive apartments. 

"Where there is n demand for high- 
class apartment houses, constructed 
attractively, no serious objection prob- 
ably can be raised. Nevertheless, in 
such circumstances, it seems to me 
that the Board of Aldermen should 
take the necessary steps to see to it 
that adequate interior courts be re- 
quired in apartment construction, pro- 
per setbacks arranged and located 
where adequate parking facilities are 
at hand or are provided on the lot 
Changes in the Zoning Ordinance or 
Building Code looking to these safe- 
guards, I therefore recommend. 

"Last year I also reviewed the divi- 
sion of our city by wards, saying at 
the time that Wards 5 and G were not 
in proportion to population and valua- 
tion at the present time adequately 
represented either in the Board of Al- 
dermen or in our School Commitee 
Since that time the 1930 census fig- 
ures have come forward giving to 
Newton a population of 65,295, an un- 
precedented growth over the 1920 fig- 
ures. The growth in population and 
resulting increase in the number of 
registered voters makes the situation 
referred to above even more apparent. 
It now appears that Wards 1. 4 and 7 
have a voting population of less than 
3.000 each, and that Wards 2. 5, and 6 
have a voting population of over 5,000 
each. This creates a situation which 
it still seems to me should be cor- 
rected and can only be corrected prior 
to 1934 by enubling legislation. 

"I therefore recommend that your 
Honorable Board make an early study 
of the situation and the changes sug- 
gested by the Chairman of the Board 
of Assessors and decide whether the 
ctiy shall ask the State Legislature for 
the passage of a bill granting us per- 
mission to re-adjust our ward lines so 
that the voting population of the city 
shall be more evenly distributed or 
whether the matter shall be laid on the 
table without action. 

“'In the event of a change my judg- 
ment is that it should be attended 
to by a readjustment of ward lines 
rather than by the addition of any 
wards to the total number of seven 
now* existing. 

"Newton schools donti me among the 
leaders of the country and we have 
endeavored during the past year to 
still further increase their efficiency 
by various operations which I shall 
enumerate herein. Construction on 
the new Junior High School which I 
referred to in my inaugural address a 
year ago has been started, and the 
plant will be ready for ocupancy at 
the opening of the school year in Sep 
tember, 1931. This major addition to 
our school equipment, it seems to me, 
is going to he one of the most satis- 
factory developments achieved during 
recent years. During the three years 
ending December 31. 1929, in the neigh- 
borhood of $80,000 was expended for 
the regrading of the Newton High 
School athletic field, and carrying this 
work still further forward, we have 
during the year just closed, built a 
new football field and a new stadium 
at a cost of approximately $70,000. The 
construction of a running track around 
the new football field, which I recom- 
mend be undertaken as soon as pos- 
sible, will complete and round out the 
lay-out as a whole and give to the City 
of Newton a High School with athletic 
facilities, in my judgment, unexcelled 
anywhere. It has appeared necessary 
and desirable to make changes to the 
Bigelow School in order to make it 
conform more nearly to Junior High 
School standards, and the first of 
these changes has been started 
through action by the city government 
at its last meeting on December 22nd. 
It also appears necessary and desir- 
able to acquire land for another Junior 
High School to serve the Waban. New- 
ton Upper Falls, and Newton High- 
lands sections. Negotiations are al- 
ready under way for the purchase of 
land for this purpose on Chestnut 
street. Ward 5, and I recommend that 
they be consummated as soon as pos- 
sible. and that the land in question be 
acquired by the city government for 
the school purposes outlined above. 

"During the past year Mr. J. Clifton 
Whitney, our Water Commissioner, 
terminated 55 years of faithful and 
efficient service to the City of New- 
ton by requesting that he i)o retired, 
and after careful investigation of his 
qualifications I appointed Mr. Richard 
H. Ellis as his successor, and his ap- 
pointment was confirmed by your hon- 
orable Board. Mr. Ellis took up the 
duties of his new position on July 1st. 
and since that date 1ms been active 
in making some changes in the opera 
Hon of the Water Department, which, 
it seems to me. will make for better 
service to the citizens of Newton. 
Fit st and foremost, plans for tho com- 
plete remodelling of the department’s 
supply yard and buildings on Water- 
town street have been prepared and 
contracts let. This reconstruction will 
provide better facilities for the in- 
spection and repair of all meters, an 
adequate stock room, pipe shop, a stor- 
age room for equipment and heavy 
stock, and a new garage. With the 
completion of this unit u program for 
the systematic inspection of all meters 
Is to be established. With the object 
in view of rendering a better and more 
satisfactory service to the public, the

department to adopt a quarterly sys- 
tem of billing. The city for the pur- 
pose of billing has been divided into 
three sections, to be able to permit 
continuous billing throughout the 
twelve months of the year. It is the 
belief of the Water Department that 
such a system will enable it to more 
expeditiously investigate complaints, 
assure more frequent notices of ex- 
isting waste, and will simplify the en- 
forcement of proper collection. To 
make possible this improvement the 
Water Department lias been equipped 
with a modern office billing machine, 
which will enable the handling of all 
accounts with a minimum of clerical 
assistance. During recent years, the 
department, due to the growth of the 
city, has been forced to supplement its 
supply by the use of Metropolitan wa- 
ter. It appears that this use is liable 
lo be continuous and therefore, nego- 
tiations are under way with the Met- 
ropolitan District Commission for the 
establishment of a definite and perma- 
nent basis to regulate such use. 

“The year 1930. due to retirements 
and promotions, witnessed very sub- 
stantial changes in our Police Depart- 
ment. Chief Bernard F. Burke, after 
42 years of faithful and efficient serv- 
ice in all grades of the Department, 
and having reached his 70th birthday, 
requested that he be retired, and in 
Ills place Chief Michael T. Hughes was 
appointed. One new captain was ad- 
ded to the force, and Lieutenants 
Goode and Seaver were appointed: 
one to occupy the new rank tints cre- 
ated. and the other to fill the vacancy 
caused by the retirement of Captain 
Mullen. These promotions, of course, 
resulted in further advancements all 
along the Hue. The results achieved 
by the new officers of the Department 
to dnte seem to me to have been sat 
isfactory. and I look forward to still 
further Increase in efficiency ami dis- 
cipline under their capable adminis- 
tration. 

"In 1910, a municipal insurance fund 
was started with an appropriation of 
$25,000. Outside of Interest accruing 
annually, no appropriations were, up 
to December 31, 1929. made to this 
fund since the year 1914. and as of 
that date the fund amounted to $4S.- 
SS2.26. In the year 1924 a special 
committee of the Board of Aldermen 
recommended that annual appropria- 
tions of $10,000 be made to the fund 
and this policy was finally adopted 
during the year 1930. by the appro- 
nriutiou by your honorable Board of 
$10,000 to be added to this fund. I 
expect to recommend an appropriation 
in the same amount during 1931. and 
trust that this policy will continue 
ontil the fund reaches the total sum of 
$300,000, the amount recommended by 
vonr special committee in 1924. 

"I have been impressed during “he 
*mst year more forcibly than l wus 
nrlor to assuming the office of Mayor, 
by the desirability of the appointment 
of a purchasing agent to handle all 
purchases made at the present time 
by the various departments of the city 
government. Time will not permit me 
to go into detail in this uddress but l 


have observed many instances of sub- 
stantial savings, all of which can be. 
and some of which have already been, 
made through co-ordination and co- 
operation in the matter of purchasing 
supplies. I have been, and I am giv- 
ing this subject a good deal of study, 
and expect to have a recommendation 
to make in the very near future. 

In August. 1930. I asked the Newton 
Business Men’s Association to appoint 
a special committee to make a study 
of traffic conditions in Newton corner, 
and to make recommendations for 
their improvement together with rec 
onunendations for the possible use of 
the land owned by the city, and re- 
cently vacated by the demolition of the 
old Fire Station. A committee was 
appointed and placed in my hands only 
recently a very comprehensive and 
carefully thought out report. This 
report contains recommendations 
which I do not propose to go into at 
this time, except to say that it ap- 
pears that improvements can and 
should be made in this section and 
that l hope definite action may be 
taken as soon as our financial program 
will permit. 

"During 1930 tho City of Newton was 
very fortunately the recipient of two 
trust funds, which have come to the 
city through the generosity and un- 
der the wills of Mr. John C. Chaffin 
and Mr. Horace Cousens. respectively. 
The so-called Chaffin fund received 
early in the year is being ably man- 
aged by a Board of seven trustees, for 
the benefit of graduates of the New- 
ton High School or any school iu New- 
ton of a higher grade that may be 
established. Only as recently as De- 
cember 15. your Board voted to accept 
a fund left the city under the will of 
Mr. Horace Cousens. I recommend 
the early adoption of an ordinance 
to provide for the administration of 
this fund, which is set up under the 
terms of the will to assist Newton 
citizens of small means to obtain 
homesteads by making first mortgage 
loans under certain terms and condi- 
tions When tlie fund which is now 
approximately $550,000 reaches $1,000.* 
ooo Its income can then be used for 
the assistance and relief of the poor 
and needy who live here in the city. 
It is needless to say that all of us 
are deeply appreciative of the gener- 
osity of these benefactors of our city. 

“1980 witnessed the 300th anniver 
sary of the City of Newton. A Ter- 
centenary committee was appointed: 
appropriations totalling $19,000 were 
made by the city government and ap- 
propriate cerntouies ^ero < inducted 
to mark the observance of our Tercen- 
tenary year. I say appropriate ad- 
visedly. because everyone who knows 
anything about the work done by the 
committee, or who witnessed the pa- 
geant — the crowning event of our Ter- 
centenary year — must realise that the 
ceremonies were not only dignified and 
appropriate, but very satisfactory and 
efficiently carried through to comple- 
tion by all concerned. It seems to 
me thut the thanks of our citizens as 
a whole must go to the Tercentenary 
eommittee and to all those who as-

sisted them in their work during the 
past year. 

"I cannot close my remarks this af- 
ternoon without referring briefly to 
the general business conditions which 
have confronted us during the past 
year and by which we will probablv 
still be confronted for some few 
months to .come. The severe depres- 
sion has left in its wake a marked in- 
crease of unemployment and distress, 
which it seemed to me created a sit- 
uation demanding energetic action of 
some sort or other. I accordingly ap- 
pointed what is known as the Mayor’s 
Relief Committee. NL Loon H. Rogers 
of West Newton heads this commit- 
tee. composed of twenty or more well- 
known citizens of Newton, and is giv- 
iug a substantial amount of his time 
to its work. Earnest efforts have beeu 
made to provide employment for the 
more than 1100 who registered with 
the committee A fund ot* $100,000 
has been raised to take care of relief 
work, und the activities of the various 
charitable and fraternal organizations 
in the city dispensing relief have beeu 
co-ordinated so that iu the final analy- 
sis every dollur expended may count. 
Due to the untiring efforts of Mr. 
Rogers and his committee, I feel that 
the unfortunate conditions existing 
have been and will still further be 
improved. 

"Iu closing let me once agu*n thank 
your honorable Board und all those 
connected with the various city de- 
partments. for their co-operation dur- 
ing the past year. We have not. by 
any means, reached the mUleniuni, but 
it seems to me substantial results 
have beeu accomplished and that our 
program for the immediate future, 
when completed, will also briug about 
results satisfactory to the people of 
Newton generally. You may rest as- 
sured that you all have my very best 
wishes for a very happy and success- 
ful New Year." 
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GLIMPSES INTO THE PAST 

1930 is gone. As we enter the New Year of 1931 with hopes 
for better business conditions, more employment, and resulting 
increased “prosperity,” let us not overlook the fact that, al- 
though 1930 was a year of “depression” it was, nevertheless, 
noteworthy in many respects. Glimpses into the past twelve 
months recall many significant and important events affecting 
the citizens of Newton. While much has been lost through the 
resignations of faithful officials and the deaths of prominent 
citizens, other events have transpired that redound greatly to 
Newton’s benefit. 

JANUARY saw the inaugural of a new Mayor for the first 
time' in sixteen years. The Hon. Sinclair Weeks, in his in- 
augural address, pointed out a number of impending projects. 
His admonition to “get down to work ... to produce definite 
and tangible results” has been carried out in varying degrees 
of achievement. These accomplishments are the subject 
matter of a separate editorial. 

FEBRUARY was the month during which a bequest of : 
over $300,000 to the city by the death of the late John C. 
Chaffin in 1904 was revealed through the passing of the sole 
heir, the late Mrs. Hattie Shewnan. The income of this fund 
is used to aid deserving students in obtaining higher educa- 
tion. The new fire alarm headquarters building at Newton 
Centre was opened as a step in improving this department. 

MARCH winds blew sufficiently strong to reduce the city 
budget below that of 1929 by nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars. Announcement was made of the contemplated resig- 
nation in June of Miss Mabel Bragg, assistant superintendent 
of the Newton schools and a noted educator, in order that she 
might accept a higher position at Boston University. Newton’s 
loss was B. U.’s gain. 

APRIL showers sent the 1930 census takers out on their 
work of recording the fact that there were 65,276 inhabi- 
tants in the city of Newton on the first day of the month. This 
figure represents a gain of 41.7% in the past decade. Newton 
is now the fourth city of Middlesex County, being exceeded 
in population only by Cambridge, Somerville and Lowell. Our 
percentage of growth since 1920 was the third highest of any 
city in the Commonwealth, Medford leading with 53% and 
Quincy second with 50.4%. The appreciation of Dr. Fred M. 
Lowe, city physician and well-known practitioner, as mani- 
fested by his contemporaries on the hospital staff; the opening 
of the Waban Branch Library, the gift of the residents of 
that section; and the appointment of Father Walter Roche 
as pastor of the Catholic Church at Maynard after eleven 
years as assistant at the Church of Our Lady, Newton, where 
he was a friend to all, were other events of note of the month. 

MAY brought the resignation of three Newton officials. 
J. Clifton Whitney, city water department head, concluded 
many years of faithful service. Chief Burke and Captain 
Mullen, having reached the age limit, relinquished their posts 
after giving their best to their work. Michael Hughes was 
appointed as police captain and subsequently as chief. Ex- 
Mayor Edwin O. Childs was elected president of the Chamber 
of Commerce. And to close the month Memorial Day, with 
its usual significant observance program, was further marked 
by the opening of the Tercentenary celebration in the city 
with the largest parade in the history of Newton. 

JUNE witnessed the Tercentenary Pageant on the Newton 
Centre playground, depicting the growth and history of the 
city. The success of the affair was a fitting reward for the 
countless hours of effort and preparation on the part of the 
many residents taking part in its production. The aldermen > 
appropriated $50,000 for a stadium at the high school athletic : 
field, the last major step in a development program stretching i 
over many years. Richard H. Ellis was appointed water com- 
missioner to fill Mr. Whitney’s position. The north side of 
Commonwealth avenue was opened to west-bound traffic. Sig- 
nificant was a tribute paid by judges and fellow members of 
the bar to the memory of the late Hon. Samuel L. Powers, 
who had long taken an active participation in civic and mu- 
nicipal affairs prior to his death in 1929. It was in the month 
of roses that the city fathers selected the so-called “triangle 
site” at Commonwealth avenue, Walnut and Homer streets, 
Newton Centre, for the long-talked-of city hall. 

JULY was a memorable month to most of the Newton gold 
star mothers privileged to make the pilgrimage to France to 
visit the graves of their loved ones who had given the last 
full measure of devotion in the World War. 

AUGUST brought with it the welcome news that there 
would be no increase in the 1929 tax rate of $27.20 per 
thousand. The annual festival on the playgrounds was of 
great interest to the children of the city. The last Friday of 
the month completed the 30th year of the present ownership 
of the Graphic and also the 58th year of its existence and 
participation in the interests of the community. 

SEPTEMBER, ushered in on Labor Day, turned the thoughts 
of many voters to the state primaries. Newton gave Butler 
a plurality over Draper despite extensive efforts on the part 
of supporters of the latter. Captain Hughes was advanced 
from his position to Chief; Lieut. Seaver was appointed to the 
vacancy and Lieut. Goode appointed to occupy the new rank of 
a second captain. Newton Upper Falls annexed the champion- 
ship of the Hub Twilight League in a post-season series with 
Allston. The Newton Post 48 American Legion Band of 
seventy-odd pieces was presented to the post. 

OCTOBER was the month of - the Legion Convention in 
Boston in which many Newton people were greatly inter- 
ested. A huge dam in Vermont was named after Henry I. 
Harriman, widely known citizen of Newton. Albert D. How- 
lett was elected to the board of aldermen to fill the position 
held by Arthur J. Mansfield when the latter moved from the 
city. The high school football team won its first victory 
over Everett in nine long years. Regulations were made so 
that in the future water bills will be sent out quarterly in- 
stead of annually. 

NOVEMBER 4th brought Newton the title of the “banner 
Republican city of the Commonwealth” when over eighty per 
cent of the voters cast a normal G. O. P. vote in the face of 
a Democratic sweep, general throughout the state. Newton 


voters asked for the repeal of the Baby Volstead Act, making* 
the second time the “wets” had a majority here. Unemploy- 
ment conditions caused the formation of a Mayor’s Relief 
Committee, headed by Leon B. Rogers. The death of Horace 
S. Cousens revealed another large bequest to the city made by 
his father, Horace Cousens some years ago. The income from 
a half million dollars is to be used in assisting Newton people 
of small means in providing homesteads for their families. 
Another important occasion was the dedication of the new 
high school stadium to the late Alfred W. Dickinson, beloved 
coach for many years, who passed beyond in 1927. 

DECEMBER was an eventful month. The first significant 
occurrence was a successful sticker campaign, the first of 
that nature in city politics, whereby a woman was elected 
to the school committee at an otherwise quiet and uneventful 
election. Later the aldermen amended the zoning ordinances 
placing most of the land in existing general residence zones 
into private residence districts and eliminating the possibility 
of any extensive apartment house developments in the future. 
A new bus terminal, convenience station, and other improve- 
ment of traffic conditions in Nonantum Square were recom- 
mended in a report of a committee of business men of that 
section. Proposed relocation of Ward lines; the route through 
Newton of the contemplated direct artery from Boston to 
Worcester; a new wing on the Bigelow school and other altera- 
tions making the completion of the junior high school system 
throughout the city a matter of months were other actions 
that are still furnishing material for discussion. 

1931 , if it maintains the pace set in 1930, should be an 
exceptional year for the Garden City. 


HIS FIRST YEAR 

We congratulate Mayor Weeks on the completion of his 
first year during which many of the projects outlined in his 
inaugural address a year ago have been accomplished, or 
initial steps taken looking toward their final accomplishment. 
A few of these may well be cited here, although their present 
status is discussed in detail in Mayor Weeks’ address to the 
1931 Board of Aldermen printed in this week’s issue, an ad- 
dress which we urge every citizen to read carefully. The first 
step was taken in the relocation of ward lines to give all 
wards more even representation in the legislative branches 
of the city government; zoning ordinances were changed to 
eliminate the possibility of undesirable apartment house de- 
velopments; the construction of a new South Side junior high 
school was begun; the State legislature approved a bill allow- 
ing the city to borrow three-quarters of a million dollars for 
its new city hall and architects are now working on this 
project as well as that of a war memorial on the same site. 
The new fire alarm headquarters building in Newton Centre 
was opened and a new signal system substantially completed, 
which will lead, it is hoped, to a considerable saving in fire 
insurance premiums paid by individuals; a comprehensive 
street program was undertaken with considerable improve- 
ment on the whole, and particularly parts of Commonwealth 
avenue, Beacon street, Centre street, Washington street and 
other important highways; the Edmands Valley and Cold 
Spring Brook sewers and the covering of Laundry Brook 
through Boyd Park were completed, all of which matters 
have direct bearing on the welfare of the city. The Mayor 
asked for the co-operation of the legislative and executive 
branches of the city government and while some have at 
times disagreed with his policies there has been no hamper- 
ing of each other’s efforts. Oftentimes it is a benefit if a 
minority faction can bring out worthwhile ideas which effect 
a compromise resulting in greater benefit than would have 
been experienced by enthusiastic support of a measure that 
was too far reaching in its scope. A year ago the Mayor ex- 
pressed a desire that the city fathers hold their committee 
meetings prior to the regular meetings of the board, which 
has been done to a partial extent, although occasionally com- 
mittee meetings have caused a recess to be requested. The 
Mayor also expressed his intention to enforce a business ad- 
ministration with an effort for increased efficiency. This also 
has been accomplished to a considerable degree. The one 
outstanding matter discussed by the Mayor that has not been 
accomplished is that of doing away with the preferential 
system of voting in Newton. This system is far from satis- 
factory in many ways, but it is also a certainty that a return 
to the party primary system would also have many disadvan- 
tages. Until some other system is devised it looks as though 
it would be best to “let the sleeping dog lie.” 


LOOKING INTO THE FUTURE 


We are heartily in accord with Mayor Weeks in his recom- 
mendation regarding the matter of a purchasing agent for 
the City as well as a number of other matters he deals with 
in his 1931 address to the incoming Board of Aldermen. Look- 
ing forward we also see a new city hall, new court house, 
and new police headquarters building as new municipal and 
county construction projects; possibly a new junior high 
school for Waban and Upper Falls, possibly one or two new 
playground houses, continuation of the street improvement 
program, and (if the city’s financial condition warrants the 
step), improvement in traffic conditions in Nonantum square. 
The principal thing not to be expected is a decrease in the 
tax rate. The increase in valuation in 1929 will not compare 
with the average of recent years and the increase in expendi- 
tures will necessitate careful planning to keep it at its present 
level.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


The 1931 General Court will start 
its year’s work next Wednesday morn- 
ing at 11 a. m. The dnte is fixed by 
the constitution which provides for 
the convening of the two branches on 
the first Wednesday in January. Also 
provision Is mnde for the inauguration 
of the Governor on the Thursday fol- 
lowing the first Wednesday. This 
menus that after the Legislation has 
assembled next Wednesday and 
chosen its presiding officers, who will 
announce committees, there will he a 
lapse of twenty-four hours after which 
Gov.-elect Joseph B. Ely will take the 
oath of office. 

Mr. Ely will he the first Democratic 
Governor since 1915 when United 
States Senator Devid I. Walsh con- 
cluded his second term. Senator 
Walsh was first elected in 1913 and re- 
elected in 1914, thus serving through 
1914, they do not take office under 
1914 and 1915. Although there will 
be a Democratic State Treasurer and ( 
State Auditor for the first time since 
the constitution until the third Wed- 
nesday in January when they, with 
the Secretary of State and Attorney . 
General, will be sworn In. 

Of the forty members of the State j 
Senate ten will he Democrats, the 
largest number of members of the 
party in a number of years. Of the 
240 members of the House of Repre- j 
sentatives there are 99 Democrats, five ( 
who are officially designated as Re- 
publican-Democrat, one Independent 
Democrat and one elected on stickers, i 
who is understood to he affiliated with ! 
the Democratic party. This is by 
far the biggest representation of j 
Democrats in years. In spite of the J 
Increase In the number of Democrats : 
it Is a foregone conclusion that Speak- j 
er Leverett Saltonstall will be chosen I 
to again preside over the House and i 
President Gaspar G. Bacon of the Sen- < 
ate to again preside over the upper | 
branch. 

Newton’s representation in the 
General Court remains the same, with 
Senator Hollis in the upper branch 
and Representatives Saltonstall, Luit- 
wieler, Baker and Thompson in the 
lower. 

The 1931 Legislature is to receive 
a vast amount of information ns the 
result of studies by various recess 
commissions. Some of the topics are 
as follows: laws relating to care of I 
dependent, delinquent and neglected 
children; prevalence of addiction to 
habit-forming drugs; interstate ren- 
dition and extradition of fugitives 
from justice: accommodations for the 
Supreme Court and the Land Court; 
appropriate site, type and design for 
a fitting war memorial by the Com- 
monwealth; advisability of requiring 
local tax payments in two or more in- 
stalments; revision of the tax laws; 
ways and means of paying cost of 
Old Age Assistance plan; future 
policy of tlie Commonwealth in rela- 
tion to the acquisition and mainten- 
ance of parks and reservations for 
recreational purposes and also relat- 
ing to establishment and maintenance 
of wild life sanctuaries; improvement 
of highway conditions in certain 
towns in the Metropolitan district; 
taking over by the State of certain 
bridges on main highways; discharge 
of sewage into Boston Harbor and 
rivers and estuaries tributary thereto: 
laws relating to marine fish and 
fishers, including shellfish; construe- j 
tion by the State of a fish pier in 
Gloucester; terminal facilities and 
construction of a grain elevator in 
Soutli Boston; purchase of stock by 
employes in co-operative shoe shops; 
promotion of sale of securities; causes 
and remedies of existing unemploy- 
ment; conditions affecting the textile 
industry; operation of representative 
town meeting system and the estab- 
lishment of a standard thereof; re- 
tirement allowances for employes of ! 
the State and of the Metropolitan 
District Commission: ways and means 
to cover the cost of service author- 
ized by the new draft of the tiro pre- 
vention law; disposal of motor 
vehicles and licensing of motor 
vehicle junk yards, and laws, rules and 
regulations relating to professional 
boxing and wrestling. 

Of the above studies nearly all have 
been reported upon. There will be a 
recommendation from the special 
commission on tax laws that no 
changes be made in tho taxation laws 
during 1931 because of unsettled busi- 
ness conditions. This is looked upon 
as sound udvice and will probably he 
heeded by both branches. 

The future of the Boston Elevated 
will be one of tho most discussed ques- 
tions of tlie session. Tho fact that a 
majority of voters in tlie cities and 
towns served by tlie Elevuted liaye 
registered themselves in favor of a 
continuation of public control is taken 
to mean that some sort of u public 
control hill will ho passed. One meas- 
ure Inis already been lilud on peti- 
tion of the representatives of organ- 
ized labor. It would continue public 
control for 42 yeurs und reduce tho 
umount of guaranteed dividend on 
common stock from six to live pol- 
ecat. Tho belief is tliat a public con* 
trol nieusuru will ho pussed und sign- 
ed by tho new Governor. It is doubt- 
ful, however, that it will lie a term of 
42 yeurs, Half that number of years 
soeins more probable. Another hitch

is seen in the proposal to reduce the 
amount of guaranteed dividend one 
per cent. However, there is practi- 
cally certain to he some kind of agree- 
ment reached, with the usual number 
of public hearings, committee wran- 
gles and floor debates.

Newton was HOUSE 160 on petition 
of Representative Arnold Leonard of 
Watertown, providing that tho Metro- 
politan District Commission be di- 
rected to construct the proposed park- 
way from Nonantum road, Newton, to 
Galen street, Watertown.

A Few Observations On Domestic 
Relations 

By EARL G. MANNING 


This is the eleventh article of tha 
series written by Mr. Manning, touch- 
ing on the subject of domestic rela- 
tions, which is a part of the discus- 
sion Mr. Manning is conducting be- 
fore the Women’s Clubs of Newton 
under the auspices of the Newton 
Trust Company. 

Not long ago, as I was walking up 
from the North Station, I observed a 
crowd, half way down a narrow side 
street, just back of the Relief Station 
in Hnymarket square, Boston. 

Being rather curious, I walked over 
and found out that two teamsters were 
having just the nicest kind of a rough 
and tumble light. 

I watched it for about five minutes, 
until the patrol wagon hove Into sight 
with half a dozen cops, marvelling 
how any two human beings could take 
as much punishment as both did, and 
still he conscious. 

I stayed just long enough to And 
out that one of these teamsters had 
made a very uncomplimentary remark 
to the other, regarding the ancestry 
on the maternal side of the other — 
and this coming after a spirited argu- 
ment regarding one having pre-empted 
the stand usually occupied by the oth- 
er In the square. 

Great is the power of the spoken 
word ! 

As I continued my walk up town to 
the office, I wondered just how nations 
could ever agree not to fight each oth- 
er, when individuals are moved to try 
and annihilate each other over such a 
commonplace thing as the parking of 
a horse and team in a certain space 
near a Relief Hospital. As I still fur- 
ther ruminated, I happened to remem- 
ber a remark I once heard, which is 
attributed to Justice Brandeis of the 
Supreme Court. — 

"Most of humanity is engrossed 
with, and talks about, only three sub- 
jects — people, places and things.” 

If this is true, it would seem that it 
Is given to only the few to wrestle 
with the problems which are so neces- 
sary to he solved, so that all human- 
ity may have the security and oppor- 
tunity to discuss these three things — 
to live their more or less circum- 
scribed lives, and to bring up their 
children to do the same. 

This leads me to a subject which I 
am fully aware is a rather delicate one 
to discuss — and that is — domestic re- 
lations. The reason I dare to attempt 
it is because it has a very important 
bearing in running the home at a 
profit, financially and culturally. In all 
the preceding articles which have 
been published in the Graphic I have 
tried to show that there are certain 
fundamental things which have to be 
observed in the proper management 
of the home, of a material nature. 

No matter how well a home may he 
run, as far as the mechanical details 
of how the daily tasks are performed, 
the character of the cultural out put 
of It will depend upon how harmon- 
ious and attractive are the domestic 
relations within it. 

Environment, according to those 
whose life work is devoted to child 
welfare, has a tremendous bearing on 
the type of children which will come 
out of the home to he new home 
makers in future. They seem to be 
agreed also on one other fundamental. 
— Children must have a sense of secur- 
ity. something tangible to tie to in a 
material sense, which can be epitom- 
ized in our word "home." 

Of course, it goes without saying 
that if there is discord, bickering, con- 
tinual criticism in the home, even 
adults find it difficult to live together. 

I met a man not long ago who told 
me that as early as he could remem- 
ber his father and mother used to 
"scrap” all the time. 

His father was a travelling sales- 
man, and from the moment he re- 
turned from u trip until he left for 
another, most of the time was taken 
up in criticizing his wire about what 
she had done and what she hadn’t. 

"It isn’t strange,” said he to me 
“that when I was old enough to feel 
that I could earn my own living I got 
out of my home as soon as I could.” 

The inability to discuss anything 
other than places, people and things, 


perhaps may have been the cause for 
this situation. 

Bearing on this point I recently lis- 
tened to a discussion of delinquency 
in children and Its causes, given by 
Judge Frederick P. Cabot, a Judge of 
one of the Juvenile courts in Boston. 

Among other things he said was 
this. — "When a boy or a girl is 
brought before me as a result of some 
delinquency, before I finally dispose 
of the case I make it a rule always to 
Interview Ills or her parents. I find 
in the majority of instances the act 
committed was the result of either in- 
harmonious or unfavorable living con- 
ditions or on account of the attitude 
of either the father or mother.” 

This is a rather severe castigation 
upon the very persons who should 
make it attractive enough for the child 
to develop normally and healthily in 
the home. 

After this same meeting I discussed 
tins matter with a school teacher who 
lives in Lynn, and who teaches a do- 
mestic science class. When I asked 
her if she had observed this same 
thing, she said, "I think sixty per 
cent, of all the pupils in my classes 
are in an environment at home which 
dees not permit of the fullest growth 
and is the cause of a lot of minor 
infractions ot school rules which we, 
as teachers, are supposed to correct.” 

After all, who can he blamed for the 
situation? We are in a fast-moving 
civilization where everybody wants to 
do what everybody else does, and 
where the income is just so much and 
cannot he stretched, most people ac- 
cede to desires before they square 
them with their incomes. Naturally, 
turmoil must result, critfcism and an 
unhealthful situation. 

This is apparent more on the lower 
incomes than on the higher brackets, 
Iml. even there we find a situation 
which is in a measure analogous. 

I have observed myself that the 
fathers and mothers of today are just 
about as anxious to enjoy the worth 
while things of life as the youngsters. 
Where the youngster sees that the 
whole intent of the father and mother 
is to enjoy life and "let the devil 
take the hindmost," so to speak, it 
isn’t surprising that the youngster 
should develop inclinations somewhat 
on these lines. 

It has always been the cry since 
history began that the regulation of 
the new generation that is coming up, 
is a tremendous problem, and that 
their desires and wishes are all out of 
reason with what 1ms been experi- 
enced by the preceding generation. 

It takes a great deal of courage for 
a father and mother to tell their son 
or daughter that they must 'wait until 
they are seventeen or eighteen years 
of age before they can begin to enjoy 
to the fullest that which it has taken 
years for the father and mother to 
obtain. The pressure of the young- 
sters is so great in the majority of 
cases that they are allowed to do 
pretty much as they wish. This seems 
to be the problem which Is one of the 
foremost in every household to he 
solved. 

What can you do with a mother who 
is so anxious to further the social 
position of her daughter that she will 
hire a room at the Copley Plaza Hotel 
for an afternoon bridge for about for- 
ty-eight youngsters of fourteen or fif- 
teen years of age. and then give them 
a dinner and a dance afterward? 

If your child is among those invited, 
can you deny her the privilege of go- 
ing? If you do, it is dollars to dough- 
nuts she won't be invited again. 

What if your child has all these 
tilings before the time when they are 
usually most enjoyable, after mar- 
riage? And what can one expect but 
dissensions, if the family income is 
not large enough to grant them with- 
out going into debt? 

Fur be it from me to try and solve 
the problem. 

I know it is present in practically 
every household, including my own. 

I did dare to have the temerity to 
discuss it because 1 feel that healthy 
exchange of ideas on any subject 
sometimes develops solutions to even 
the most intricate of problems.

of that organization and on the Foun- 
dation Fund. 

legislative measures that will be 
brought before the meeting for Action, 
as voted at a nper:lal meeting of the 
Executive Bonrd on December 3, will 
be: 

1. Recommendation of the Com- 
missioner of Public Health providing 
that, within five years, all milk sold In 
communities of over 5.000 shall be pas- 
teurized or from tuberculin-tested 
COWS, 

2. A limited number of bills to be 
selected from the recommendations 
of the Children’s Commission. 

3. Recommendations of the Com- 
missioner of Public Health providing 
for the establishment by the State, 
under the Department of Public 
Health, of a hospital and clinics for 
the treatment of rheumatism. 

Legislative measures that will he 
brought forward for study are bills 
relating to the unemployment situ- 
ation and a bill for the licensing of 
Public Health officers and agents. 
Study of hills on the abolition of 
Capital Punishment is to be optional 
with the individual Clubs. 

It was further decided at this spe- 
cial Board Meeting to leave the pro- 
gram open for selection of any further 
important measures at the Board 
Meeting of January 2. when bills 
might be ready on such subject as 
clarifying the statement of Referen- 
dum questions on the ballot; proposals

Demands upon 
the money set aside for prevention 
work among school children have 
been so great and the amount spent 
for milk for undernourished children 
so much larger than under normal 
conditions that already It hits been 
necessary to draw a thousand dollars 
from tlie 1931 seal sale income. This 
is directly antituberculosis care. The 
hardest months are ahead. January. 
February. March, in which to guard 
the health of Newton children. And 
then — the summer period when many 
children must be cared for in camps. 
There is imperative need of money 
enough to meet the demands upon the 
Health Committee of the Newton Wel- 
fare Bureau. There should be enough 
to replace the sum drawn, enough to 
provide as much more for the same 
purpose, and enough to carry on sum- 
mer care. Make the total at least 
$ 10 , 000 .

The location of the new wing at 
the Bigelow School has brought pro- 
tests to Mayor Weeks, the School 
Committee and members of the Board 
of Aldermen from Walter C. Wrye of 
135 Arlington street, Newton. Mr. 
Wrye has been a resident of Newton 
for many years and owns an attrac- 
tive home. The large wing which is 
to be added to the Bigelow School is 
to be erected 10 feet from the lot line 
of Mr. Wrye’s property and 25 feet 
from his home. He is perturbed not 
alone at the proximity of the new 
school building, but more so because 
a gymnasium is apt to be quite noisy. 
He received no notice as to where 
the city intended to erect the building. 

The only information he obtained 
was erroneous. This was an article 
in the NEWTON GRAPHIC on No- 
vember 14th which stated that "this 
addition will be located between the 
present building and Park street, on 
fhe Arlington street side.” Supposing 
this information to be accurate, Mr. 
Wrye believed that the new wing was 
to be erected jutting out from the 
front of the Bigelow School and quite 
removed from his property. 

The article published in the 
GRAPHIC was published as a result 
of a conversation the writer had with 
Buildings Commissioner Chadwick 
and from which he gained the im- 
pression that the new wing would be 
built on the Park street side of the 
Bigelow School. In addition to Alder- 
man Powers, Alderman Murray of 
Ward 7 also had this impression. The 
Buildings Commissioner states that 
the Associate Editor of the GRAPHIC 
was In error when he got this wrong 
impression. Members of the School 
Committee and the architect, Mr. 
Leeds, state that the plans from the 
beginning called for the location of 
the new wing on that part of the 
school site adjoining Mr. Wrye’s 
property. 

However, Mr. Wrye assumed that 
the article in the GRAPHIC was au- 
thentic and ho was amazed when exca- 
vating work for the cellar of the gym- 
nasium was started almost at his 
property line. He at once made pro- 
tests to the city officials and a con- 
ference was held at. tin- Buildings 
Commissioner’s office in West Newton. 
As the contracts for the new structure 
have been awarded it was the deci- 
- i " 1 1 of tin- Mayor, Aldermen and 
School Committee members that the 
new building must be erected as 
planned, so work is proceeding on it. 
Mr. Wrye feels that he lias been uu 
justly treated, that his property value 
has been seriously reduced and that 
he should he properly compensated 
by the city.

The pen- 
sions to be received by the men will 
equal half of their wages for the last 
year they worked.

Auburndale avenue, West New- 
ton, age 77. service 50 years, pen- 
sion $945: James Fagin, Gardner 
street, Newton, age 65. service 29 
years, pension $763.56: Jeremiah Mon- 
ihan. Austin street. Newtonville. age 
65. service 36 years, pension $795.57; 
Bartholomew O'Flaherty. Jewett 
street. Newton, age 69. service 38 
years, pension $849; Moses Hill. Hicks 
street. West Newton, age 66. service 
36 years, pension $651.10. 

A phase of the old pension system 
under which these employees were 
retired works to the disadvantage of 
Moses Hill, a colored man who has 
been a faithful employee and who had 
to have a hand amputated some years 
ago as a result of an injury received 
while at work. Illness compelled him 
to remain from work for a consider- 
able period during the last year of his 
employment and thus largely reduced 
the pension he would otherwise re- 
ceive.

Nonantum. who had applied for retire- 
ment on a pension, was retired on De- 
cember 26. He is 6S years old. had 
worked 38 years for the city and will 
get an annual pension of $725.71.

The Newton high track team ex- 
tended Its winning streak of dual 
meets with other school and college 
freshman teams to nine straight yes- 
terday afternoon by swamping the 
Medford high track team, 50 to 27. Not 
since February 1929 has an orange 
and black track outfit lowered its col- 
ors to those of any other school and 
yesterday’s victory was its fourth in 
as many years of Medford. The 1931 
Newton team apparently has more bal- 
ance and power than either o, the two 
preceding outfits which have brought 
Newton many honors. Led by Cap- 
tain Milton Green with 13 points New- 
ton swept the shotput and broad 
Jumps, took first and second in the 
dash, first and third In three events, 
and second places in the other two 
events to total Its half century of 
points. 

With such a start Newton hopes to 
continue its winning streak through- 
out the season which includes dual 
meets with Watertown, and Brookline. 
Newton will enter four interscholas- 
tic meets this season, the Northeast- 
ern University B. A. A. and Andover 
interscholastics and the State meet. 
With a well-balanced aggregation and 
potential point scorers in practically 
every event Newton should go far 
unless beset by injuries and ineligi- 
bility. Capt. Greene is one of the 
outstanding athletes in Greater Bos- 
ton in track athletics and his ver- 
satility reminds fans of Captain Wal- 
lace Fullerton of the 1927 team. 
Greene competes In four events, har- 
dies. dash and high and broad jumps. 
Yesterday against Medford he took 
first in the two jumps and second in 
the dash. In the hurdles, his best 
event, he had a comfortable lead but 
fell heavily in the finals at the sec- 
ond hurdle and failed to place. 

Greene's fall gave Medford one of 
its three first places, the other two 
coming In the 600 and relay. The 600 
was the best race of the day with 
Thompson of Medford taking the lead 
at the start and fighting off repeated 
challenges by Oscar Jarrell of New- 
ton. On the last lap A1 Guzzi of New- 
ton came up fast but Thompson’s 
down-the-stretch burst nosed out Guzzi 
by a foot. The 300 was another thrill- 
er with A1 Mouser of Newton trail- 
ing Capt. Good of Medford all the 
way to the last bank when he edged 
past the Medford lad to win by two 
yards. Mouser was running his last 
race tor the orange and black as he 
becomes ineligible next Monday. His 
entry In the interscholastic meets will 
depend upon his ability to raise his 
marks the next month. 

Despite the ineligibility of George 
Lamb. Newton’s best 1000-yard runner, 
first and third went to Newton. Vin- 
cent Signore took the lead two laps 
from home and lead Rountree of Med- 
ford to the tape. Gus Signore finished 
third a scant two yards behind the 
Medford runner. Lamb will become 
eligible next Monday and in future 
meets Newton will come close to 
sweeping the distance event. 

In the relay Medford led all the 
way by a yard or two. Jarrell of 
Newton and Murphy of Medford, the 
third set of runners, came in even 
but the Medford lad passed his baton 
more smoothly and Capt. Good was 
off to a four yard lead over Mouser. 
Mouser finished fast but Good held 
him oft to win by a foot.

Cole was never 
threatened and won by a five yard 
margin. 

In the dash four trial heats and 
two semi-finals brought two alumni 
and two undergraduates to the start- 
ing line. Carl Pescosolido, Harvard 
freshman, and Bob Kinraide, M. I. T. 
junior, represented the graduates and 
Walter Holmes and Captain Milton 
Green the schoolboys. Pescosolido 
won although pushed by Holmes with 
Kinraide third by the narrowest of 
margins over Green. Wallace Fuller- 
ton. former Newton captain, and ver- 
satile star now at Penn State, was 
shut out in his semi-final heat. 

In the hurdles Fullerton came 
through to win over Greene witli Ro- 
ma ine Cole, Tufts, third. 

The 300-yard run was held in heats 
against time with Alfred Mouser of 
tlie high school and Cole of the 
Alumni tying for first in 36 4-5 sec- 
onds. Kinraide of M. I. T. made the 
third best time. Mouser of Newton 
had things all his own way in his 
heat and was not pushed. Had he 
met with competition he might well 
have beaten Cole’s time for the best 
effort. 

The 600-yard run brought another 
first place to the alumni when Jim- 
mie McCrudden, Northeastern Univer- 
sity star and holder of the New Eng- 
land A. A. U. record for the distance, 
won about as he pleased over Vincent 
Signore and Richard Jarrell of the 
high school who placed second and 
third. In the 1000-yard run Clausen 
took the lead from the start and ran 
a pretty race well ahead of the field. 
Charlie Hall, 1930 high school captain, 
who has been running excellently for 
the M. I. T. freshmen during the fall- 
cross-country and handicap meet sea- 
son, let Clausen get too far ahead in 
the early part of the race. With the 
closing laps Hall began to close up the 
distance and at the tap was but five 
yards behind the former Newton cap- 
tain and Holy Cross athlete. George 
Lamb of tlie high school finished 
third, passing Fred Burton now of 
Bowdoin, less than a lap from home. 

'i'll.- ii.-iti events gave the alumni 
more of a lead when two of the three 
first places were captured by Ted 
Hammond, a teammate of Fullerton’s 
at Penn Stute. Hammond won tlie 
high jump with a leap or 5 feet 9% 
inches and also took the broad jump 
with 10 feet 2 inches. Fullerton took 
second in the broad jump with a leap 
dose to ten feet and Greene third at 
9 8 •%, a distance which should come 
pretty near capturing first place for 
Newton in coming meets. Greene 
took second in tlie high jump clear- 
ing the bar at 5 feet 8% inches. Con- 
sidering tlie fact that Greene had not 
practiced this event this season at 
all Newton should also score well in 
tills event tills winter.

As if further argument were need- 
ed, which, of course, it Isn’t, there are 
many more things than were said last 
week in this column about the satis- 
faction that comes to us in various 
forms as residents of u suburb. I well 
remember n man once remarked to me 
that he was glad that Ids business 
was located in Boston rather than 
New York. “You are certain, in the 
course of a year,” said lie, "to hump 
into a friend whom you have not seen 
for a long time. Meetings between 
old neighbors and acquaintances are 
even more frequent than that. That’s 
the advantage of Boston ns compared 
with Now York. In Boston we are 
sure to meet each other on Washing- 
ton street or Home much traveled 
section because about everybody has 
an errand that takes 1dm down there. 
You could live in Now York a life- 
time and never run into a friend.” 

Now let us take a common meeting 
place for suburbanites— the train or 
trolley between our own home town 
and Boston. Because of this dally 
trip to and from Boston, which some- 
times gets a bit on our nerves, we do 
derive benefits. I say benefits and by 
that I mean the advantage of perpetu- 
ating friendships which otherwise 
might sort of evaporate or pass out of 
existence, if you know what I mean. 

We are all prepared to admit, I be- 
lieve, that we cannot call upon and 
visit with all the friends we possess. 
There isn’t time to do it and conse- 
quently the calls we’d like to make, 
the dinner Invitations we’d like to ac- 
cept and many delights of true social 
interest we so enjoy must necessari- 
ly he foregone. 

For my own part I grumble a good 
deal about riding in the trolley to 
and fro, Nonantum Square to Park 
Street, Boston. But do you know that 
I am compensated by not Infrequent 
meetings witli people I haven’t hud a 
chance to sit down with and swap 
ideas for a long time. Only the other 
night I met one of the most interest- 
ing men 1 know hut whom I had not 
encountered in several year, although 
we are the best of friends. Together 
he and I clung to swaying strops un- 
til seats were available and after 
that continued our exchange of 
thoughts. 

Let those who choose pity us com- 
muters and our weary hours of travel 
to and from Boston, hut tell them for 
nit- that, like many other things in 
this life, it isn’t half as had as it may 
seem and. as a matter of fact, has 
features that otherwise would be 
missed and sincerely, too. 

Although many Newton people 
haven’t visited the State House for a 
long time they are in agreement with 
those who make not infrequent visits 
to tlie capitol building that it is a 
magnificent structure. Moreover, all 
take a pride in its appearance and, 
when entertaining relatives or 
friends from distant places, like to 
point out the impressive dome of gold 
beneath which stands the famous Bul- 
finch front. Particularly since the 
Bulfinch front has been restored to 
the original red brick condition have 
people commented freely on the beau- 
ly of the picture ns one gazes across 
the Common. 

I scarcely need dwell on the senti- 
ments of all Massachusetts residents 
toward the State House and its 
grounds and would not at this time 
were it not for the fact that some- 
thing has occurred within the past 
week which seems to settle for good 
and all any idea of more buildings 
on these grounds. One who lias ven- 
tured further than Beacon street to 
tlie rear of the building knows that 
there are stretches of lawn bordered 
by Bowdoin street and Derne street 
and thereon rest not only tlie Beacon 
monument hut tlie General Banks and 
General Devens. 

Tlie proposal has been ill the air 
some time to erect a building for the 
Supreme Court and the Land Court on 
tlie lawn where now stand the monu- 
ments referred to above. The matter 
got so far last year that a special 
commission was authorized to consid- 
er the feasibility of such a plan. Mark 
you. this special commission was not 
to find a place for the Supreme and 
Land Courts, which, by the way, are 
in dire need of greater accommoda- 
tions than now furnished in the Pem- 
berton Square courthouse, hut to de- 
ride whether tlie State House grounds 
offered a suitable site. 

There can lie no misunderstanding 
of the report of the special commis- 
sion made public the other day. Its 
members do not believe that it would 
he practicable to attempt the erection 
of a building there. They point out 
that tlie statues to Gen. Banks and 
Gen. Devens would have to he re- 
moved entirely and that Beacon monu- 
ment transferred to a different spot 
on the grounds. They see no solution 
of the problem of congestion that now 
exists in tlie taking of any part of 
the State House lawn and believe that 
if any building were erected it would 
he large enough only for a time and 
that eventually there would be a de- 
mand for a still large structure. 

To me this seems an answer to a 
suggestion that needed only to he 
studied to he proved impracticable. 
The special commission is in favor of 
new accommodations for these tribun- 


als hut Is against the State House 
grounds as a selection. Can’t you 
see what a lot of trouble we are to lie 
spared if this recommendation is ac- 
cepted, which, of course, it will he. 
Uprooting the statues to Gen. Bank 
and Gen. Devens and shifting the Bea- 
con monument would never he accept- 
able to a majority of our people. 


Nothing has quite upset me as much 
as the changes and improvements in 
the trust company’s Newton office. 
When I explained to one of the offi- 
cials that I was slightly bewildered 
by the new arrangement and therefore 
did not like It lie said. “You’re too 
conservative.” Ever since that re- 
mark of Ills I have been wondering 
what he meant. Some people can say 
tilings that you forget as soon as you 
have heard them. Others have a way 
of putting speeches which makes their 
words linger in your mind a long time. 

Of course there will he a decldely 
more efficient handing of matters. 
More room and consequently more 
business transacted in a short space 
of time. No extended lines; no 
wasted space. Everything handy and 
compact. I easily visioned all that 
from the beginning, so you see I still 
have Imagination. The office is al- 
ready more spacious, better lighted 
and more up-to-date. It’s better hank- 
ing. I’ll admit. But as I started to 
say I haven’t quite got used to it and 
I don’t know ns I ever will. 

The man who called me conserva- 
tive may not. after all, have referred 
to my mental attitude towards the 
march of progress. I first thought 
that was what lie had in mind. Now 
I have an Idea that he meant that 
I was too conservative in the use of 
the bank’s facilities. I hasten to ex- 
plain that I am not to blame for 
that. I should like nothing better 
than to he one of the largest ac- 
counts on the hooks instead of one of 
the smallest, if not the smallest of all. 
I have always envied the man who is 
invited to sit down with one of the 
hank managers or into the treasurer's 
office for a conference. Plainly that 
is a sign of wealth, either coming or 
going. Naturally, I should prefer to 
be one of those whose riches were 
piling up rather than rolling away. 
However. I remain merely one of the 
little customers and as such I offer 
my opinions. 

If you should ask me to state defin- 
itely what the old arrangement pos- 
sessed that the present one does not 
I should say It was the absence of 
that intimate contact between teller 
and depositor. When you talked to 
an obliging young women or young 
man in the cage you felt you were 
addressing only one person. Now. 
with everything wide open you are apt 
to feel that you are addressing an 
audience. That is only my notion and 
as I am u total loss ns an orator it is 
somewhat embarrassing to he re- 
quired to speak openly when formerly 
I rather enjoyed the tete-a-tete at the 
little grilled window. My worries in 
this matter are merely trifling, so 
don’t let them concern you. If I in- 
herit a fortune and decide to devote 
all my time to banking 1 shall try to 
reconcile myself to the new order of 
tilings. A prese nt 1 am convinced I 
need more experience with money 
and banks. 

You and I may differ as to radio 
programs hut we certainly are togeth- 
er in the matter of static. I don’t 
know how widely apart we may he as 
to what we like to listen to on the 
air- -each one to his taste you know 

hut I have no hesitation in declaring 
that one thing we don't want to hear 
are the crackling noise and the 
squeaks that sound like a rusty tile 
in action. The jazz-eaters, of which 
I am not one, will agree with those 
who feast on high-brow selections that 
whatever is sent over should come 
without interference. Several of my 
friends told me that Premier Musso- 
lini's words were not ns clear in 
reaching the unseen audience as they 
might have been made had tlie recep- 
tion been better. That was the way I 
found them and my gratitude went 
out to the daily newspapers for print- 
the next day all of tlie great states- 
man’s words. Incidentally, I would 
like to know if anybody ever heard 
anything more fascinating than tlie 
musical program from Italy which fol- 
lowed Mussolini’s address. I thought 
it the best in a long, long time. 

Static is bad whether it comes from 
Italy. New Orleans. Chicago, Los 
Angeles, or from the neighboring Bos- 
ton broadcasting stations. If you 
should happen to live on a trolley line 
as I do you would he plenty sore 
because trolley cars can do all kinds 
of things to vour set and apparently 
you are helpless. My friend the radio 
expert, who installed a set for me a 
year ago and which lias worked per- 
fectly since the first day, asked me if 
there wasn’t less static this Winter. I 
replied that such was happily the 
situation. "Well.” said he, "the Ele- 
vated is using tlie juice in the car- 
heaters and for that reason you're 
not getting the static.” He went on 
to say that at night when the incan- 
descent lamps are lighted in the cars 
the juice is employed. 

As far as 1 can determine, basing 
my deductions on the opinions of men 


who know their electricity and radio, 
there is a certain quantity of juice 
wandering around the Elevated sys- 
tem looking for a chance to interfere 
with somebody's radio set. In fact. I 
should have said everybody's radio 
set. for all of my neighbors complain 
of the same condition. 

One man tried to convince the rep- 
resentatives of the Elevated’s engin- 
eering force that this wandering juice 
could be bottled up or sidetracked. He 
explained that when the cars were 
coming to a stop, with the power shut 
off. there was static galore. As 1 am 
informed the Elevated engineers de- 
clined to commit themselves, officially 
at least. Well, that’s about all there 
is to that unless we start a little re- 
bellion of car-line residents when the 
Summer comes and the static begins 
roaring again. 

I was going to write to the Mayor 
and tell him 1 am in favor of the 
city buying a lot of those motor- 
operated snow plows for sidewalks. In 
tlie Graphic last week 1 read how 
they had given a demonstration of one | 
near City Hall, it i had known they 
were going to try it out l would have 
gladly offered them my sidewalk. 
Well, if they should make any more 
experiments 1 trust they will wait 
until tlie next snow storm and come 
down to my place where they are at 
liberty to go as far as they like. 

The idea of having a snow plow for 
sidewalks is. 1 suppose, to help out 
such taxpayers as myself as are 
obliged to shovel their own snow — 
l mean the snow that falls on their 
place and which they are free to call 
their own. Well. 1 don’t ask any odds 
of the city in that respect. This clean- 
ing off my own sidewalk gives me a 
lot of exercise. It may be compulsory 
hut nevertheless. I know it does me 
good. So you needn’t think l want 
tlie city to shovel me out. 

However, and this I wish my Ward 
Alderman would read and remember. 

1 know the very kind of a snow plow 
the city should buy and use in large 


numbers. Maybe they haven't in- 
vented such a thing yet. but if they 
do I am for it strong. And that is the 
plow that will prevent another plow 
from tilling up places already shoveled 
out. Twice during the storm of late 
December I shoveled a place from 
the edge of the sidewalk out to the 
street. This was for delivery trucks 
with New Year's gifts or anybody who 
might call by automobile. And no 
sooner had I got a ' ice job done that 
along came a sort of spreader-plow 
and filled the whole space up again. 
Not once, but twice in both storms 
this Winter. Get a plow that will pre- 
vent that sort of thing and I'm for it. 
Otherwise I'm pretty sore at these 
street cleaners who throw the snow 
back on the sidewalks. Who isn't. I 
ask you?

Announce- 
ment is made of the cancellation of 
the Reception and Dinner planned for 
the evening of Wednesday, the 21st. at 
the Hotel Statler. at which time Mrs. 
Saidie Orr Dunbar was to have 
spoken, as well as past presidents of 
the State Federation. Mrs. Dunbar 
will give the address planned on the 
afternoon program of the regular Mid- 
winter meeting day. Thursday, the 
22nd. 

In a special message to the Clubs, 
Mrs. Carl L. Schrader, State presi- 
dent, writes: “The generous and 
whole-hearted manner in which the 
women of the State Federation have 
taken up the slogan of the Governor’s 
unemployment committee, "Give until 
it helps — buy until it helps,” has 
caused the president’s council to con- 
clude that further solicitation which 
the dinner meeting planned for Wed- 
nesday. January 21. of necessity 
would involve, would he unwise at this 
time and that the cancellation of this 
meeting would readily be accepted 
in this spirit by the members of 
whose loyalty I am very proud. The 
all-day mid-winter meeting will take 
place as announced on Thursday, Jan- 
uary 22, at the Hotel Statler, Boston. 

WELFARE CHEST. Continuing in 
the thought of Mrs. Schrader’s above 
message, the cause of her decision 
may be realized by reading her third 
weekly letter sent out explaining the 
services that are being rendered by 
the committee appointed by Governor 
Allen to aid those in distress, of which 
division of women the State Feder- 
ation president is chairman, working 
so valiantly at John Hancock build- 
ing hall, 90 St. James avenue, Boston. 
She says: 

“In its initial test the Common- 
wealth welfare chest lias proved its 
value and Its place in the community 
at this particular time. Of course the 
chest is not and was not a seasonal 
institution, hut the pre-Christmas 
work and the ability to bring relief 
before Christmas day constituted a 
sort of test and the results show that 
a vast amount of good was done. 

“Clothing for between 6000 and 7000 
persons was distributed to the more 
than 2200 persons who applied to the 
chest for relief, before the headquar- 
ters closed for distribution at noon 
on Wednesday, December 24. Of 
course we feel it is a tribute to the 
fine women, who gave their time in 
the interests of the cliest, hut it also 
seems to prove Unit the chest has a 
definite, useful and needed place in 
tlie community at this time. 

“But the work of the cliest is a 
work that must lie continued, until the 
present emergency lias completely 
passed. And if the work is to continuo, 
donations of clothing must continue 
to be sent to the cliest headquarters 
at the John Hancock building, 90 St. 
James avenue, Boston. Wo need 
all kinds of warm clothing to meet 
the demands of needy persons dur- 
ing the winter months and as a re- 
sult of what has already been done 
look with confidence to the women’s 
organizations of the state to keep 
our headquarters well stocked with all 
the necessary articles. We ask your 
continued and continuous assistance, 
until the need for the Commonwealth 
welfare chest has passed.” 

GEORGE WASHINGTON BICEN- 
TENNIAL IN 1932. Patriots will ho 
enthused over the plans for tribute 
to the “greatest man that America 
lias known” and some even add “that 
America can ever know”. Tin; 
’’Father of his Country”, whose build- 
ing of a united nation can never he 
gainsaid or dimmed, by whatever 
feeble wits of notoriety-week ing 
writers, is being studied, admired, 
humbly lauded in these days prelimin- 
ary to February 22, 1932. 

Now t hut the Tercentenary of the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony fades into 
i lie background witli the passing of 
1930, comes news of another celebra- 
tion of equal consequence to the citi- 
zenry of these United States, the two 
hundredth anniversary of the birtli 
of George Washington. A nation-wide 
celebration of tills event is already 
being planned by the George Wash- 
ington Bicentennial Commission, 
created by a joint resolution of Con- 
gress, from February 22nd to Thanks- 
giving Day, 1932. 


Women’s Clubs, together with all 
other organizations, will ho asked to 
make fitting observance or Mils an- 
niversary of the birth of George Wash- 
ington. thereby commemorating the 
first true American In exact keeping 
witli tlie motive expressed by Con- 
gress, “that future generations of 
American citizens may live according 
to tlie example und precepts of ids 
exalted life and character and thus 
perpetuate tlie American Republic.” 

Mrs. John D. Sherman, past presi- 
dent of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, as one of eight Presi- 
dential Commissioners, has enlisted 
tlie interest of Mrs. Carl L. Schrader, 
State president, appointed to the 
executive committee of Massachusetts 
by Governor Allen. In Massachusetts 
this committee is headed by Dr. Al- 
bert Bushnell Hart of Harvard, also 
historian for tlie national commission. 

A very complete booklet of sugges- 
tions for programs for clubs and other 
organizations, with lists of authorities 
for reference, 1ms been issued and 
every possible help will be given by 
tlie Commission. 

It is the wish of Mrs. Schrader 
that every Club in Massachusetts 
make worthy recognition of this sig- 
nificant anniversary. It is none too 
early to begin to make plans, so that 
tlie celebrations of the Women’s 
Clubs of the Bay State shall stand 
out conspicuously in the nation-wide 
observance of the birth of George 
Washington in 1732. 

Newton Federation 

In co-operation with the Mayor’s 
Relief Committee, tlie Newton Wel- 
fare Bureau has extended the system 
of giving clothing which it has long 
carried on and is being assisted by a 
committee from the Newton Feder- 
ation of Women’s Clubs of which 
Mrs. Arthur W. Lnne ts chairman. 
Two rooms, adjoining those of the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee at 1351 
Washington street, West Newton, over 
tlie Co-operative Bunk are now in use, 
and are open five afternoons a week, 
for distribution of clothing which is 
only done on presentation of a card 
from the Welfare Bureau or tlie New- 
ton Department of Public Welfare. 

The Clubwomen of Newton should 
be specially interested in the Welfare 
Clothing Chest, as it is in charge of 
a committee appointed by the presi 
dent of the Federation, Mrs. Samuel 
N. Brarnan, composed of Mrs. Arthur 
W. Lane, Mrs. Alden H. Speare, Mrs. 
Irving J. Fisher and Mrs. Robert Bon- 
ner. The Community Service com- 
mittees of tlie affiliated Clubs are in 
charge on the different afternoons — 
Monday. Newton Community Club and 
Social Science Club; Tuesday, Newton 
Centre Woman’s Club and Community 
Service Club of West Newton; Wed- 
nesday, Auburndale Woman’s Club; 
Thursday. Woman’s Club of Newton 
Highlands; and Friday, Newtonville 
Woman’s Club. 

Much clothing has already been 
donated but need is increasing as win- 
ter's cold strengthens, and the piles 
or underwear and racks of coats, 
suits, and dresses shrink very rapidly 
as large families are fitted out.

1930 BUILDINGS REPORT 


During the month of December 67 
permits were issued by the Buildings 
Department of the City of Newton, 
which have an estimated value of 
§515,360. The permits included those 
tor 29 single dwellings, 31 garages, 1 
gasoline station and a bloek of stores, 
me latter to be erected on Lincoln 
street, Newton Highlands. During 
1930, 1073 permits were granted call- 
ing for an estimated valuation of 
§5,884,337. This included the new 
junior high school at Newton Centre, 
in 1929 there were 1401 permits is- 
sued with a valuation of §6,865,877; 
in 1928 the permits numbered 1686 
with a valuation of §10,807,613. The 
permits by Wards were— Ward 1, 81; 
Ward 2, 138; Ward 3, 160; Ward 4, 
113; Ward 5, 276; Ward 6, 224; Ward 
7, 81. 

The following list shows the various 
types of building permits issued dur- 
ing 1930 and the estimated valuations

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

A Boston politician, or statesman, 
has introduced a hill which would 
lessen the punishment prescribed for 
those found guilty of committing sec- 
ond degree murder. Instead of hav- 
ing such offenders sentenced to life 
imprisonment he would make this 
type of homicide punishable with a 
jail sentence of 20 years, if the judge 
saw fit. Isn’t it nice that those humans 
who allow their anger, or their in- 
dulgence in crime to cause them to de- 
prive fellow humans of life, are ob 
tabling more and more kindly con- 
sideration? Between making murder 
easier to commit, and the indifference 
with which slaughter by automobiles is 
regarded, perhaps the unemployment 
situation can be somewhat solved, and 
the Malthusian theory substantiated. 

The other Sunday afternoon we 
were among the millions who had the 
privilege of listening to one of 
Beethoven’s wonderful symphonies 
which was broadcast over the radio. 
As we heard the beautiful music, 
wafted hundreds of miles through the 
atmosphere, we thought “What a mar- 
velous invention, or discovery, is ra- 
dio broadcast ing." We recalled that 


radio broadcasting resulted from con- 
tributions made to the advancement 
of wireless telegraphy by Guglielmo 
Marconi, and that Signor Marconi’s 
mother was a member of Guinness 
family of Dublin which achieved fame 
and fortune by brewing malt liquor 
of superior quality. And then, musing 
on the fact that millions of persons 
this country regard such malt 
liquors as abominable, and the laws of 
this country forbid its sale, except for 
medicinal purposes, we wondered if 
these persons, enjoying radio recep- 
tion. and realizing that Marconi’s 
financial circumstances assisted him 
in his scientific research, would admit 
that “Out of evil comes good.” 


A generation ago the young folks 
possessed no automobiles for joy 
rides but they did enjoy sleigh parties 
during the winter months. Any large 
size pung would do. The upholstery 
consisted of a liberable amount of 
straw on the floor of the pung and 
some horse-blankets or buffalo robes 
for coverings. If one's feet became 
too cold, one had the privilege of 
getting off the pung and jogging along 
for a stretch as the horses plodded 
along. Those who wanted to travel 
m real style engaged the big “boat 
sleigh" from Cate’s livery stable at 
West Newton. This big sleigh, named 
the SNOW BIRD, was shaped to re 


semble a boat and those riding in it 
felt quite superior as they passed 
sleigh parties conveyed in ordinary 
work-a-day pungs. The rendezvous 
for many of the sleighing parties was 
Bailey's Hotel at South Natick. In 
late years this old hotel did little 
business. It was offered to the town 
as a gift and not accepted. So. a 
couple of weeks ago an advertisement 
was inserted in the papers by a build- 
ing wrecker offering for sale the ma- 
terial salvaged from this old structure. 


Do you remember a few years ago 
when everything was booming how 
optimistic folks were? A lot of peo- 
ple thought the millennium was rapid- 
ly approaching and our machine age 
civilization had become so wonderful- 
ly efficient that poverty and misery 
would soon be reduced to a minimum 
in this favored country. It would have 
been difficult then to convince those 
optimists that so many persons in this 
fair land would be in impoverished 
circumstances today. 

There are those who condemn any- 
one calling attention to the prevailing 
hard times, but even the most cheer 
ful Pollyanna exponent would have 
difficulty in boosting the spirits of 
someone who has been unemployed 
for many months and who has depen 
I dents to support. There have been 
1001 reasons advanced by financiers.

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economists, politicians and others to 
explain why agriculture, commerce, 
industry and about all lines of hu- 
man endeavor are in the doldrums. 
Among these alleged reasons are — not 
enough gold to enable flexible barter, 
overproduction due to improved ma- 
chinery and modern efficiency, gob- 
bling up of small business by big 
corporations, concentration of too 
large a percentage of our wealth into 
the possessions of too small a per- 
centage of persons, the War Debts, 
the Prohibition Law in this country- 
One thing is certain. It is a pecu- 
liar condition when people produce so 
much that they can't obtain enough. 
In other words overproduction brings 
financial ruin to farmers, unemploy- 
ment to workers in industrial plants, 
idleness to men and women workers 
in stores, bankruptcy to business 
men. failures to banks. When raw 
materials are abundant, when the 
means of converting them into needed 
commodities are vastly more efficient, 
when millions of our populace cannot 
purchase the necessaries of life be- 
cause they can’t find employment and 
thus have no buying power, our econ- 
omic system requires drastic 
changes. Modern machinery, displac- 
ing armies of men and women work- 
ers will be a Frankenstein rather 
than a blessing unless means are 
rapidly devised to provide livelihoods 
for the millions forced out of em- 
ployment. The increasing trend to- 
wards elimination of small business 
and the absorption by a comparatively 
few huge corporations of most of our 
commercial and industrial activities 
isn't helping prosperity and some ef- 
fective check must be put on this 
trend; even if it becomes necessary 
to eud incomes of more than $1,000.- 
000 per year. This country has more 
wealth than ever. The problem is — 
to get it more evenly distributed. 





Tiie illustration above shows a map 
of tiie proposed new street and bus 
tenniuul ut Newton Corner as planned 
by the committee representing the 
Newton Business Associates. In ex- 
plaining the advantages which the 
committee believes this plan will pro- 
duce, tiie following views were ex- 
pressed. 

The regulation of local traffic is the 
real problem in Newton square, as 
there is little through traffic as com- 
pared with that which passes through 
Watertown square. The merchants at 
Newton Corner are losing business be- 
cause their patrons cunuot find park- 
ing space in front of tiie stores, the 
space being occupied by busses or oili- 
er cars which over-tax tiie capacity of 
tiie square. The piling up of cars on 
Washington street und side streets 
during theutre hours does not reflect 
credit upon our City Planning, und it 
is u peer advertisement for the city. 


The remedy is not a wide boulevard, 
hut a public parking space and a place 
for busses off the square, but not out 
of tiie square, where the passengers 
will not be discommoded or the mer- 
chants deprived of the business from 
that source, thereby relieving the 
squuro to the extent of providing park- 
ing space in front of each store on 
each street. 

With that purpose in view the Com- 
mittee has recommended a public 
parking space on tiie site of the ten- 
ement house on both sides of Pearl 
Court, the range uml location of that 
land being peculiarly adupted for park- 
ing with its entrance on Washington 
street und an entrance and exit on 
Pearl street. 

To take care of the Buss situation 
the Committee lias recommended tiie 
extension of Hull street through the 
south side or tile Sumner Block, as 
shown on tile above pluu. thence 
through a wide area of rear land, as 


shown by tiie heavy black lines on 
the plan and through the engine house 
lot to Washington street; the side 
walk on the abutment, which is 
marked 300 feet long by 9 feet wide, 
is to he used as a terminal or depot 
platform, along which ten busses can 
park and discharge and receive pas- 
sengers without danger or annoyance 
from other traffic, with ample space 
for turning or changing the busses, 
which will enter from Centre street 
and depart easterly or westerly on 
Washington street, hut tiie passen- 
gers and general public can enter and 
leave at the Centre Street Bridge, on 
Washington street and by the old pas- 
sageway north of the Whitman Build- 
ing. in tiu> heart of the shopping and 
business district, midway between Bos- 
ton and Albany trains und Boston Ele- 
vated Trolleys, and not favoring the 
business of any particular store or 
stores as at present. 

This new street can also be used 
for general traffic or for diverting 


traffic in case of a tie-up iu the cen- 
tre of the square. It is nineteen feet 
wide between the Sumner Block and 
tiie railroad (a fifteen foot drive for 
busses and a four foot sidewalk) the 
curved entrance on Centre street be- 
ing several feet wider, this width be- 
ing sufficient for any type of buss or 
vehicle that may use it. and yet nar- 
row enough to discourage speeding 
or indiscriminate driving into it. 
thereby insuring its almost exclusive 
and primary use by busses and pedes- 
trians. That is an outstanding feature 
of the entrance, and it conserves our 
valuable business property and spells 
economy for the taxpayers. A wider 
street could not be controlled iu this 
mu nner. 

There will he no more danger in 
busses crossing traffic on Centre St. 
into this new street than where they 
now cross Centre street from Hall 
street to the Sumner Block, or in start- 
ing from the Sumner Block und again 
crossing truffle on Ceutre street ou 
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an upgrade by the bank; a seeming- 
ly dangerous turn, yet no accidents 
have occurred. And statistics prove 
that busses and all other traffic can 
cross Centre street at this poiut with 
•i great* r degree of safety than Wash* 
ingtou street at Jewett or Adams 
streets, as the lists of collisions and 
fatalities on the Hospital and Police 
Department records show. Uninter- 
rupted traffic is impossible iu a pub- 
lic square, and the down traffic on 
Centre street can be easily controlled 
at tiie bridge, as it is ut bridges on 
Washington street. 

The cost of these improvements 
should be less than $100,000.00 with- 
out taking into consideration the in- 
evitable boom to business to all mer- 
chants in the square upon the estab- 
lishment of this proposed public park- 
ing space and buss terminal uml the 
resulting increase iu values of busi- 
ness property, which will outweigh 
any loss occasioned by the takings. 
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THE BEST STREET SURFACE 

While we agree that Newton’s street improvement program 
should be continued this year we do not agree with Mayor 
Weeks in his statement that “the best and most permanent 
surface available” has been used during 1930 on the main 
thoroughfares of the city. The most permanent surface is 
concrete and Newton has but a few hundred yards of such 
road in all of its miles of streets. That stretch was laid in 
West Newton square some years ago. Frequently we have 
urged more concrete. In wet weather it is not as slippery 
as the Warrenite or similar sheet asphalt surface used on 
more recent resurfacing jobs. We believe, inasmuch as con- 
crete is too expensive for general use, that in the future the 
city should consider the use of asphalt with a roughened 
surface or substantial macadamized tar permeated construc- 
tion with rubble surface such as used by the State so ef- 
fectively in recent years. 


UNSATISFACTORY CONDITIONS 

While on the subject of streets we enter a protest on the 
condition of the business sections of the city with ice in many 
places six inches thick. Following the recent snow storms 
city employees were put to work cleaning up the snow as 
usual, but during the thaw early in the week little attention 
was paid to removing the ice when it could have been 
done with the least resistance of nature. It would seem to us 
that here was an opportunity for the city to ‘lighten some 
of the hardships of unemployment.

The General Court of 1931 has start- 
ed off with a Democratic Governor and 
a Republican majority in both 
branches of the Legislature. The new 
Governor, Hon. Joseph U. Ely of West- 
field. stressed the unemployment sit- 
uation to which he devoted nearly 
half of his inaugural message. He 
recommended the issue of State bonds 
to put through some $20,000,000 ex- 
penditures In public works. He de- 
parted from the usual procedure 
when he spoke in favor of not strictly 
adhering to the pay-as-you-go policy. 
This revealed the possibility of an in- 
teresting situation in view of the 
fact that Speaker Saltonstall. In his 
opening address last Wednesday, 
favored that policy "with modifica- 
tions." Whether this means that the 
new Governor will find it hard to per- 
suade the majority party of the feasi- 
bility of his plans remains to be seen. 

One interesting feature of the in- 
augural address was the assertion 
that the present ballot at the State 
election was too long. A “short" bal- 
lot has been urged by a number of 
observers for years. Governor Ely 
is emphatic in his belief that the 
Secretary of State. State Treasurer. 
State Auditor and Attorney General 
should be appointed by the Governor. 

It was a splendid tribute to Speaker 
Salstonstall to find such enthusiastic 
endorsement of his administration ns 
Speaker during 1929 and 1930. The 
caucus of Republican House members 
held before the House assembled Wed- 
nesday showed its eagerness to renom- 
inate Mr. Saltonstall for another two 
years as Speaker. When # the House 
elected him to that office there was 
loud and prolonged applause, including 
that from the Democratic members 
with whom he is extremely popular. 
Speaker Salstonstall received 138 
votes and Representative Birmingham 
of Brighton, Democrat, received 97. 
This gives some idea of the total 
Democratic strength in the lower 
branch. That it is much larger than 
for 15 years is quite apparent. 

The deluge of bills has just started 
and will continue undoubtedly, with 
increasing force, until Saturday, Jan. 
17 at 5 p. m., the last day and hour for 
filing new measures. 

The various special commissions 
have pretty nearly all reported. 
There are a few hanging Are, but con- 
sidering the fact that there was a 
record-breaking number this year of 
such investigations and inquiries it 
should be said that they have striven 
to do their best. The Governor’s 
reference to creation by the General 
Court of unpaid commissions as “an 
easy means of shifting legislative re- 
sponsibility and labor” would seem to 
indicate that there will not be a large 
nfttnber of these bodies created by 
1931 General Court or at least with 
the Governor’s approval. House or 
Senate committees may be created by 
those bodies without executive ap- 
proval, but such things are seldom 
done. 

It was noticeable that the Governor 
did not cover a particularly wide 
range of subjects in his inaugural 
message. He referred to a number of 
topics, however, and there was no 
misunderstanding his views. For in- 
stance. he made no hesitation in de- 
claring that a program of construction 
of public buildings should have been 
begun in 1931. He said. “It can be 
readily seen that this method of re- 
lief would have been more effective 
if adopted in 1930 than it will be in 
1931.” This, it appears, is far from 
commending the work of his prede- 
cessor in office. 

Tn fairness to Ex-Gov. Allen it 
should be pointed out that his ad- 
ministration of 1930. as revealed in 
a lengthy statement concerning the 
achievements of the State depart- 
ments last year, was a particularly 
strong document. It did not receive 
as much publicity as it might have, for 
the reason that it contained refer- 
ences to things that have already oc- 
curred and were therefore not espe- 
cially new. If people had more in- 
terest In their State government, or 
had more time to be interested in it, 
this document from the Ex-Governor 
on the second last day of his ad- 
ministration is worthy of study. 

Senator Hollis enters upon his 
second vear of duties with several 
highlv important committee assign- 
ments. He is now chairman of the 
Committee on Mercantile Affairs and 
a member of the Committees on Rules. 
Municipal Finance and Metropolitan 
Affairs. 

The House members of Newton re- 
ceived committee assignments as fol- 
lows: Representative William B. 

Baker. Ways and Means: Representa- 
tive Luitwieler. chairman State Ad- 
ministration and member of Labor 
and Industries: Representative Thomp- 
son. Election Laws and Insurance. 

Rev. Dr. Arthur M. Ellis of this 
city is the new Senate chaplain. He 
was unanimously chosen when the 
Senate convened last Wednesday.

As has been previously stated in 
this column there are many persons 
who think that citizens are selected 
for Jury duty. With so many men out 
of work, some of the unemployed are 
anxious to do jury duty. Jurors are 
not selected. They are drawn at ran- 
dom. Voting lists are cut up into 
separate names, these names are 
placed In a box and then a member 
of the Board of Aldermen will pull as 
many of the tiny slips from the mass 
in the box ns are required to till the 
quota from this city. Certain citizens, 
because of their occupations are ex- 
empted from jury duty. Others are 
not eligible because of physical dis- 
qualifications or criminal records. The 
way some juries have acted in recent 
years. It might be better if jurors 
were selected rather than obtained by 
the haphazard method now In use. 


With traffic becoming more and 
more congested In business districts 
of cities measures should he taken to 
compel large trucks to have means of 
discharging their loads from their 
sides as well as from the rear.

This is the twelfth and last of a 
series of articles which have been con- 
tributed by Earl G. Manning, who is 
conducting a series of lectures before 
the Women’s Clubs of Newton under 
the auspices of the Newton Trust Com- 
pany. 

In this article Mr. Manning touches 
on the pros and cons of installment 
buying, which is perhaps one of the 
most vital problems existent in fam- 
ily life today.

The other day a friend of mine came 
in to my office, to whom 1 had given 
a Home Budget a year ago. and said. 
“Well, here are the figures. Manning. 
Let us see what you can make out of 
them.” 

He and ills wife had very carefully 
kept their records of expense and in- 
come very minutely for the perk of 
a year. The income had been $5200, 
and the outgo exactly the same. The 
only item of saving in the whole bud- 
get was about $320 for $10,000 of life 
insurance. 

Tills man has one child, a boy about 
seventeen years old. and his wife. For- 
tunately, he does not hire a maid, the 
wife doing all the housework. 

I found upon analysis that while the 
budget balanced ut t lie end of the 
year, as far as income and outgo were 
concerned, he had obligations to pay 
$150 a month for five more months on 
a Nash automobile he had bought sev- 
eral months before. I found also that 
he had commitments of $40.00 a month 
for about five or six months more oa 
a refrigerating machine, and also 
about $50.00 yet uncompleted on his 
radio, which was bought on the in- 
stallment plan. 

The sum total of all these install- 
ment obligations represented almost a 
fifth of his salary. There were the 
usual outstanding bills which ran back 
about forty-five days, totaling about 
$380. 

The son had been sent away to pre- 
paratory school, goodness knows how 
they ever got the money to do it, but 
some savings which hud been accumu- 
lated for some years had taken care 
of tlie first year’s tuition and board. 
Where the next two or three years' 
tuitipn is coming from, neither he 
knows, nor do I. 

What recommendations could I 
make to such a man? I certainly 
couldn’t tell him to throw out Ills ice- 
making machine. I know ho wouldn’t 
give up bis radio, and I am firmly 
convinced ho won’t give up his auto- 
mobile. 

Tills is not an unusual case, al- 
though perhaps it is rare to have all 
three of these major commitments go 
ing at one time the way they are in 
tills man’s family. 

In attempting uny analysis of the 
social and economic aspects of the 
practice of trading in futurities which 
is essentially what all installment 
selling really is. we must recognize 
there is nothing basically new in buy- 
ing goods on deferred payments. 

All the worth while tilings that we 
own, have, from time immemorial, 
been sold or financed on a plau # of 
graduated payment, covering any- 
where from three months to two years 
and even longer. 

This kind of credit financing is con- 
structive because it is conducive to 
industry und thrift in acquiring those 
things t but make for better citizen- 


ship and joy in living. But it isn’t 
this kind of credit financing that has 
brought tlie attention of social econ- 
omists in this country during the last 
few years to the problem of what we 
know as installment merchandising at 
retail. 

Some do not see anything particu- 
larly harmful in retail installment buy- 
ing. while others whose opinions are 
well based on experience and research 
are frankly alarmed at the trend. 

As I see it, the granting of credit 
to any individual is based upon a rea- 
sonable assurance of that individual’s 
ability to pay. If this qualification is 
lacking, then the credit is based pure- 
ly on moral ability to pay. 

Leaving aside the professional 
“dead heat.’’ tlie person who contracts 
tlie liability to pay for merchandise 
over a period of months naturally as- 
sumes he will meet with no reverses, 
will not lie sick, which might cause 
tlie income to be interrupted, and that 
the wage level will be maintained dur- 
ing the life of this installment pur- 
chase. 

I doubt if many of tlie business or- 
ganizations. which are sound in their 
credit analysis, do give unlimited and 
unsecured credit on this type of per- 
son. At the best, tills kind of an 
action would lie semiphilunthropic. 

Sound analysts seem to agree that 
the two questions involved in this 
period of installment buying, which we 
are in. are as follows: — 

1. Are people overbuying, especial- 
ly luxuries? 

2. Do these people who buy on tlie 
installment plan save enough 
money to build up a reserve fund 
to meet unusual conditions as 
they occur? 

If the answer to tlie first question is 
“No.” and tlie second question is 
“Yes,” then nobody can find fault with 
the situation as it now stands; but if 
these answers were reversed, it would 
certainly spell national ruin in the 
event of another such depression as 
we have just been through. 

Just so long as mercantile and man- 
ufacturing activities continue to 
thrive, and employment stability is 
fairly general throughout the country, 
installment purchasing, even on Inj- 
uries, is defensible. 

In the past we have found that most 
of these articles which have been 
bought oil the installment plan are 
subject to a lease, which invites con- 
fiscation if the payments are not 
made. All that lias been put in is 
lost, so that the seller may regain 
the balance of his original sales price 
in u second hand market. 

Assuming that a large proportion of 
the buying public lias some reserve in 
case of emergency, and savings banks 
deposits would indicate that our coun- 
try is very well fortified in that re- 
spect as regards the average indi- 
vidual, it would seem that budgeting 
the family income is necessary to pro- 
vide for payments when they come 
due to keep liabilities within tlie pro- 
per ratio to assets, and to build up 
an additional reserve fund against the 
possibility of interruption of earning 
capacity, or inability to pay the in- 
stallment deposits. 

This is a particularly good time 
right now at tlie beginning of a new 
year to make an audit of just how 
much these installment commitments 
amount to In dollars and cents, to be 
paid for in 1931, and to measure the 
cultural value of the ownership of 
these tilings which have been pur- 
chased with their purchase price. 

This being the last of this series 
of articles which the Newton Gruphio 
has been gracious enough to publish 
under my signature. 1 would like to 
take this opportunity to thank those 
of my readers who have struggled 
through them in part or in whole. 

For over twenty years I have been 
very profoundly interested in surround- 
ing the home with all of the possible 
safeguards to assure its members at 
cultural things which the size of the 
least an existence and such of those 
income would permit above it. 

If in the discussion of these various 
tilings 1 have in any way helped any- 
body to a little fuller understanding 
of their own problem in the light of 
those which have been experienced by 
others, l shall feel tliat the effort has 
been well spent.

Mr. Eadie. who explained in the 
very beginning that he was only a 
plain fellow and would talk in a plain 
way. told of the qualifications neces- 
sary for anyone who follows the di- 
ver's profession. A young, wiry man 
makes the best diver, he said, and he 
must have perfect hearing, heart, 
lungs and eyesight. A middle-aged 
man, inclined to be stout, is more sus- 
ceptible to the "Bends" or Caisson dis- 
ease. He showed diving equipment 
which weighs approximately one hun- 
dred und fifty pounds, consisting of u 
diving dress which covers the entire 
body except the hands and head, or, 
as lie facetiously called it. a one-piece 
bathing suit, a breast plate, a belt to 
which is attached a knife, and a hel- 
met. In cold weather rubber gloves 
are used. The helmet has four lights, 
one head light, two side lights, and a 
face plate on a hinge. Inside is a tel- 
ephone transmitter, and an exhaust 
valve or control valve. Mr. Eadie has 
had twenty years of experience in div- 
ing and lias had many "close calls” in 
that time, the nearest of which, per- 
haps. was when tunneling under the 
S-51. His diver's suit literally ox 
plotted, leaving only breast plate and 
helmet. He was able lo signal. "Pull

me up." His companions did so. and 
lowered a stage to pass under him 
as he neared the top. and he was 
rnslied to the decompression room, 
where he was revived. 

In speaking of the disaster to sub- 
marine S-51. Mr. Eadie said he was a 
civilian at the time, spending a vaca- 
tion in Albany. After men had been 
working for three weeks trying to 
enter the submarine, Mr. Eadie offered 
his services, which were accepted, and 
he has been in the Navy since then. 
He was the first man to enter the boat, 
being submerged for eleven hours. 

Mr. Eadie continued by telling of 
his routine work at Newport, where 
he rarely misses a day unless the 
weather is bad. Many torpedoes go to 
the bottom and must be recovered, as 
they are worth $11,000 each. Requests 
come in. too. for a diver to recover 
small articles which have been lost. 
All phases of the work were deeply 
interesting, as was evidenced by the 
many questions asked him at the close 
of his talk. Many availed themselves 
of the opportunity of talking with Mr. 
Eadie during the social hour which 
followed. Coffee and refreshments 
were served by the Social and Hospi- 
tality committee under the direction 
of Mrs. Preble W. Blake and Mrs. 
Lawrence S. Smith. 


Auburndale Review Club 


The interest of the Auburndale Re- 
view Club covered a wide, cold field 
at its meeting on January 6 in the 
warm atmosphere of Mrs. \V. P. De- 
Witt’s home, 376 Central street, 
j After listening to a paper by Mrs. 
I Franklin Rider on the “North Polar 
Region." the discomforts of snowy, icy 
side-walks on the hills of Auburndale 
dwindled to insignificance. 

Mrs. Rider pointed out that the 
early explorers thought summer was 
the only time for northern excursions 
to be undertaken, but they were fol- 
lowed later by a few hardy naviga- 
tors who braved the terrors of win- 
ter. Later explorations were made by 
men whose names have become fam- 
ous: Peary. Stefansson. McMillan, and 
Byrd, who found the best time for 
their work between January and 
April. The explorers were asked such 
practical questions as: "What are you 
going to do with the land when you 
find it? Can you raise wheat und 
corn on it?” For to the questioner 
the north was simply a worthless 
place covered with ice and snow, 
when in reality the lowlands of the 
Arctic regions in summer were much 
like Florida, covered with a great 
variety of flowers in bloom which at- 
tracted hundreds of butterflies and 
bees. Admiral Peary, who discovered 
the North Pole wrote appreciatively 
of Stefansson’s work: "He added more 
than 100,000 square miles to the mavis 
of that region, making his positiou 
among Arctic explorers secure." 

McMillan worked with Peary in the 
North, and after five years brought 
home the motion picture films and 
photographs which have delighted 
thousands of people. In 1930 the last 


attempt to reach the North Pole was 
begun in a specially-constructed sub- 
marine. which marvelous undertaking 
will mean 2,000 miles under ice; if ac- 
complished it will be one of the most 
romantic of man-made miracles. 

Mrs. Herbert Longfellow read selec- 
tions from the pen of Rear Admiral 
Byrd, giving word pictures of his 
wonderful adventures in the south 
seas, the finding of the South Pole, 
the naming of the mountains they dis- 
covered. the utter absence of vegeta- 
bles and animal life, the marvelous 
coloring in ice formations, and. above 
all. his appreciation of the bravery and 
work of his companions. The South 
Pole was found to be land surround- 
ed by water: the North Pole, water 
surrounded by land. 

The last paper of the morning’s pro- 
gram was by Mrs. Stephen Wright, 
her topic being of a person always 
full of interest for all and awaking 
in all pride for what he so quietly 
and unostentatiously accomplished — 
"Lindbergh.” 

Mrs. Wright brought an armful of 
magazine and newspaper pictures 
taken soon after “the lone flight 
across the Atlantic,” showing his re- 
ceptions abroad and at home. Then 
she reviewed his life in a most inter- 
esting manner, closing with the trib- 
ute to him and to his character by 
President Coolidge.

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POLICE NEWS 

Sunday night a telephone complaint 
came to Newton Police headquarters 
from tlie homo of Samuel Gilmun at 
384 Waltham street, West Newton, 
that marauders were prowling about 
the house.

Recently she was a defendant 
in one of the Suffolk County district 
courts charged with receiving stolen 
goods, and she was held for tlie Grand 
Jury. Tlie action on this case was 
instituted by the police of Station 16 
in Boston, so when a tip was received 
last Sunday that men connected with 
tlie SuiTolk County Grand Jury were 
to be nt the Gilman home that night, 
the officers from the Back Bay police 
station came to see who the guests 
might be. They observed two automo- 
biles parked outside the house and 
saw three groups of men enter. Ac- 
cording to the report of the Boston 
policemen the visitors included a State 
Senator from a Boston district and an 
assistant clerk of the Suffolk County 
superior court for criminal business. 
They also reported that one of the 
automobiles was registered in the 
name of a member of tlie Grand Jury, 
so a Boston paper published Thursday 
morning. When this paper came out 
with its first story on Wednesday, Dis- 
trict Attorney Foley of Suffolk County 
conferred with Judge Williams of the 
Superior Court. The matter was then 
placed before the Grand Jury for in- 
vestigation. 

On November 22nd the Gilman res- 
idence was raided by NeiVton police 
and a quantity of materials used in 
promoting a lottery seized. Louis Al- 
pert of Homestead street, Roxbury, 
testified in the Newton court on No- 
vember 24th that he was the owner of 
tlie tickets and equipment seized. He 
received a six months jail sentence 
and appealed.

William M. Paxton Wins Popular 
Prize Vote 


Newton’s well-known artist. Mr. Wil- 
liam M. Paxton of 19 Montvale road. 
Newton Centre, has been awarded 
the Popular Prize vote at the 12th 
Biennial Exhibition of Contemporary 
American Oil Paintings held at Wash- 
ington, D. C. Artists from all over 
the country had been chosen to ex- 
hibit their work, and 5,000 votes were 
cnst during the referendum, resulting 
in Mr. Paxton’s painting being chosen 
the best by popular vote of the vis- 
itors to the exhibition. Hp also won 
the Popular Vote prize in Washington 
in 1920 and 1922. 

Mr. Paxton has received more Popu- 
lar Awards than any other artist in 
the country. Among them were the 
popular prize at the Pennsylvania 
Academy of Fine Arts in 1922, the 
popular prize at the Corcoran Art 
Gallery in 1919, and others. This past 
summer he was awarded the popular 
vote prize of the Boston Tercentenary 
Fine Arts Exhibition held in Horti 
cultural Hall throughout June and 
July.

A telegram has been received from 
Washington by the Newton Chapter of 
the Red Cross stating that Newton’s 
quota of the $10,000,000 that must be 
raised lor “drought relief’’ would be 
$11,400. • 

The Newton Chnpter wishes to 
state that any contribution (however 
large or small) will he gladly received 
at the office of the Chapter, 12 Austin 
street, Newtonville, Massachusetts, 
and will be sent at once to the strick- 
en area where every penny will be 
used for relief. 

There is no particular dramatic ap- 
peal in this drought situation which Is 
t lie result of the "dry spell" in the 
summer of 1930. The conditions, how- 
ever. are serious and at the present 
time in 21 stntes there are 17.000,000 
people suffering from lack of food. 
Crops have failed, cattle have died, 
and water lias become too scarce for 
human comfort. It is hard to believe 
that In this “land of plenty” there 
should lie any (to say nothing of such 
a vast number) suffering from want 
of tlie necessities of life. 

At the present time the National 
Rc d Cross is actually hampered from 
lack of funds. The receipts of the 
Roll Cull are never sufficient to take 
care oi a situation of the magnitude 
of this crisis and already the Red 
Cross has speut about $500,000 in prel- 
iminary relief work (the distribution 
of seeds and the distribution of food 
and clothing to a limited extent). To 
handle the situation properly $10,000,- 
ooo is needed. 

The President of your country, the 
Mayor of your City, and your Red 
Cross Chapter in Newton ask your 
help In behalf of these fellow coun- 
trymen of yours who are suffering. 

The statement of Mayor Weeks is 
as follows: 

"Newton today is called upon to 
assume a double burden of relief and 
to all those men and women who are 
regularly employed or who have sub- 
stantial incomes I urge that special 
sacrifices be made to assist the unem- 
ployed in our own city and likewise 
subscribe to the Red Cross drought 
emergency,” Mayor Weeks said.

been delayed because of a controver- 
sy over the matter of providing safe 
storage for the court records and also 
providing facilities for having access 
to such records as will be needed in 
the conduct of the court. The rec- 
ords have been stored in a large brick 
and concrete vault which rested on 
a brick foundation. Buildings Com 
missioner Chadwick contended that 
this brick appendage to the old wood- 
en building could not be moved. Clerk 
of Court Sprague asserted that he 
could not allow the important court 
records to be moved until some safe' 
storage place conveniently located was 
provided. 

Another complication followed when 
Mr. Chadwick decided that some large 
safes, which were selected as the stor- 
age quarters of the “live records" of 
the court could not be in the building 
while it is being moved. The matter 
was finally settled, but not to Mr. 
Sprague’s satisfaction by the county 
purchasing four safes in which rec- 
ords and moneys of the court will be 
stored. Two of these safes weigh four 
tons each. It is hoped that they are 
thoroughly fire-proof as they will be 
located in the big garage adjoining the 
present site of police headquarters. 
And a garage housiug several automo- 
biles is not the safest place for rec- 
ords. Two small safes will repose in 
the old building while it is being 
moved. The older records of the court 
will he stored In the vault of the First 
National Bank at West Newton. 


HEALTH REPORT 

The report of the Newton Health 
Department for the month of Decem- 
ber shows that there were 48 deaths 
in the city during that period: 24 
males and 24 females. Communicable 
diseases reported during the month 
included: scarlet fever 9 cases, in- 
fantile paralysis 4. typhoid fever 1, 
measles 3, mumps 2, whooping cough 
23. chicken pox 64, pneumonia 4, tu- 
berculosis 4. 

The Department investigated 10 
complaints during the month, abated 
12 nuisances, made 200 inspections, 
tested 28 samples of milk and in- 
spected 175 markets and stores and 
10 bakeries.

Within the next six months muny 
persons will need dependable automo- 
biles for transportation.

TREATING THE RESIDENTS FAIRLY 

When a private individual desires to erect a building on 
his own property which may affect that of his neighbor he 
is required to obtain a permit from the city. During the 
routine of granting this permit the law requires that the 
owners of abutting property be notified of the contem- 
plated erection of certain types of structures. In many in- 
stances the abuttor has valid objections which result in alter- 
ations to the plans and greater satisfaction all around. When 
the city contemplates a new building does it notify the abut- 
tors? No — at least it is not required to do so. Why not 
treat the residents of the city fairly? Recently the city pro- 
posed alterations and an addition to one of its school build- 
ings. Unfortunately an incorrect impression went abroad 
that this new wing was to be on the opposite side of the 
property adjoining that of a resident. After the contracts 
were awarded and only a few days before actual work was 
begun the resident learned that the building was to be placed 
within five feet of his line. It is immaterial to us whether 
or not this building was to contain a gymnasium, school 
rooms, or auditorium, or even had it been a city garage or 
stable it would have been treating the resident fairly to 
notify him that such an addition was being contemplated.

IT MAY BE TOO LATE 

When will some curb be put upon automobilists using 
Washington street as a race track? Recently we learned of 
a near-accident at the corner of Church street, scene of a pre- 
vious fatal accident, that might easily have resulted fatally.

"The aggrieved party will be ruined 
before the matter reaches a final de- 
cision by the court. The court’s de- 
lay and legal fees and costs would 
destroy him and he suffers the injury 
without redress and with growing con- 
tempt for the law, botli by himself 
and his friends. 

"This hill simply makes available 
to all, the remedy against official 
malfeasance that is already offered 
by the existing statutes, but a remedy 
now beyond the reach of those most in 
need of it. 

"Here are two illustrations of the 
cost to the public in getting what is 
theirs by right. Some Dorchester 
citizens brought suit against a con- 
tractor and the city of Boston recov- 
ered a very large sum of money but 
the court held these citizens could not 
recover their costs, some $2500.00. 

An apartment house was another 
case where zoning law was defied, 
neighbors tried to stop it though city 
officials failed, then went to court and 
stopped it but had to pay their own 
hills. Could a more absurd situation 
be conceived?"

Prizes for Contribution 

to Uplift of Mankind 

The Nobel foundation (Nohelstlft el- 
sen) was established In pursuance of 
the provisions of the will of Alfred 
Nobel, who was horn In Stockholm In 
•1833 nnd died nt San Remo In IRftff. 
By tills will, dated November 27, 1805, 
Alfred Nobel hequenthed the whole of 
his fortune (more than 30,000,000 
kroner) to a fund the Interest of 
which shall he annually paid out to 
those who during the Immediately pre- 
ceding years “have conferred t lie 
grentest benefit on mankind." The in- 
terest is divided into five equal parts, 
to he allotted as follows: "One part 
to the person who shall have made 
the most Important discovery or 
invention in the domnin of physics, 
one pnrt to the person who shall 
have made the most Important chem* 
cal discovery or improvement, one 
pnrt to the person who slinll have 
made the most important discovery In 
the domain of physiology or medicine, 
one part to the person who shnll have 
produced in the field of liternture the 
most distinguished work of an Ideal- 
istic tendency nnd one part to the 
person who shnll have done most to 
promote the frnternlty of nations, the 
abolition or diminution of stnnding 
armies nnd the forinntlon and propa- 
gation of pence congresses."

Mr. Coolidge Doubts.

Beer, Perhaps. 

Mr. Coolidgo’s dally contribution to 
public thought expresses discourage- 
ment as rogards public ownership of 
anything. He says in the Chicago 
Herald Examiner, "the Government 
hus never shown much aptitude for 
real business.” Not everybody will 
agree with that. 

Our Government showed consider- 
able aptitude for business when It 
built the Panama Canal, that private 
capital had been unable to do. It shows 
business ability in its management of 
the post office. 

Other countries show aptitude for 
business in the way of private owner- 
ship. For instance, a power company, 
owned by the government, charges Its 
customers one-half the price charged 
by a private company operating in tlie 
United States, using electric power ex- 
tracted from the same water-fall, 
Niagara. 

Perhaps there is something to learn 
In Canada. 

Secretary Stimson warns the Negro 
Republic of Liberia that slavery must 
be abandoned. Investigation proves 
that high officials of the Negro Repub- 
lic, including the vice-president, are 
engaged in .the slave trade, and per- 
sist in it. 

This seems surprising, considering 
that Liberia was planned as a haven 
from slavery. 

But, many of our best people, North 
and South, approved of slavery a little 
while ago, and we can hardly blame 
the Liberians for lagging a little be- 
hind, especially as slavery is about 
their only source of profit. 

A slave owner gave his slave enough 
food and clothes to keep him living, 
and had to worry about him when sick. 

Modern industrialists give the work- 
er enough to keep him going, and need 
not worry about him when he’s sick. 
In the eyes of Providence, there may 
not be a great difference between 
bodily slavery and what our Socialist 
friends call “wage slavery." 

The United States recognizes the 
new government of Guatemala, on the 
ground that the provisional president, 
Andrade, did not enter office by a coup 
d’etat. 

What difference how the President 
came in, since lie is in? 

Our first President came In by a con- 
siderable coup d’etat that included 
kicking King George out of the coun- 
try. Napoleon Third of France came in 
by a disreputable coup d’etat, but we 
recognized him. Why not say to each 
country, “Fix your own government, 
and we’ll recognize it, as long as it 
doesn’t bother us.” 

Revolution in Panama drives out the 
President and kills eleven, including 
one American. Revolutions seem to 
be fashionable with our friends far- 
ther south. But that is their business, 
not ours. As long as they do not inter- 
fere with us we should not interfere 
with them. 

News from Nicaragua is our busi- 
ness. Rebels there killed eight Ameri- 
can marines, making twenty-seven 
marines killed by Nicaraguans in the 
past four years. 

Just why our marines were there, our 
Government knows. The original 
proposition was that they would stay 
and help police the country until the 
new Nicaraguan Government became 
established. It seems to have taken a 
long time to become established. 

Senator King, of Utah, wants our 
marines brought out immediately and 
says wo are “using bayonets to hold 
up tlie investments of our capitalists." 

No matter what we have been doing, 
something should be done now to per- 
suade Nicaraguans responsible that it 
is a mistake to ambush and shoot 
American marines, that were not shoot- 
ing anybody. 

In a few days you may hear from the 
Wickersham Committee that has been 
discussing beer and such things. 

The President will be told, accord- 
ing to prediction, that the Commission 
would not repeal prohibition, but 
would get around it. They would ad- 
vise modifying the Volstead Act by 
opening the way for "beer, non-iutoxl- 
eating in fact." 

Perhaps the States will decide what 
kind of beer is “non-intoxicating in 
fact," in which case some States will 
have excellent beer. 

Mussolini's talk on the radio, for 
which he learned to make a speech in 
English, produced an excellent effect. 
Even the French beliove In the sin- 
cerity of his statement, "1 fought in 
the war as a common soldlor In the 
ranks, and would never let Itnly Initi- 
ate a wur that would Imperil whole 
populations without the possibility of 
defense.” 

Whatever future history may suy of 
Mussolini, It must udinit tliut his coun- 
try was fortunate in getting him for a 
ruler, at u time when the choice was 
dictatorship or chuos. 

Imagine Italy, or Russia, without a 
powerful ceiitrul government.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

On Monday the 5th. at 4:15 the 
School of Nursing Committee held 
their regular monthly meeting at the 
hospital. 

On Monday evening the Know More 
Kokki met at the Hospital. Dr. H. F. 
Brown, of Newton Centre, and Dr. 
Dwight O’Hara, of Waltham, presented 
the papers for discussion. 

I On Wednesday. January 7th. the 

| Newton Nurses' Alumnae Association 
held their annual meeting. Proposed 
amendments to the by-laws were acted 
upon. 

On Friday evening the student 
nurses held a bridge party in Thayer 
Hall. Eighty tables were filled and 
the party was under the auspices, of 
the Scultetus Committee, and was 
given to raise money for the publica- 
tion of the Scultetus. the School of 
Nursing year book. 

On Friday. January 9th. a group of 
young women from the Junior League 
of Wellesley spent the morning work- 
ing in the Surgical Supply room. The 
hospital appreciates this assistance 
very much indeed and hopes that other 
groups will find it possible to follow 
the good example of these Wellesley 
citizens. 

On Sunday evening. January 11th, 
Prof. Leo Wiener, formerly head of 
the Slavic Department at Harvard 
University, will speak on "Russia.’’ 
The meeting will he held in the 
Nurses’ Home at 7:30. 

Since the record low figure of 90 
patients, the number in the hospital 
on December 25tli. the census has in- 
creased to 121. Of this number 44 
paid as much as cost of care, or more. 
4S paid less than cost of care, and 
29 were treated free of charge. Nine 
babies were born. 6 boys and 3 girls. 
135 visits were made to the out-pa- 
tient department. 17 accident cases 
treated in the accident ward. Three 
calls were made by the social worker, 
and 1 patients transported to and from 
clinics by the social service car. 

No accidents were admitted on the 
29th and 30th. but on the 31st five 
were treated. Two of them were boys, 
one with a bruised arm caused when 
he caught it in the wringer of a wash- 
ing machine, and one suffering from 
convulsions. Two were women, one 
with lacerations and abrasions of her 
hand and head caused in an auto- 
mobile accident, and one with a frac- 
tured nose and laceration of her lip. 
also caused in an automobile acci- 
dent. Cue man was treated for a com- 
pound fracture of his thumb and a 
laceration of his hand caused while 
loading a truck. Five patients were 
also admitted on January 1st. one man 
for a laceration of his forehead caused 
when he fell on the ice. one man for 
a laceration of his scalp caused by 
a hockey stick, one girl for a partial 
amputation of the tip of her forefinger 
caused when she jammed it in a door, 
one girl for a bruised left arm caused 
when she fell while skating, and a 
boy for a laceration of his nose caused 
when he was struck by a skate. Three 
accidents were treated on Friday, one 
man for a puncture wound of his arm 
caused by a piece of steel which hit 
him as he was at his work as a black- 
smith. one boy for a laceration of his 
thigh caused while coasting, and one 
boy for a laceration of his palm caused 
when he fell on a board and cut him- 
self on a nail. Four patients were 
also treated on Saturday, oue man for 
a fractured arm caused when a crate 
fell on him. and one for bird shot in 
his cheek caused while hunting. One 
woman was treuted for an injury re- 
ceived in an automobile accident. Oue 
boy was giveu tetanus antitoxin fol- 
lowing an injury.

Sees Shortage of Gold 

Harvard professors are doing fine 
teamwork. One scares us half to 
death and the other comes along and 
reassures us. Professor Gay, nt the 
Institute of Politics, predicted a seri- 
ous gold shortage In years to come, 
unless there are some more strikes 
like Klondike and South Afrlen. Now 
Professor* Carver says there Is no dan- 
ger. There Is plenty of gold In the 
earth, hut not all mines can he worked 
profitably when gold Is cheap — that Is, 
when n gold dollar purchases a small 
volume of commodities. 

As the purchasing power of gold 
rises It will become profitable to go 
after the gold in them thnr bills. Thus 
the economic law will operate to pro- 
vide the world with what gold It re- 
quires. 

Now If a third Harvard professor 
would tell us how to nmke thnt eco- 
nomic law work the same way for 
Individuals the picture would he per- 
fect. Spenking personally, we have 
long been convinced thnt the gold 
shortage started some time before we 
were born. — San Francisco Chronicle. 


Simple Old Method of 

Evading Penalty of Sin 

Every one unacquainted with old 
English customs Is Interested by the 
story of the Sln-enter in Mary Webb’s 
novel, "Precious Bane.” Sin-eaters 
did not constitute a religious sect. 
They were employed In some coun- 
ties of England and In Wales In con- 
nection with funeral rites. Their of- 
fice was to eat bread and drink nle 
which had been placed on the bier, 
and thus symbolically take upon them- 
selves the sins committed by the de- 
ceased person. Having done this, the 
sin-enter pronounced the "ease and 
rest” of the dead person and asserted 
thnt to procure tills he had pawned 
his own soul. There were not want- 
ing men to perform this rash office, 
hut it was not so rash ns might ap- 
pear; for the sin-eater could see to it 
that the same means of acquiring im- 
punity was Invoked for him nt his de- 
cease, so that no matter what accumu- 
lation of sin he had made himself re- 
sponsible for, the whole burden would 
he lifted by a subsequent sin-eater. 
The custom seems to have lingered in 
Wales until the forties of last cen- 
tury.— Montreal Family Herald. 


Ancient Stockings 

At Vienna, among the earliest cor- 
onation robes of the emperor, are a 
fine pair of Thirteenth-century stock- 
ings which were made for William II 
of Sicily. They are made of red dam- 
ask In two parts, the foot and leg be- 
ing joined. The leg is embroidered 
and the foot portions are made of 
plain material. 

The Inventories of St. Paul’s in Lon- 
don mention Thirteenth-century stock- 
ings embroidered with roses, eagles, 
lions, and In the upper part, wine 
leaves. In museums in England, 
France, Germany, Italy and Hungary, 
many royal and pontifical stockings 
of the Thirteenth, Fourteenth and Fif- 
teenth centuries are exhibited. 


Wool From Camel 

Camel’s hair is a textile nmteriul 
made of hairlike wool from a camel, 
generally light brown In color. The 
value depends upon the quality of the 
fibers. A good grade Is very light and 
soft. The cloth is usually twill. The 
finer underhair of the camel is about 
one inch long and is soft and silky. 
The long, coarse hairs from the camel 
are three-fourths of an Inch long. In 
the shearing process they cannot be 
separated and are baled and exported 
in a mixed condition. When spun the 
hnirs are sometimes separated but 
more often are woven together, giving 
the material the rough, shaggy ap- 
pearance. — Washington Star.

The hairs 
are then pulled out, and tiie fur, orig- 
inally a rusty brown, is dyed black, 
llie process requiring seven dippings. 
Botli these processes are trade secrets, 
and they require great care and skill.

NORUMBEGA DISTRICT COUNCIL 
OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


The winter term of tlie Norumbega 
District School of Religious Educa- 
tion opened last Monday evening. Jan- 
uary 12, at the Newtonville M. E. 
Church. This church has been very 
generous in giving the use of its build- 
ing for many years for this purpose, 
even to the extent of allowing the 
building to be used for no other pur- 
pose on that evening, so that the 
school may be undisturbed. Newton- 
ville is also a good transportation 
center for all the parts of the Dis- 
trict which are served by the school. 
Waltham and Watertown as well as 
the Newtons. 

The winter term courses offered 
are those especially requested by In- 
terested school members. There are 
two courses in each period, one course 
being a required course for those 
seeking diplomas, and the other be- 
ing a non-credit course. 

In the first period Prof. James P. 
Berkeley. Dean of the Newton The- 
ological Institution will teach "Child 
Study,” with special emphasis on the 
Primary and Junior age child, so that 
this course may count as credit No. 
31 or 41 toward the diploma. In the 
second period. Prof. Berkeley will 
teach "The Teaching Task of the 
Church.” course No. 6 In the required 
standard Leadership Training Curricu- 
lum. In the latter course we will take 
up such questions as “What is our 
goal in the church school? How may 
we judge of our results? What new 
developments in religious education 
must be incorporated into th6 church 
program? etc.” 

Tills Curriculum which leads toward 
a diploma is determined by an Inter- 
denominational committee that func- 
tions through the International Council 
of Religious Education in Chicago. 
Credits are Interchangeable with de- 
nominational classes and with sum- 
mer schools that are organized on the 
accredited plan. 

Another course to he given in tlie 
first period at Newtonville is "Later 
Old Testament History,” by Prof. 
Russell C. Tuck of Newton. He will 
deal with 2nd Isaiah, the Maccabean 
Period and other history between the 
Testaments. A course to be given in 
the second period by Miss Luliouu 
Barker of Watertown is "Handwork in 
Religious Education." u very practical 
course showing how to make and use 
various types of handwork suitable 
for the church school class on Sun- 
day or during the week.

HOARDED MONEY AND 
DEMORALIZED CREDIT 


The present industrial and economic 
depression is the direct and logical 
result of (he abnormal expansion of 
our industrial plants due to the de- 
mands of the late war. Our over 
equipment and consequent surplus of 
production induced a campaign of 
super-salesmanship to move the goods 
necessary to keep the equipment busy. 
Tills super-salesmanship involved ex- 
pansion of credit to the breaking point, 
and country wide promotion of buy- 
ing on the installment plan. The arti- 
ficial prosperity, due to overstimulated 
industry, carried with it an extensive 
development of the gambling instinct 
which culminated in the stock market 
crash, followed by panic, universal j 
hoarding of money and demoraliza- 
tion of credit. 

Now if all the people who are saving | 
money through fear of the future 
would simply buy now what they nor- 
mally need for their daily need and 
to keep healthy and live, the tenseness 
of the situation would be greatly re- ! 
lieved. 

The trouble with the present indus- 
trial jam is hoarded money and de- 
moralized credit. The money must be 
made to flow in the normal channels 
of trade and credit must be re-estab- 
lished. It is idle to expect any return 
to normal industrial conditions until 
this lias been brought about. The 
immediate problem is how to do it. 

Two things we must avoid, hysteri- 
cal and ill-considered measures for j 
temporary relief, and second and most 
important, any tendency to drift into 
the dole system. The tendency to 
adopt the dole, or any non-contributory 
method of un employment insurance, 
is the most dangerous reaction to the 
present industrial depression. 

A most careful analysis should be 
made of each individual case and this 
can be handled far better by the local 
welfare agencies than in any other 
way. nothing approaching the "dole” 
system should be sanctioned. 

To appreciate the social results 
from the dole system one has only to 
bear in mind that the system was 
fastened on to England by just such 
conditions as are now prevailing here, 
and like the vocial cancer that it is it 
grew until there seems to be no way 
for England to cure itself. It would 
be even more difficult under our gov- 
ernment to check sucli a system once 
we begin it. President Hoover stated 
an unpopular truth, when he said that 
it is the duty and function of society 
and not of the government to cure 
its social maladjustments. 

We must also avoid as much as pos- 
sible in our measure of temporary 
relief, the taint of charity by provid- 
ing to the limit of safety, properly 1 
safeguarded credit rather than gifts. 

The immediate and most pressing 
need is to break the industrial jam 
and persuade the people to spend nor- 
mally for their immediate needs. One 
of the most efficient means to reach 
the people is through the radio. Those 
who control the broadcasting systems 
should be induced to arrange for a 
few direct and fundamental statements 
that would convince the people that 
those in authority are making stren- 
uous efforts for a prompt, reasonable 
and satisfactory solution. 

Next in efficiency are the motion 
picture theatres. Get in touch with 
the men who control the fortunes of 
that business and induce them to co 
operate in a similar way. 

Get the pastors of the churches to 
persuade their people to cast off their 
fear and assume their normal rela 
tion to society. 

Induce the building trades and build- 
ing unions to co-operate. The em- 
ployers to waive a portion of their 
profits on all contracts for 4 or 6 
months .In consideration of the mem 
bers of the union making some con 
cession as to re-rating of wages, etc. 

Such mutual concession would per- 
mit of prices on prospective building 
that would compel immediate action. 
Let the manufacturers of building sup- 
plies. plumbing material and outfit- 
ting. follow the example of the Crane 
Co. of Chicago, and offer to finance 
to a reasonable extent, contracts us- 
ing their materials. 

Let those in whom the people have 
confidence and upon whose judgment 
they have come to rely give a short 
statement advising a return of the 
people to a normal frame of mind so 
that they would begin to provide again 
for their every day needs by reason- 
able buying. 

Take steps to differentiate between 
the industrious and regularly em- 
ployed who are now temporarily out 
of work from those who are generally 
out and are a constant burden upon 
the community. Provide at once for j 
reference to his last employer for 
every applicant for relief. Arrange 
credit underwriting system whereby 
the employer or any proper agency, 
could extend the necessary credit for 
the men who have been employed by 
him and avoid the taint of charity 
that is so demoralizing. 

Perhaps the letter carriers could 
check up unemployment conditions as 
they all know the people on their route 
and possibly tlie actual conditions un- 
der which they are living. 

A part of tlie abnormal burden of 
overhead, jlue to idle plants, might 
well be reduced by getting the wheels 
started, money spent for that purpose 
would be well invested. 

Finally, all who control the wheels 
of industry and the means of distribu- 
tion. should bear in mind that their 
duties are now not only economic but 
social and that their conduct should 
be controlled by consideration for the 
general welfare as well us for the de 
sire for profit.

As far as we Newton folks are con- 
cerned our acquaintance with racket- 
ers is confined to the screen and the 
printed page, barring, possibly tales 
Hint we may hear from travelers. For 
my own part 1 was delighted to read 
in the annual report of Attorney Gen- 
eral Warner of Massachusetts, “nor 
lias a single complaint been received 
of racketeering." That applies, of 
course, to the entire Commonwealth, 
which, I wish were as free as in New- 
ton from racketeers. 

It must he thut ail of us are familiar 
with tlie practices of these criminals. 
The Attorney General speaks of them 
as persons who "exuct tribute from 
trades or businesses for Immunity 
from destruction of property or from 
interference with business. " If we 
lived in some places we would grasp 
more readily the significance of the 
Attorney General’s definition. We 
would know that racketeers compel a 
milk dealer, a laundry proprietor and 
various other men in legitimate bus- 
inesses to hand over a large percent- 
age of their profits under threat of 
having their establishments ruined, 
their delivery trucks wrecked and 
worse than either the property of cus- 
tomers completely destroyed. 

In Newton we gasp at the very 
thought of such things. It is impos- 
sible to picture our genial milkman 
taking his orders from a gang of 
thugs. We tremble to think that ar- 
ticles sent to the cleansers may never 
come back through no fault of the 
cleanser but because some young 
desepiado has shoved a revolver in his 
face, and failing to make him “come 
across’’ lias shot him in cold blood. 
You think this state of affairs part of 
tlie romance of tlie underworld as re- 
vealed in the “talkies” but not of real- 
ity. Don’t allow yourself to be fooled. 
It is going on and not so many miles 
from Newton as you think. 

Would the Attorney General take 
official notice of it if he were not im- 
pressed by the existing situation in 
some other States. He is careful to 
say that in Massachusetts no com- 
plaint has been received. That doesn’t 
mean, you understand, that he has 
officially announced that no racketeer- 
ing exists. If it will relieve your mind 
— and I certainly have no intention of 
stirring up anybody’s fears — I can give 
you the opinion of those who should he 
familiar with such matters and who 
do not hesitate to speak their views.

“Or else !” Thai blood-chill- 

ing expression with which the busi- 
ness-like racketeer invariably con- 
cludes the statements of his demands, 
has. fortunately, not become a famil- 
iar expression in the Bay State. It 
may mean that theft of property may 
follow a refusal to meet the racket- 
eer’s proposition, it may mean that 
merchandise will be destroyed, that a 
carefully guarded secret will he re- 
vealed, that a disastrous tire of “sus- 
picious origin" will occur, a dynamit- 
ing. It may even mean — death! 

But whatever the significance of 
that particular use of tlie two words. 
“Or else,” tlie general procedure for 
tlie victim, if he lie wise is to “kick 
in,” as the racketeers themselves 
would put it. 

That may help to explain Mr. War- 
ner’s statement regarding the absence 
of complaints, in tlie face of a rather 
common belief that racketeering lias 
existed, and does exist, even in Mass- 
achusetts. 

It is necessary to go no further than 
two rather common, though strictly il- 
legal, professions which flourish in 
Massachusetts at the present time, 
bootlegging and tlie promotion of so- 
called “nigger pools." 

There is absolutely no doubt that 
“tribute is exacted,” ns the Attorney 
General puts it, from tlie gentlemen 
engaged in those two lines of en- 
deavor. An attempt to prove my 
point might be embarrassing, so I will 
let the statement rest, with a simple 
request. The next time you pick up 
your paper and read of the seizure of 
a large quantity of liquor discovered 
in u truck found wrecked liy tlie road- 
side. after an apparent collision with 
another vehicle, or the next time you 
hear of a rich haul of liquor made by 
the authorities acting on a tip from 
some anonymous source, just tit into 
tlie picture tlie thought that a would- 

be racketeer had said "Or else ” 

and ills victim had neglected to 
“kick in.” 

Or if you should read of a mysteri- 
ous bombing and the operator of some 
pool should happen to live in tlie 
house where tlie “egg was laid," or if 
a mysterious tire should happen to de- 
stroy the residence of some other pool 
promoter, or if a raid on a tip from 
some unknown person should result in 
tlie seizure of a few odd thousand pool 
tickets and a couple of arrests, just 
think that over, too. 

But don’t look in tlie paper for sto- 
ries about any bootleggers or pool op- 
erators going to the police to make 
“complaints” or ask for protection 
against hostile racketeers. That does- 
n't happen. 

Of course it wouldn’t do to mention 
the official racketeering which, it is 
said, some policemen Indulge in. Why 
should 1 mention that? Mr. Warner 
didn’t, and he reads the newspapers, 
too! 

It was surprising to hear at the in- 
auguration ceremonies at Hie State 
House last week criticism of tlie for- 
mality witli which such affairs are 
conducted. There were people who 
quietly poked fun at tlie age-old cus- 
tom of requiring tlie Sergeuut-at- 
Arms to wear a long frock coat, a silk 
hat with a cockade and to hear a 
mace. The latter emblem in reality 
is a small white pole at the end of 
which is a bronze seal or the State of 
Massachusetts. 

Impatience of the young with such 
tilings is easily overlooked. They sim- 
ply do not understand what it all 
means. It niuy he that the older peo- 
ple who sneer and call it “useless’’ 
and a "waste of time" do not under- 
stands it either. I assume, however,

that the grown-ups have an idea that 
things could be done more efficiently 
ami with less labor. What is really in 
their minds I cannot say except that 
they delight in chuckling at the sug- 
gestion of imposing formality. 

Possibly some of the tilings that arc 
done during the ceremonies in our 
capitol are tilings that have come 
from across tlie water. If that is the 
reason why the carpers disapprove 
then all I can say is that it is nothing 
less than stupid prejudice. What seems 
a iot of purposeless processioning on 
State occasions is actually ail essen- 
tia! part of the proceedings. For in- 
stance. when a Governor is to he in- 
augurated it is done in the presence 
of Hie Senate and the House. These 
two branches meet in joint conven- 
tion. They might possibly stroll in 
casually and sit around informally and 
wait for tlie Governor to saunter in 
at his pleasure. Instead, each branch 
convenes and votes to hold a joint con- 
vention. Then committees are ap- 
pointed in each branch to wait on 
tlie other with notice of the conven- 
tion. Finally tlie Senate marches in u 
body into tlie House chamber, which is 
Hie larger chamber by far ami there- 
fore tlie logical place for tlie cere- 
monies. Tlie Governor-elect is waited 
upon by uuothor committee which 
brings him notice the convention has 
assembled. 

These committees are escorted by 
the Sergeant-at-Arms who also leads 
the procession thut includes the Court 
Justices, tlieli Councillors. Foreign 
Consuls and dually tlie Governor him- 
self. It all lias a significance and is 
intended to maintain the dignity ot 
the Government of Massachusetts. I 
don’t quite grasp the idea of those who 
call n "foolish." What would they 
have done? Would they prefer to 
have the Governor inaugurated at the 
Boston Garden for instance, with ns 
few words as possible? Or do they 
want the whole business cut out and 
the message of the Governor broad- 
cast through amplifiers to the mem- 
bers of the two branches sitting in 
their respective chambers? 

I have witnessed in some other 
States tlie casual way in which these 
formal tilings are done und l am con- 
vinced Hint even if Massachusetts per- 
sists in clinging to customs of the 
musty past it is. at the same time, 
preserving It* traditions which, unless 
I have been misinformed, are cher- 
ished by the majority of its citizens. 


A music muster and. in fact, any- 
body who knows music must laugh at 
the comments of those of us who crit- 
icise hut possess no musical back- 
ground. When the remark is made. 
"I don’t know how to play myself but 
I know when I hear good music,” it 
is probably tlie cause of chuckling on 
the part of people who have studied 
harmony, counterpoint and all those 
tilings which are merely names to the 
majority. Having admitted, courage- 
ously, my ignorance 1 feel I am not 
alone when I state t lint often a good 
singer is the victim of a well-inten- 
tioned but too earnest orchestra. 

In .conversation the other day with 
a radio performer I learned that he 
has troubles along this very line. Tlie 
reason that at times his voice ap- 
pears to be drowned somewhat, he 
says, is Hie failure to use the mixing 
panel, which is part of the equipment 
of every broadcasting studio. It ap- 
pears that the singer uses one micro- 
phone and Hie orchestra another and 
that the mixing panel may he oper- 
ated to take so much volume from the 
singer’s “mike" and so much front 
that used by the orchestra. In this 
way a desirable mixture is obtained 
and this is what we get or should 
get over the air at our own fireside or 
oil-heater. 

A man who is an authority on sing- 
ing tells me that music composers put 
all their heart and inspiration, etc., 
into t lii' music and that whatever tlie 
singer docs is. in their minds, second- 
ary. They seek to tell their story by 
tlu notes ot the various instruments 
and the singer is expected to "sing 
through the music.” It struck me as 
an interesting theory and made me re- 
tail an incident ot which I heard some 
time ago. 

It appears that the famous Victor 
Herbert was . chatting with a well 
known comedian who was appearing 
in an opera written by Mr. Herbert. 
“How is tlie opera going?" asked the 
composer. "Great,” replied the actor, 
who hud then given about 10 perform 
uiiccs ot the production. 

*TU come over some night ami con- 
duct for you." saitl Mr. Herbert. This 
pleased the comedian. Ills managers 
ami press ugeuts for it mount that 
they could widely advertise thut Vic- 
tor Herbert was to conduct a perform- 
ance of one of liis most popular iiiusi- 
cal shows. ,

1 Rehearsal after rehearsal is held be- 
fore the opening. After that there 
may be other changes but Anally the 
singers and musicians reach a happy 
medium and the show is "set," a reg- 
ular theatrical term, by the way. You 
know, of course, that the orchestra ac- 
companiment is played to give the 
singer a "break." That is. the come- 
dian’s song is played softly in order 
you may get his words.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Power* 

The plans of the Library Trustees 
| to convert the Chaffin house on Ver- 
non street, Newton, into a Children's 
Library call for considerable alter- 
ations In the building. .Most of the 
Urst floor would be made Into one 
I large room. On the second floor two 
rooms on the north side and a hall 
would be rebuilt into one large room 
to contain the circulating library 
which would supply books for the 
schools in this city. This room would 
not he open to the public. 

An enclosure would be added to 
the porch on the northeast side of 
the house to contain a flight of stairs 
which will go front the children’s li- 
brary room on the first floor to the 
school library department on the sec- 
ond floor. 

On the south side of the second 
floor of tlie Chaffin house are four 
rooms and a bath and on the third 
floor is another room. The sugges- 
tion has been made that these rooms 
can be made into an apartment which 
could be rented to responsible per- 
sons, and an appreciable income de- 
rived therefrom. If this were done, a 
door would be built on the garden 
side of the house to serve as the en- 
trance to the apartment, leading to 
the back stairway of the dwelling. The 
apnrtment could be rented to some 
of the members of the library staff 
who would take special interest in 
keeping watch on the grounds sur- 
rounding the house, particularly the 
beautiful rose-garden. 

It has been estimated that it will 
cost about $5700 to remodel the build- 
ing for library purposes and about 
$800 more to remodel the rooms for 
use as an apartment, should this be 
decided upon. To furnish the chil- 
dren's room, and the room for the 
schools’ circulating library would cost 
$3200, using and reflnishlng some of 
the furniture in the present children’s 
department. Assuming that the build- 
ing would be ready for occupancy on 
May 1st. $400 would be required to 
pay for fuel, lights and janitor service 
for the eight months following in 
1931. 

Inusmuch as the city, some months 
ago appropriated a considerable sum 
for the purchase of the Chaffin prop- 
erty, it is probable that another ap- 
propriation will be made in this year’s 
budget to convert the house into a 
children’s library building and thus 
have appreciable benefits follow from 
the investment made by Newton in 
the Chaffin estate.

An organization in this State in- , 
terested in the welfare of boys and ' 
girl3 with perverse tendencies is 
petitioning for a change in our laws j 
which will increase the age under 
which offenders must be tried as 
juveniles from 17 years to IS years. 
This organization would also have a 
law enacted which will forbid any 
newspaper from publishing the name 
of any juvenile arrested for, or con- 
victed of committing a crime. 

One of the beatitudes is “Blessed 
are the merciful". Kind hearted per- 
sons wiio seek to help rather than 
to punish youthful transgressors, who 
seek to uplift boys and girls from 
paths of evil and make them assets 
rather than liabilities to society are 
deserving of great praise. 

But, there has been for some years 
past a tendency on tlie part of many 
benevolently inclined persons to strain 
tlie quality of mercy. Clemency to 
youthful offenders has been so stretch- 
ed that it has evolved into coddling, 
and criminologists who are not hard 
heurted, us well as police officials who 
are not of the Arsene Lupin type 
blame excessive leniency towards 
young criminals for much of the de- 
plorable increase in crimes of vio- 
lence. 

Not so many years ago the male 
of the species was supposed to be a 
boy until he reached the age of 16, a 
youth between that age and 21. Hav- 
ing attained the age of 21 he was sup- 
posed to have arrived at manhood’s 
estate and was granted suffrage. He 
became a full fledged citizen. Girls 
were accredited with getting sense at 
an earlier age and were accorded cer- 
tain rights when they’ became 18. For 
some yeurs those who would excuse 
the perversity of young offenders be- 
cause of immaturity have been work- 
ing for a gradual increase in tlie so- 
called juvenile age. We now’ read of 
offenders characterized as “boys” un- 
til they are 21 years of age and older, 
and they are described as youths if 
they are under 30. Just where is tlie 
de-aging process going to stop? Soon 
we may hear of pleas being made for 
juvenile offenders on the ground that 
to punish them would he inflicting 
hardships on these “children’s” chil- 
dren. 

Those of us who are somewhat old- 
fashioned, or so dense that we do not 
keep pace with progress, still believe 
that a youth over 16. or a youthess 
over 16 is sufficiently old enough to 
know when he or she is encroaching 
on tin* rights of others. When a youth 
over 16 commits crimes of violence 
and causes physical suffering to an- 
other. or even when a boy under that 
age becomes so hardened as to be- 
come a chronic offender, or commits 
Home particularly obnoxious felony, 
the time for the “uplift stuff” has 
passed and society is entitled to pro- 
tection. 

Boys or girls who commit their first 
offense, or even repeat some misde- 
meanor should he spured injurious 
publicity in the press. But, youthful 
criminals (even though tills term is 
hateful to many) who show’ utter dis- 
regard for tlie lives and property of 
people, or who persist in crime, should 
not In* legally immunized from pub- 
licity. Because publicity does act as 
a deterrent.

DUE TO MOVE UP IN 
LEAGUE STANDING 

Tomorrow afternoon’s Greater Bos- 
ton Interacholastlc league hockey 
games at the Boston Garden are due 
to cause somewhat of a re-arrange- 
ment of the present standing. Mel- 
rose and Cambridge Latin and Bel- 
mont versus Arlington ure the two 
games in the first bracket with New- 
ton meeting Woburn and Rimlge Tech 
meeting Stonehain at the conclusion 
of the first games, Melrose is expect- 
ed to maintain its clean record as the 
Cantabs have yet to win a league 
game. Tlie Behnont-Arllngton fracas 
should he the high spot of the after- 
noon. Belmont hns lost but one of 
its four starts and is right on the heels 
of Melrose while Arlington has tied 
one and lost one in four to find itself 
close behind Belmont. A win for Arl- 
ington would even the pair up in a 
tie for second place and incidentally 
allow Melrose to draw a shade further 
ahead while a Belmont win would 
keep the Harris coached sextet on the 
heels of Melrose. Newton should have 
little difficulty in defeating Woburn as 
tlie latter sextet has been more or 
less tlie football of the league. Like 
Cambridge Latin it lias tied but one of 
its 4 games, losing three. Newton and 
Riudge are tied and should Rindge 
also win in its game with Stonehain 
tlie two outfits will move up closer to 
tlie leaders. Should Arlington Iohc it 
would then he in a triple tie for third 
place with Newton und Rindge. 

In lust Saturday’s games at the 
Boston Garden the Newton sextet 
moved up into a fourth place tie with 
Rindge Tech by defeating the Cam- 
bridge Latin sextet, 3 to 1, while the 
Rindge six was being turned hack by 
Belmont. 3 to 2. In the other two 
gumes Melrose continued its winning 
streak by topping Arlington, 2 to 1, 
and Stonehain liuiig up its first victory 
by defeating Woburn, 6 to 1. 

Despite the fact that Newton hud 
played a hard battle with Arlington 
tlie day before the orange and bluck 
still imd loo much for the Cantnbs. 
Latin took tlie lead when Reardon 
made a brilliant solo dash down the 
ice to drive a hounding shot past 
Skillings in tlie Newton cage. But 
from then on Skillings was in front 
of everything that got by his outer de- 
fence teammates. Shortly after Cam- 
bridge scored Warren Colby tied it 
up on an individual attempt and u few 
minutes later Nat Sostiliio sent New- 
ton into tlie lead. In tlie final session 
Charles Butler curried tlie disc the 
length of tlie rink and took a shot 
which hounded buck.

14th. Everett will also come to New- 
ton on Saturday, Oct. 10th. Newton is 
the only Suburban league school to he 
retained on the Everett schedule und 
the game has become such a fixture 
that it will probably remain so for 
several years to come. For the first 
time in years tho two teams will not 
meet on Columbus Day as both are in- 
clined to prefer tlie Saturday date 
which means a full week between 
games where playing on the holiday 
lias often cut down the time between 
games to five days.

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Businessmen Approve Report On 

Bus Terminal And Parking Space 

Ask That New Street Be As Wide As Possible Without 
Encountering Prohibitive Expense 


The January meeting of the Newton 
Business Associates was held on Mon- 
day evening at the Hunnewell Club, 
Newton, with a large number of the 
merchants of Newton Corner section 
present. The main topic of discussion 
was the report of the committee ap- 
pointed last fall to study trafllc con- 
ditions in Nonantum square and to 
recommend a use for the old fire 
station site on Washington street op- 
posite Charlesbank road. The full 
report of the committee was printed 
a few weeks ago in the Graphic and 
was followed two weeks later with a 
sketch of the proposed bus terminal 
on a new street to be laid out between 
Centre and Washington streets paral- 
lel with the railroad. The terminal 
would accommodate ten buses at one 
time. The entrance to the parking 
area opened by this new street was to 
he nineteen feet in width muking it 
necessary to remove that portion of 
the present building now occupied 
by a cobbler shop, a barber shop and 
a corner of the bnkery. In the rear a 
building used as a bake shop and an- 
other owned by contractors would also 
he demolished. A portion of the site 
formerly occupied by the fire station 
would be the location of a convenience 
station. Further recommendations for 
greater parking facilities included the 
taking of land in the rear of the 
Stevens Ruilding through to Pearl 
street. In tills area a large number 
of cars could be parked with con- 
venient access to the shopping dis- 
trict. 

President Laurence L. Frederick 
culled the meeting to order and after 
•a short business session introduced 
John C. Madden, chairman of the com- 
mittee. Mr. Madden had prepared a 
blackboard sketch similar to the map 
mentioned above to which he fre- 
quently referred to explain his re- 
marks. He told how the committee 
had been appointed following the re- 
quest of Mayor Weeks and that a 
month had been allotted to the task. 
At the end of that period an extension 
of time was requested and granted. 
This resulted in the publication of

the report before the Associates as a 
group had been able to consider it. 
Mr. Madden told of previous plans 
suggested for relieving Nonantum 
square. Among these were the re- 
moval of the hank building, the ex 
tension of Centre street through the 
Nonantum RIock and connection with 
the boulevard at the river, the elim- 
ination of the triangle by widening the 
corner of Centre and Washington 
streets and pushing the stores back 
along the railroad, and the construe 
tion of n wide road parallel with the 
railroad. These were all rejected as 
being too costly. The committee be- 
lieved it their duty to recommend a 
plan that wns practical. 

Upon the suggestion of Mr. Sinclair 
Williams the committee studied a plan 
to route the M. &. R. buses over Pea- 
body and Pearl streets and through 
the square to a terminal on the site of 
the old fire station. It was found that 
tile land there wns insufficient to ac- 
commodate tlie buses now running. 
The plan then followed to lay a street 
in the rear of the several blocks of 
stores with a twenty-five foot entrance 
opposite Hall street. A survey showed 
that to go further than ten feet into 
the building it would cost nearly as 
much as to take the entire building. 

The committee next sought a rul- 
ing from the city solicitor regarding 
tlie legality of taking land for parking 
and the laying out of a street of less 
than forty feet in width. The city 
solicitor stated that tlie city could 
take land for parking or for a street 
hut not for buses alone. Tlie width of 
tlie street was a matter for the board 
of aldermen. Inasmuch as this body 
had passed an ordinance calling for 
streets of at least forty feet in widtli 
they had the power to waive it if 
desirable. 

Ry making use of the nine foot strip 
of railroad property and taking ten 
feet from the building on Centre street 
a street of # sufficient width could 
be put through to allow entrance to 
a parking space and bus terminal. As 
a parking area space would be avail- 
able for about sixty cars or if used as 
a terminal there would lie parking 
space for fifteen or twenty cars in 
addition to the ten Inis stands. The 
increased valuation of the remaining 
portion of the block would more than 
off-set the damage to it. Mr. Madden 
also stated that buses of a capacity 
equal to that of the present elevated 
cars are being constructed and if the 
time came when the Boston Elevated 
replaced its trolleys with buses the 
latter could also use the space as a 
station. 

The speaker remarked that it would 
be impossible to route traffic in the 
square without tlie presence of one of 
two evils. Either traffic must cross 
at important points or more conges- 
tion must be endured. Tlie one objec- 
tion to the proposed plan would he 
tlie danger at the entrance to tlie new 
street. Traffic here could lie regulated 
by policeman or signal and a bus 
would have space to wait in tlie inter- 
section without holding up other traf- 
fic. Such traffic would have ample 
opportunity to pass on either side of 
the bus to make a right or left turn 
an to Center street. 

Mr. Madden stated that nothing of 
mportance has been done in Newton 
Corner for years. In 185)8 the elevated 
boomed the section when street rail- 
way tracks were laid. The erection 
jf the Tayior building and new stores 
vas the beginning of an increase in 
business. Since then, outside ol' nor- 
'al growth, things have practically 
been at a standstill. Although one 
miiuIi ed per cent requested the widen- 
ing ot the corner at the lunchroom 
prior to the remodeling of the bulld- 
ogs there nothing resulted. The re- 
luest to widen Elm street at tlie cor- 
ler of Centre street was totally ig- 
uned. Many plans and theories have 
been evolved but they ran ino millions

To Start Work On Court House And Police Hdqrs. Soon 



Land lias been cleared in West New- 
ton square and work will be started 
soon by order of Mayor Sinclair 
Weeks, on the erection of two new 
buildings, a Police Headquarters and 
a District .Court building. Work on 
these structures lias been advanced 
as part of the Mayor’s unemployment 
relief program in order to provide 
winter-time jobs for skilled craftsmen. 

Plans for the buildings have been 
completed and bids for both are now 
being asked. The courthouse will be 
located in Washington street, West 
Newton, approximately on the site of 
the present police «■ cation. Adjacent 
land occupied until recently by the 
City Hall Annex, which has been torn 
down, will he the site of the new Po- 
lice Headquarters building. 

Rotli are of Georgian style of archi- 
tecture and will be constructed of 
selected red water-struck brick with 
granite and limestone trim. They will 
be set back 30 feet from the sidewalk. 


I Between the two buildings there will 
be a stone terrace with a corridor 
underneath connecting the two build- 
ings at the basement level. 

Construction is first class, concrete 
and steel. Tlie lobbies and vestibules 
I will be constructed of hath stone 
walls, oak panels and rubber tile floors. 
The court rooms will have oak pan- 
eled dadoes and will be acoustically 
treated. Public corridors, stairhall. 
toilets, squad and game rooms will 
have glazed tile walls and compressed 
asphalt tile floors. The architects for 
both buildings are James H. Rtchie 
and Associates of 100 Arlington street, 
Boston. Tlie contracts have not yet 
been let. but the Public Buildings 
Commissioner, Cecil C. Chadwick, un- 
der whose direction the work will be 
done, has asked for bids, which will 
he opened on February 10. It is ex- 
pected that tlie buildings will be ready 
for occupancy within six months. 

The first floor of the District Court- 
house will contain the first session 


court room, the judges’ suite, offices 
for tlie clerks, attorney’s room and 
consultation room in addition to the 
lobby and vestibule. Two more court 
rooms will be located on the second 
floor, a second session court and a 
Juvenile court. There will also be 
consultation rooms and a rest room. 
In tlie basement of this building will 
be the probation offices, detention 
rooms. Matron’s room, boiler and 
storage room. 

The first floor of the Police Head- 
quarters building will include the gen- 
eral offices, the Captain’s office, room 
for signal officers, lieutenant’s room, 
hearing room, traffic squad and game 
room, first aid room, detention room 
and men’s cell room. On the second 
floor will located t )i<- office of the 
Chief, clerks’ office and inspectors’. 
There will also be a police dormitory, 
a ladies' rest room and an up-to-date 
photographic studio and finger print- 
ing office, with dark room and plate 
storage. 


DROUGHT RELIEF TWO-ALARM FIRE ALDERMEN MEET 


if every citizen in Newton had an 
opportunity to read the official reports 
that are being received by tlie Newton 
Chapter of tlie Red Cross from Na- 
tional Headquarters relative to con- 
ditions in tlie drought area there 
would he a wholesale rush to contrib- 
ute to Newton’s quota of $11,400. 

It is almost beyond belief to learn 
that here in tlie United States people 
are suffering acutely from lack of fuel, 
food, clothing, and other necessities of 
life. But it is all true. It is no fault 
of theirs that they are in tills deplor- 
able condition — tlie dry spell of last 
summer is entirely responsible for the 
failure of crops which has led to all 
tliis misery. 

Did you know t hut the failure of 
crops lias reached to tlie very roots of 
tlie lives of these people? Mortgages 
are being foreclosed, merchants have 
failed, and banks have readied the 
limit of their resources. Not only is 
there acute personal misery but there 
lias blossomed forth a grave and stag- 
gering economic condition. 

Tlie plight of children in these areas 
is most touching. From Kentucky 
comes the following report: 

‘‘In a single Red Cross Chapter’s 
drought area there are 392 chil- 
dren in desperate need of every- 
thing from food to clothing. Health 
officers of Kentucky report an- 
other county with normally 300 
sdiool children of whom only 
forty now in school. Of the forty 
only 3 had lunches on the day of 
health officer’s visit. Lunches 
consisted of pieco of rabbit, or 
bacon, or nuts gathered from trees 
on road to school. Investigators 
found some families had derived 
hulk of food from digging any edi- 
ble roots and cooking or eating 
raw. One family usually in a 
liveable condition found existing 
in a cave, as the drought had 
driven them from their farm and 
their posessions." 

The American Red Cross is the na- 
tion’s sole agency for relief anti no 
organization but the Red Cross can 


One of the most flagrant cases of 
incendiarism in the history of this 
city destroyed a large house at 83 
Cotton street, Newton, early Sunday 
and brought most of the lire apparatus 
in tlie city to the scene of the fire. At 
1.29 a.m. a telephone call brought the 
first apparatus to tlie place. The 
building was then a mass of flames 
and Box S3 was quickly pulled. The 
fire spread with great rapidity and 
Chief Randlett ordered a second 
alarm at 1.43. Embry ‘ flying through 
the air endangered other houses in tlie 
vicinity. Scattered through the build 
ing tlie firemen found lf> cans which 
had contained gasoline, kerosene and 
other inflammable liquids. Fed by 
such fuel the flames raced all through 
the structure and completely ruined it. 
The damage is estimated at about 
$20,000. Tlie firemen were combat- 
ting the blaze for several hours, the 
all-out not being sounded until 7.13 
Sunday morning. Inspectors from the 
office of tlie State Fire Marshal are 
investigating tlie fire. 

Tlie building, a large two and one- 
half story structure was originally the 
home of the Linder family and later 
was occupied by William F. Plant and 
family. In later years it was occu- 
pied by the DeWitt Clinton School 
and last year was to have been opened 
as the Sunset Hill School, but this 
project did not develop. The build- 
ing had not been occupied for many 
months. Tlie last assessed owner of 
the building is John B. Richardson of 
Arlington.

Record For Early Presentation 

Of Budget Set By Mayor Weeks 

Recommends Nearly Four and One-Half Million Total — 
$350,000 Less Than 1930 Expenditures 


Tlie meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night was one of the 
briefest in many months. The actual 
time consumed hv the Board in the 
Aldermanic Chamber in acting on 
matters on tlie docket did not exceed 
much more than 30 minutes, but the 
Aldermen sitting as a committee of 
the whole in secret session deliber- 
ated for some time on a couple of im- 
portant matters. 

Hearings were called on petitions 
of tlie Edison Company for pole Inca 
tions on Higgins and Charles streets. 
Auburndale. No opposition developed. 
Neither did anyone appear to oppose 
petitions of the Edison and Telephone 
Companies for pole locations on Mor- 
ton street and Gordon road. 

Tlie Board voted to accept the re- 
port of tlie Claims and Rules Commit- 
tee granting leave to withdraw on the 
offer of Charles Scipione to purchase 
land owned by the city on Florence 
street. Newton Centre for $1500, and 
tlie order appropriating I137S for the 
construction of Normandy road. Aub- 
urndale under tlie Betterment Law. 
Tlie friction between property own- 
ers on Normandy road has been set- 
tled. tlie obstructing fenee erected on 
tlie street removed. 

The Board accepted the report of 
tlie Licenses Committee which granted 
leave to withdraw on the following 
petitions: Margaret Ross, lessee, in- 
crease of gasoline storage at 349 Lex- 
ington street, Auburndale; Martin 
Witmyer, permit to operate automo- 
bile repair shop at 169 Lexington 
street: Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany. permit for railroad crossover 
on Grove street.

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night printed cop- 
ies of the budget for 1931 were re- 
ceived from Mayor Weeks. The May- 
or established a record for early pre- 
sentation of a budget. The figures for 
this vear's budget total $354,226.02 
less than last year's expenditures. The 
expenditures for 1931. as recommend- 
ed by the Mayor amount to $4,495.- 
253.37 plus $300,414 for the Water De- 
partment, this sum to be taken from 
water revenue. The recommendations 
made by dep’artment heads totalled 
$4,800,653.16. so the Mayor lopped off 
about $305,400 from the estimates of 
the department heads. 

The budget estimates of the Mayor, 
compared with the estimates of depart- 
ment heads and the amounts expend- 
ed last year are given in the table 
below. 

Savings in the General Department 
expenditures from the amounts ex- 
pended in 1930 are affected by estimat- 
ing nearly $600 less for Memorial Day 
expenses, $361 for committee ex- 
penses. $128 less for rent of Spanish 
War Veterans quarters. $6750 les9 for 
water for fire hydrants, $500 less for 
expenses of Retirement Pension 
Roard. As no money was recommend- 
ed under this department for the Mun- 
ipal Buildli Fund and 

$10,000 was .appropriated last year, 
this considerably reduced the total. A 
large increase noted is in the amount 
required for pension funds — $25,167 as 
against $16,601 expended in 1930. 

A drastic reduction in the budget for 
the Executive Department is account- 
ed for by the fact that last year 
$17,344.75 was expended for the Ter- 
centenary Celebration and other ap- 
preciable amounts were appropriated 
for the Legion Convention, printing of 
City History and City Atlas and fees 
for architects plans of the new City 
Hall. An interesting feature of the 
budget for this department is the es- 
timate of $410 to pay expenses of de- 
partment heads who attended con- 
ventions outside Massachusetts. 
Heretofore such expenses were in- 
cluded in the budget of the depart- 
ment. whose head took the trip. 

Tlie budeet of tlie Accounting De- 
partment is practically the same as 
in 1930. An increase of about $23,000 
in the budget of the Treasury Depart- 
ment over that of last year is caused 
almost entirely by nearly that much 
more being required for the re- | 
tirement of serial bonds this year 
The budget of the Assessing De- 


partment is almost identical with the 
cost of running this department in 
1930. An economy is effected in the 
budget of the Law Department by es- 
timating $1025 less than last year for 
the miscellaneous expenses of this 
department. The regular expenses of 
the City Clerk’s Department will be 
about the same as in 1930 with sav- 
ings effected because no city ordin- 
ances will be printed this year and 
there will be no State Election costs. 

City Engineer Morse is the only de- 
partment head to be given an increase 
and he will receive but $100 more, 
which will make his salary the same 
as that of the Water Commissioner. 
Increases in salaries for the clerk 
and stenographer in the office of the 
Engineering Department were asked 
for and refused. With a couple of 
exceptions, no increases were granted 
to employees in any department as 
the Mayor believes that due to the 
unemployment situation increases are 
not warranted. 

The budget of the Public Buildings 
Department shows that the Mayor 
recommends smaller amounts for 1931 
to maintain school buildings and oth- 
er city buildings than were expended 
: last year. In 1930 maintenance and 
1 alterations of school buildings cost 
j $66.SS3.62. This year the Buildings 
' Commissioner asked for $60,000. The 
Mayor recommends $50,000. On other 
city buildings $20,622.64 were spent 
last year for maintenance and altera- 
tions. The Mayor recommends $12.- 
000 for 1931, lopping $3000 from the 
estimate of Commissioner Chadwick. 

Chief Hughes of the Police De- 
partment asked for 10 additional pa- 
trolmen. but the Mayor turned down 
this lecommendation. Other recom- 
mendations of the Chief not approved 
by the Mayor were for the purchase 
of a new patrol wagon and 8 new mo- 
torcycles. Chief Randlett of the Fire 
Department asked for 2 additional 
firemen but the Mayor did not grant 
this request. A salary increase of 
$200 recommended by the Health De- 
partment for the Agent of the De- 
partment was refused by the Mayor. 
In the budget of the Public Welfare 
Department $30,000 was asked for out- 
side aid. The Mayor cut this figure 
to $17,000. 

The Mayor recommends the 
amounts asked for by the School De- 
partment with the exception of the 
item "other expenses. " which he cht 
from $116,155 to $111,955. In the 
Playground Department budget items 
(Continued on Page 5)

The time Is most propitious for 
members of the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature to favor a bill which would 
authorize them to he presented with 
badges at the expense of the people of 
Massachusetts. Business is so good, 
everybody Is so prosperous- that a 
few thousands of dollars would not lie 
missed to buy badges Tor members of 
the Legislature. And the same “class 
conscious” statesmen who are seeking 
the privilege of getting badges also 
want to be permitted to use special 
registration plates on their automo- 
biles. 

When any members of the Legis- 
lature arrive at the state of mind 
where they want badges and automo- 
bile plates which will label them us 
privileged individuals, it is about time 
to retire such persons from public life. 
Any member of the Legislature who 
will vote for either of these two meas- 
ures should be defeated for re-election 
if they are candidates. And just be- 
cause there will be no State election 
this year does not mean that the^ 
voters will have forgotten when the' 
next election comes in 1932. 

The appointment of William E. Hur- 
ley as postmaster of the Boston Postal 
District establishes a precedent in the 
big postal district of which Newton is 
a part.

If the Postoffice 
Department would establish the policy 
of appointing postmasters from the 
ranks of postoffice workers the public 
would obtain better service and postal 
employes would have added incentive.

of land owned by William Scully on 
Winchester street, Newton Highlands 
for land owned by the City of New- 
ton on the opposite side of the street 
at the corner of Cook street, was re- 
ferred back to the committee. Aider- 
man Temperley requested that the 
Ward 5 members be permitted to con- 
fer with t lie Public Works Committee 
when this matter is again considered. 

Appropriations made by the Board 
included: water mains on Homestead 
street and other streets, $1450; Build- 
ings Department, rent for temporary 
office at 1355 Washington street for 
the coming year, $1500; South Side 
junior high school, deferred items, 
$122,758.60, to be taken from School 
Bonds; Fire Department for new fire 
alarm system. $49,983.27; land dam- 
ages in connection with Edmands 
Valley sewer, $121; Laborer’s pen- 
sions. $7,224.92; fee for landscape 
architect ut new City Hall site, and 
borings made at the site, $5000; re- 
location of drain from foot of High- 
land street to Cheesecake Brook at 
new Court House site. $2500. 

The issuance of $150,000 in School 
Bonds was authorized and it was 
voted to add $43,000 from the tax 
levy to the school bonds fund. Chair- 
man Bail of the Finance Committee 
informed the Board that the new 
junior high school at Newton Centre 
has cost so far $799,358.60 and that 
the furnishings for this school will 
cost about $50,000 more. Alderman 
Powers called attention to the con-- 
trast between this amount and what 
tlie so-called Bigelow Junior High 
School at Newton will cost tlie city. 

Alderman Powers inquired if the 
$5000 appropriated for a fee to pay a 
landscape architect for the new city 
hall grounds will he the full compen- 
sation or if this architect will receive 
additional fees. President Collins of 
the Board explained that ordinarily 
the achitect of a building supervises 
the landscape work or engages a 
landscape architect and pays him. In 
this case the landscape architect is 
engaged separately and the fee he 
will be paid will be deducted from 
i lie 6% which otherwise would he re- 
ceived by tlie architects of tlie build- 
ing. So the city will not pay any 
‘more than in the usual method. Al- 
derman Bail stated that because of 
the size of the city hall project Mayor 
Weeks had deemed it advisable to en- 
gage a specialist for the landscape 
planning. 

The Aldermen voted to authorize 
bonding Francis Newhall as City 
Treasurer and Collector for the 
amount of $91,200 with the Massachu- 
setts Bonding and Insurance Company 
as surety.

cut by tlie Mayor were those for main- 
tenance, reduced from $43,025.96 to 
$40,000; construction, reduced from 
$8401.26 to $4701.26. 

In tlie Street Department budget 
the Mayor reduced a number of esti- 
mates made by tlie Commissioner. He 
cut tlie amount asked for maintenance 
of drains from $35,000 to $30,000; 
traffic signs from $39,000 to $29,000; 
muiiitetiunce of sidewalks from $35,000 
$25,000; resurfacing of streets from 
$250,000 to $200,000; new sidewalks 
from $18,000 to $12,000; new equip- 
ment from $59,052 to $30,000; cure or 
trees from $23,000 to $16,000; con- 
struction work on grounds from $19,- 
000 to $8,000; settling new trees from 
$12,000 to $5,000.

Because some 
of those tlius evicted alleged tliut they 
were not wanted around their 
homes during tlie day, Leon Rogers, 
chairman of the Mayor’s Committee, 
Ims been endeavoring to obtain some 
clubroom where these men can remain 
days until they obtain employment. 


ONE THING AND ANOTHEP 

W l»j L. I>. a. BENTLEY 


Every now and then I listen to a 
man who thinks lie would like to cut 
off city life and “buy a nice little 
home in the country.” Ho is usually 
one who knows little or nothing about 
running a farm and his only experi- 
ence lias been as a looker-on in the 
beautiful months of Summer when 
everything is fine and dandy in tlie 
rural sections. Still, you couldn’t 
convince tills man that whatever pri- 
vations, discomforts, etc., he might 
have to endure would not lie prefer- 
able to ills present existence. He in- 
sists that one could liuve an ideal 
life in an attractive out-of-the-way 
place where lie could raise chickens. 
His notion is that chicken-raising is 
something anybody cun do without 
previous knowledge and with tlie aid 
of a hen-house and a few implements 
to be purchased at a well known 
store. 

Far he it from me to discourage 
one who dreams. Our greatest men 
have been dreamers. Whether our 
best known poultrymon dreamed of 
their undertakings before starting in 
is another matter. I have my doubts 
for those whom I have encountered 
appeared to be practical and business 
like. Furthermore, they seemed to 
think that the amateur chicken-raiser 
was a bit too optimistic. 

Recently several people have at 
different times informed me that liv- 
ing in tlie country was not all that it 
is sometimes cracked-up to be. One 
man said, “I’ll admit that country-life 
lias its charms, but things are getting 
so now that you can’t hire help around 
the farm as in the good old days. Men 
will not work at the ordinary farm 
wage; they want shorter hours and 
higher pay. I find that running a farm 
is not a cinch.” 

Tlie testimony of a woman in one of 
our smaller Middlesex county towns 
impressed me. She said. "I have had 
to get rid of chickens and about all 
the stock I had, including a cow. La- 
bor is not cheap. On the contrary it 
is too expensive. The things I used 
to raise on my own place I now buy 
from a neighbor. He and his sons 
run their farm and in tliut way make 
it profitable. For a lone woman it 
is a task that is beyond me.” 

Successes, however, are not infre- 
quent. One man of whom I heard 
decided to keep his office in Boston 
and maintain a country place— a small 
one. to he sure. His friends tell me 
that the idea is working finely. Then, 
they add, “His wife finds it pretty 
lonesome, although she doesn’t com- 
plain." 

Personally, I am puzzled as to just 
where the happy medium is to lie 
found. As a prominent New York 
writer once said, "Living in the coun- 
try would be wonderful if Broadway 
were just around the corner." That’s 
tlie way I view it. Still, as I liuve 
tried lo show, my mind is open and 
I’m willing to listen and am prepared 
to be convinced. 

Some people have a habit of tossing 
about military titles as evidence of 
their cordiality. When they say, 
"Hello, Colonel,” they mean to show 
they are glad to see you. It’s an old- 
fashioned custom and just because I 
don’t follow it that doesn't mean it 
isn’t O. K. with other folks. A num- 
ber of men have “Major” or 
“General” or “Colonel" attached to 
them through life. People who don't 
. know the facts take it for granted. 
Sometimes, however, it is embarrass- 
ing to the bearer of fictitious honor. 

I was in the office of a friend of 
mine when a first-year member of tlie 
Legislature dropped in to pay his re- 
spects. My friend greeted him and 
added, "You know. Col. Bentley, of 
course." Tlie legislator took him 
seriously and during the remainder of 
our conversation and also when it 
ended, addressed me with the mili- 
tary title. The joke may appear to In; 
on him. I think, however, it is very 
much on me, for some day that man 
, is going to tiiul out that I never per- 
, formed military service. What his 
1 opinion of me will lie after that 1 can- 
not say. Possibly 1 might go to him 
and explain, but that would also place 
me in an odd light. No, I must grin 
1 and bear it. 

Forget what I liuve said of myself 
and listen to this which is surely 
worth repeating because it is a fact. 
As a member of tlie Governor's mili- 
tary staff, a certain popular and witty 
man achieved in tliut way the rank of 
Colonel. It was not one of those made- 
in-Kentucky titles but actually be- 
longed to him. He wore it gracefully, 
although not a military man in any 
i sense, and did not claim any special 
attention or privilege in consequence. 

The day came when this man was 
presented to u number of officers in 
the regular army. They looked him 
over when they heard him called 
"Colonel” and wondered, no doubt. 
1 "how come.” It appears that this 
i gathering in question was deciclely 
convivial. The members of the group 
became better acquainted and, eventu- 
ally, very chummy. 

Finally, one West Point graduate 
halted the conversation. Pointing to 
the member of tlie Governor’s staff, 
he said, “What we’d like to know is 
where you got your title of Colonel?" 

Was our citizen-soldier upset? He 
was not. Quick us a flush he retort- 
ed, "Hang it man, read tlie history of 
your country.” 


Newton bus always been noted for 
its generosity. Its people have re- 
sponded to tlie many calls with com- 
mendable alacrity. Added to these ad- 
mirable qualities of citizenship the 
contributions liuve been made with 
the very smallest measure of bally- 
hoo. Somebody said something about 
giving doubly if one gives quickly. 
To tills I should like to add and 
"without making a lot of talk about 
It." 

None of us lias dodged, I am sure, 
the increasing number of appeals that 
have come to us for donations of one 
kind und another mude necessary by 
the liard times. Sometimes we liuve 
iiml to select from among the calls 
for aid those causes t ha t seemed most 
distressing. Many of us have the 
heart hut not tlie means to hand over 
substantial sums whenever it was 
made plain to us tliut we should do 
oar share and more if possible. Prob- 
lems like tills are to tie met as well 


as wo are able. Trying to escape 
from them is more difficult Ilian giv- 
ing-conscience Is responsible. 

Now we have tlie words of the Pres- 
ident of the United States who pointH 
out to us that the Red Cross needs 
money to aid tlie needy. Without any 
ifs, ands or huts, Newton must re- 
spond. The administration of the af- 
fairs of our own local chapter is in 
the hands of men and women whom 
we honor and respect. It may lie our 
privilege to possess their friendship, 
uj 3ti|Aj3 aip 8u|jeauj3ue jo ^hui eqj, 
Newton falls to them. If we can as- 
sist it is our plain duty. 

in such a situation as tills the Red 
Cross officials should not alone be 
burdened with the undertaking. The 
work should he done by the entire 
community. Red Cross officials 
should be asked to do no more Mian 
to tell us how to give or where to 
send contributions. They are certain 
to give their own money and also n 
great deal of their time and energy. 
We can save them a lot of trouble by 
speedily sending-in whatever we feel 
able to give. It saves the need of a 
"drive.” 


Are you a patron of tlie public li- 
brary and, if so, do you ever forget 
to return a book on or before the day 
on which it was due? These are fair 
questions between friends und if 
you’ll answer I may tell you the rea- 
son for asking. Furthermore, I 
should like to know if there are for- 
getful people like myself who are 
compelled to pay a penalty for their 
absent-mindedness, said penalty being 
two cents a day. By the way, there’s 
something that hasn’t gone up like 
everything else. Forgetfulness, as far 
as a public library book is concerned, 
is as cheap as ever. Doesn’t this off- 
set tlie sage observations that not to 
remember may prove expensive? The 
economic pressure hasn’t shot up the 
fines on borrowed books but that 
doesn’t mean. 1 am sure, that the pub- 
lic library trustees wish to encourage 
misplacing rtnrl overlooking loaned 
volumes. 

Most people are ready to pay fines 
without protest, although I have heard 
a kicker now and then. I recall a 
sweet, young student — at least she 
looked as if she were all those things 
— argue and argue that the public li- 
brary hud no right to require a fine 
of two cents a day. Of course she 
paid, but she not only received for 
her money the extended loan of the 
book itui an opportunity to free her 
mind. All this for 20 cents, as I re- 
member, and well worth it. 

I promised to give you a reason for 
bringing up this matter. Here it is. 
A bill lias been Hied in the Legisla- 
ture to give trustees of public librar- 
ies authority "to retain money re- 
ceived as fines on overdue books and 
use tlie same as a trust fund for new 
hooks or other library purposes." It 
would he interesting to note if the 
sponsors of this proposed legislation 
have found that public libraries are 
taking-in a lot of money in such flues. 
I had no idea that forgetful people 
were so numerous when they had to 
settle for it. It’s easy to forget when 
it doesn't cost you anything; not to 
remember and pay two cents a day 
for the privilege is to many a great 
luxury. 

The idea of putting away the flues 
collected and buying books with the 
money is not only a good tiling for 
the library hut it will sort of ease 
the minds of those who forget, al- 
though 1 don't supose their con- 
sciences trouble them much anyway.

NEWTON BUSINESS MEN DISCUSS 
TRAFFIC AND PARKING 

(Continued from Page 1) 

and no benefit was received. The 
recommendations of tlie committee for 
the present plan are the result of 
year^ of study on tlie part of those 
who have learned through years of 
experience in business. It is a prac- 
tical plan Mr. Madden stated and one 
that will bring dollars and cents in 
increased business. 

Many questions were asked and 
much discussion followed Mr. Mad- 
den’s remarks. In response to one 
query it was stated that the passage- 
way between two of the blocks on 
Washington street would lie accessible 
to the public as it was included in the 
proposed land takings. 

Albert T. Stuart suggested that tin* 
property at the corners of Pearl. Cen- 
ter and Carlton streets upon which 
the old theatre is located could he 
taken for a bus terminal. Boston 
elevated station, and a parking space 
accommodating from two to three 
hundred cars and that the widening 
of Pearl street from Peabody street 
to tlie corner would be of small com- 
parative cost. The entire cost of the 
project, divided between tlie city and 
the two railways, would lie rela- 
tively small. Mr. Stuart also called at- 
tention to the new station at Lake 
street eliminating a hail situation and 
stated that the Elevated was planning 
similar improvements at Brookline 
Village. Mr. Madden replied that the 
committee had considered such a plan 
but rejected it as the cost was high, it 
would mean two cross-overs of tlie 
elevated cars and it would result in 
loss of business to Newton merchants 
through removal of the street rail- 
way patrons from the square. Mr. 
Stuart remarked tliut the laying out of 
such a narrow street as contemplated 
would create two dangerous inter- 
sections and that it would lie as practi- 
cal io take the entire building. 

Ex alderman Earle agreed that tlie 
plan was along the right lines but that 
tlie street should be of greater width. 
Synchronized signals at both Centre 
and Washington streets would remove 
the danger at these intersections and 
would make the street a short cut for 
through-traffic. He added that now is 
the time to start. 

Mr. Walter MucCanimon remarked 
that the bus terminal and new street 
were auxiliary to the need of an ade- 
quate parking space such as could be 
created in the rear of the Stevens 
Building. He expressed the belief 
that the Paramount tlieatre might aid 
in bringing this about. Mr. J. N. 
Snider, manager of the local theatre, 
unofficially stated that his organi- 
zation was at present gathering data 
on such a proposed parking area and 
that they would in all probability bear 
part of the expense. After further 
considerable discussion on both the 
Pearl court parking area and the bus 
terminal a motion was made by James 
Melchcr that the entire report of the 
committee as to all recommendations 
In* accepted with the reservation that 
tin* proposed street he "of proper 
width". Later (ills vote was amended 
to instruct the committee to convey 
tin* vote of tin* meeting to tin* Mayor 
with the addition of the words "that 
tin* street be as wtde as possible with- 
out encountering prohibitive expense "

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


CHILD HEALTH 

AND PROTECTION 


As If the breakfast given by Gov- 
ernor Ely to the President of the Sen- 
ate, Speaker of the House and the two 
Democratic leaders of those branches 
were not enough of a surprise, the 
Governor went to lunch, on Invitation 
of Spenker Saltonstall, with members 
of the House Rules Committee last 
Monday noon. Gov. Ely has upset 
some of the traditions of the pnst but 
no one has offered any criticism. On 
the other hand, many observers, in- 
cluding Republicans, approve of the 
idea of the Governor becoming more 
Intimately acquainted with the legis 
lators. 

The Legislature has before it the 
second lnrgest number of bills ever 
tiled. The record was achieved when 
U. S. Senator David I. Walsh began 
his first term In 1914. Governor Ely 
is the first Democrat to serve as 
Governor since Senator Walsh. The 
1914 total of hills in both branches 
was 2.103 and this year the total is 
1,766. Although this number may ap- 
pear somewhat staggering it should be 
said that the committees this year 
have started hearings much earlier 
than In 1914. Already the 1931 Gen- 
eral Court has tackled in committee 
quite a grist of bills and has had 
measures reported upon and debated 
in open session of the two branches. 
This show's exceptional speed ami may 
indicate that the session will be com- 
paratively brief considering the vast 
amount of legislation to be considered. 
It might be noted that Governor Ely 
is a lawyer which fact cannot help 
but aid him when bills come before 
him for approval. His standing as an 
attorney is well known and ike can 
probably grasp the significance of a 
measure quicker than a business man 
in the position of chief executive. The 
latter, quite naturally, would call in 
the Attorney General to scrutinze 
measures where an expert in law, 
such as the present Governor is con- 
ceded to be. would not require as 
much legal advice and assistance. 
This, it is believed, will make for more 
expeditious handling of bills when 
they reach the Governor’s office. 

The State has now a Democratic 
Governor. State Treasurer and State 
Auditor and a Republican Lieutenant 
Governor. Secretary of State and At- 
torney General. Not since 1914 have 
Democrats served as State Treasurer 
and State Auditor. In that year Fred- 
erick W. Mansfield held the office of 
State Treasurer and was succeeded by 
Charles L. Burrill who was followed 
by other Republicans, including John 
W. Haigis who was not a candidate 
for reelection last Fall. In 1914. Frank 
H. Pope was State Auditor and held 
that position for a year. He was suc- 
ceeded by Alonzo B. Cook. Republican, 
who held the office until last Fall 
when he was defeated for re-election. 
The new' State Treasurer is Charles 
F. Hurley of Cambridge and the new’ 
State Auditor is Francis X. Hurley of 
Cambridge. Under the constitution 
the members of the General Court 
are sw’orn in the first Monday in Jan- 
uary and the Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor take office the Thursday fol- 
lowing the first Wednesday. The 
other State officers, elected at large, 
are required to begin their duties on 
the third Wednesday in January 
which came this w’eek. Secretary of 
State Frederick W. Cook and At- 
torney General Joseph E. Warner suc- 
ceeded themselves. Last Wednesday 
the oaths of office were administered to 
them and the new State Auditor and 
new State Treasurer. A large num- 
ber of friends were on hand to ob- 
serve the ceremonies. 

Senator Hollis filed the petition of 
John Preston True of Waban to 
authorize the use of State Armories 
for archery practice, competition, and 
exhibition by students in any high 
school or junior high school in the 
same or adjoining municipality. 

Representative Baker filed the peti- 
tion of the Associated Committees 
for Wild Life Conservation to add to 
the list of protected birds the barred 
owl, red-shouldered hawk, red-tailed 
hawk and duck hawk. 

City Treasurer Francis H. Newhall 
appeared at a hearing this w’eek be- 
fore the Committee on Taxation on 
the bill to regulate and establish the 
charges of constables on tax warrants. 
Mr. Newhall favored the bill in part 
but objected to any attempt to abolish 
the issuance of a summons.

A joint meeting of the Welfare and 
Health divisions of the Newton Cen- 
tral Council was held at the Newton 
Hospital on Wednesday, January 14, 
at 12:15 P. M. Miss Allen. Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital, as hostess to 
the 150 guests, had a delicious broiled 
chicken luncheon served. Mrs. Mal- 
colm Ball, chairman of the Welfare Di- 
vision, after thanking Miss Allen, 
asked Dr. Wilson G. Smlllie, the new 
chairman of the Health Division, to 
preside. 

The topic under consideration was 
the Third White House Conference on 
Child Health and Protection. As there 
were four main divisions to the Con- 
ference, Dr. Smlllie had asked Dr. Rob- 
ert L. DeNormandle to report the work 
of tlfe first section — that on Medical 
Service; Dr. E. Luise Diez the work 
of the third section— that on Educa- 
tion and Training; Mrs. Edith M. H. 
Baylor the fourth section — that on the 
Handicapped. Dr. Wilson Smillie, him- 
self, reported the second section — that 
on Public Health Service and Adminis- 
tration. 

Dr. DeNormandle asked the group to 
remember that the Medical Division 
was to have another Conference in the 
spring when the final recommenda- 
tions would he made, therefore the re- 
port as is, is only tentative. The Doc- 
tor spoke of the factors which influ- 
ence health in the child— such as nu- 
| trition and diet, fatigue, mental and 
emotional strains, the economic condi- 
tions In the home. He also said that 
the requisites which are essential for 
survival In early infancy are: 

1. Proper heredity. 

2. Adequate fetnl maturity. 

3. Freedom from deleterious intra- 
uterine influence. 

4. Absence from birth trauma. 

5. Proper nutriment. 

6. A sufficient oxygenation. 

7. The appropriate maintenance of 
body temperature. 

S. Protection from harmful influ- 
ence, bacterial and toxic. 

In order that these conditions may 
be met— the Conference stressed the 
need of more education for not only 
the mother, hut for nurses — midwives, 
and doctors — that post-graduate 
I courses in obstetrics be offered 
the nurses — that midwives (which 
are a local necessity in somo 
districts) be recognized and licensed 
and where possible replaced by public 
health nurses, and that medical stu- 
dents’ training in obstetrics be im- 
proved. The laity, that is the mother, 
can be educated by means of radio 
talks. Mothers’ Councils, plus the work 
of the State and County departments 
of Health. 

Dr. Diez stated that Dr. t . J. Kelly 
of Chicago, chairman or the division 
on Education and Training, divided 
the group into subcommittees to 
study: 

A. Family and Parent education. 

B. Infant and pre-school child 

C. The School child. 

D. Vocational guidance of Child 

labor. 

E. Recreation and physical educa- 

tion. 

F. Special Classes. 

The Conference repeated that fur- 
ther research was needed in studying, 
among other things, the relationship 
of the family to each other— the benr- 
; ing that the family income has on the 
I child’s development — the influence of 
I the standard or living in the home on 
the child, also that of food. 

I Again more education was stressed 
—Children should be trained in the 
I schools for courtship, marriage, and 
i motherhood. 

The group also recommended— 
greater care for the health of children 
now in institutions, the need of better 
trained staffs in day nurseries, the 
need for growth in numbers of Nur- 
sery Schools, and of Kindergartens at- 
tached to the public schools — the need 
that the superior personnel be sent to 
teach in the rural districts. The group 
felt that consultation centers should 
| lie established where parents could go 
for advice. It was also recommended 
! that 10 per cent of the entire school 
budget should be spent on a health 
program- — and that the superintend- 
! outs should lie held responsible for the 
1 personnel of Ills staff. 

The Conference spoke of the chil- 
dren now exploited in hazardous occu- 
pations, and of the children of immi- 
grant parents, and of the children 
employed in street work, and recom- 
mended that the suitable legislation 
needed he made to protect and educate 
these classes. Children in industry 
should also be given periodic physical 
examinations, and there should be fa- 
cilities for recreation and physical 
training, particularly for the adoles- 
cent group, available to all. 

It was felt that the exceptionally 
brilliant child should he given special 
I training, care being taken to avoid 
overstimulation: that as only 10 per- 
cent of the handicapped are receiving 
special care — more schools for obser- 
j ration should he established. 

Dr. Baylor in speaking of the so- 
cially handicapped, suggested that the 
group listening know these problems 
and thought that a few sidelights on 
the White House Conference might lit 
of interest. 

Theodore Roosevelt called the first 
Child Conference. Ten years later 
Woodrow Wilson called the second, 
and the third, still ten years later 
was called by Herbert Hoover. The 
overlapping of the sections was nota- 
ble, ami also the fact that no politics 
figured in the Conference. Mrs. Bay- 
lor felt that the rural representatives 
| got the most out of such a Conference, 
but that all benefited by the mingling 
j of such a noteworthy personnel. 

The Conference adjourned at 2 P. M.

The hundreds of thousands of 
automobile owners in Massachusetts 
who. in the final analysis, are the real 
victims of dishonest persons who ob- 
tain insurance payments by lying, 
should appreciate the campaign which 
is being waged in Middlesex County 
against this type of crooks.

WILL NOT CHANGE WARD LINES 
THIS YEAR 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night it was de- 
cided to refer the matter of changing 
the Ward lines in this city to the com- 
mit t(><. on Legislation. This commit- 
tee will make a study of this problem 
during this year. This action on tin* 
pa*t of the Aldermen means that no 
change will be made during the pres- 
ent year. The plan proposed by Chair- 
man Murphy of the Board of Asses- 
sors, which would have formed seven 
Wards with almost equal numbers of 
voters met with opposition from vari- 
ous sections. Walmit citizens protest- 
ed against that village being divided 
between Wards 4 and 5; residents of 
Cummings roud and North street did 
not want to be transferred from Ward 
6 to Ward 5, some Newton Centre res- 
idents did not want Ward 6 radically 
changed, 

One Newton Centre citizen present- 
ed a plan which would consolidate 
Ward 7 and Precinct 2 or Ward 1, 
making about 4800 voters, adding Pre- 
cinct 1 of Wurd 1 to Wui'd 2, making 
about 5600 voters in that Ward and 
creating a new Ward which would 
comprise Chestnut Hill and part of 
Ouk Hill with ubout 1600 voters. Tills 
plan would certainly have met with 
opposition from the Aldermen of 
Wards 1, 2 and 7.

"The Bat Whispers”, a mystery play 
well constructed that will prove in- 
teresting to those who enjoy this type 
of story. For adults and adolescents: 
not for children. 

These pictures are for ADULTS 
ONLY: "The Right to Love", a story 
of frustrated love, of interest to a dis- 
criminating audience only. Ruth 
Chatterton does an exceptional piece 
oi acting in dual role of mother and 
daughter. "Paid” is a gripping story 
of the revenge of an innocent ex- 
convict, who wrecks her own life and 
brings tragedy to others. "The 
Boudoir Diplomat" is a light, sophisti- 
cated comedy, with sumptuous settings 
and subtle humor. "Just Imagine", an 
imaginary condition of life fifty years 
bence, is a fantastic comedy falling 


short of true imaginative genius. "The 
Man who Came Back”, story of a rich 
young waster, is a reflection on the 
producer where these two charming 
people (Charles Farrell and Janet 
Gayttor) are used in such sordid con- 
ditions. “Hook, Lint* and Sinker” is 
pure hokum basically unsound in 
moral valuation, of little entertain- 
ment value. "Charlie’s Aunt", is a 
disappointment, not particularly well- 
cast, savors of slap-stick comedy, and 
marred by unnecessary vulgarity. 
“Follow The Leader” is a silly farce, 
not recommended for a discrimmiiiat- 
ing audience. 

Two pictures for the Family or for 
all ages: "Part Time Wives”, a 
comedy of an irascible business man 
who regains health and a lost wife 
and befriends a small boy and his dog. 
Tommy Clifford as the caddy almost 
steals the picture. "Fighting Thru”, 
a typical western, with good acting, 
beuutiful scenery, a beautiful horse, 
and the story of interest in that a 
cowboy solves the murder of his part- 
ner. 

A serial that is excellent as a Junior 
Matinee is "Spell of the Circus”, un- 
usually interesting, exceptionally well 
done by an able cast, and a small boy’s 
clever work provides humor. The first 
eight episodes and the tenth have been 
pre viewed and approved.

Auburndale Review Club 

On Tuesday, January 20, the Auburn- 
dale Review Club met In the home of 
Mrs. ('buries S. Grover, on Vista ave- 
nue, owners of automobiles generously 
providing transportation, so that in 


spite of precarious walking, a goodly 
number were present. 

The president, Mrs. Ernest Drew, 
presided over the business session, 
when topics for the work of the com- 
ing year were discussed and decided. 

The subject of the morning was 
Othello, Mrs. Susan F. Tuttle giving 
the history, source, and story of the 
play. She called attention to the 
marvelous skill with which Shake- 
speare borrowed plots from sailors’ 
yarns and court intrigues, for his 
Italian dramas, making what Macauley 
said was “the greatest work in the 
world.” The foundation for this par- 
ticular play came from nn Italian tale 
written by Cinthio. and published 
about the year of Shakespeare’s birth. 
Desdemonu’s “Willow Song" is found 
in MSS form in a collection of lyrics 
in the British Museum, with accom- 
paniment for the lute: though the 
singer there is a man. Shakespeare, 
changed the forsaken lover to a 
woman to suit his situation. Othello 
is the only one of Shakespeare’s trage- 
dies that does not treat of national 
events, but is a family tragedy. Words- 
worth says, “The tragedy of Othello, 
Plato’s records of the last scenes in 
the career of Socrates, and Walton’s 
Life of George Herbert are the most 
pathetic human compositions.” The 
play was first published in quarto form 
in 1622, the folio edition coming out 
the following year, which is the one 
generally accepted. 

In 1606 Parliament passed an act 
against the use of the name of the 
Deity, and of profanity generally, in 
stage plays, and there are evidences 
that many oaths and expletives were 
either eliminated or toned clown in 
this play ‘’which must have been writ- 
ten prior to the law. 

The first recorded performance of 
Othello was by Shakespeare’s com- 
pany before the Court in the old Ban- 
queting hall ;ii Whitehall, November 
1. 1604. From then to the present the 
play has held the stage continuously. 
Perhaps one of the most famous pro- 
ductions ever recorded was when 
Henry Irving staged it with Edwin 
Booth ns Othello. Ellen Terry as Des- 
demona, and he himself as Iago. It 
was first produced in America in 1750 
when Edwin Kean appeared for the 
Inst time in public. 

The same subject was continued 
through the morning. In place of 
Mrs. Albert L. Puffer, who was de- 
tained by illness. Mrs. Herbert Case 
read the story of Othello, after which 
Mrs. James Patterson gave quotations 
from the piny, selecting them under 
different headings, for instance, un- 
der “Reputation” she read the fa- 
miliar lines: 

"Who steals my purse steals trash: 

’tls something, nothing; 

’Twas mine, ’tls his, and has been 
slnves to thousands; 

But he that filches from me my good 
name, 

Robs me of that which not enriches 
him. 

And makes me poor indeed.” 

Other selections were under such 
headings as jealousy— beginnings of 
the tortures of jealousy, the story of 
the handkerchief; lover’s commutation 
of time; Othello’s estimation of Des- 
demoun; Desdemonu’s lovo of Othello 
and Othello’s love for Desdemoua; 
Othello’s remorse, and Othello’s speech 
before his death.

audience at the outset, which were 
maintained throughout the afternoon.

That the Club members and guests 
were deeply interested in all that Dr. 
Brown had to say was shown by the 
continued applause, und the many 
questions which were asked him at the 
close of the afternoon. The necessary 
qualities of a biographer were first 
noted, followed by the necessary es- 
sentials to he the subject of a biog- 
raphy. Besides being accurate and 
having imagination. Dr. Brown said 
that tiie biographer must he funda- 
mentally in sympathy witli the one 
about whom he writes. If he is an- 
tagonistic, lie cannot see the virtues 
hidden beneath the surface. As an in- 
stance of this, the biographer of Mrs. 
Mary Baker Eddy ought to lie one who 
lias the same religious belief. The sub- 
ject of a biography must have individ- 
uality. aspiration, and dynamic ten- 
sion, which gives out a singing qual- 
ity to his life, said Dr. Brown. Ex- 
amples of these qualities were drawn 
from the lives of Basil King. Emily 
Dickenson. Raphael Pumpelly and 
Whistler, whose biographies appear in 
“Lonely Americans.'' By lonely Amer- 
icans. Dr. Brown explained, he did not 
mean men without friends, but rather, 
men who were so far ahead of the 
crowd that they were isolated. Two 
kinds of misunderstooiT men are 
spoken of in this book. One kind is 
misunderstood because the newspa- 
pers give wrong information about 
them, and the other because people 
art Ignorant about them. The artist, 
Whistler, was a perfect example of the 
first class. The press pictured him 
as a spit fire, a wise-cracker and a 
dandy, but in a letter written by him 
to his mother in Concord, which Dr. 
Brown read, he was revealed as an 
entirely different character. Such ex- 
amples and presentation on the part 
of tiie speaker held the interest of his 
audience. 

Welfare Chest 

The Newton Federation of Women's 
Clubs received the honor of special 
mention by Mrs. Carl L. Schrader, 
chairman of the Women’s Sub-Commit- 
tee of Unemployment, and president 
of tin* State Federation, in her Bulle- 
tin this week, in which she thunks 
and congratulates the women who are 
doing such splendid work in Relief 
in their communities. Under the able 
leadership of Mrs. Samuel N. Bra- 
man there is being carried forward in 
Newton a similar Welfare Chest as 
tlu- State is sponsoring with headquar- 
ters at the John Hancock Building.

Mrs. Schra- 
der states that the entire effect of 
relief work can not he measured by 
tiie results in the State headquarters 
alone, due to the excellent organiza- 
tions in other communities for local 
assistance, and in this connection she 
cites the organization at Newton of 
tiie Newton Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. 

Mrs. Scrader urges that this good 
work he continued State-wide, and sug- 
gests that employers may aid by ask- 
ing employees to bring or send bun- 
dles of clothing to the Welfare Chest 
headquarters.

Various Matters 

Discussed At Meeting 

School Committee Rules on Tuition 
Cases Among Other Matters 

One of the principal topics discussed 
at the regular meeting of the School 
Committee on Monduy night was on 
the matter of tuition charges to pu- 
pils considered non-resident. Three ap- 
peals had been taken from rulings 
made by Supt. Wheeler and the Board 
sustained all of Mr. Wheeler’s deci- 
sions. 

The first tuition case discussed was 
that of a family who had, with the 
exception of the father, taken up their 
residence in this city in order that 
the three children could attend the 
Newton schools. The father, who has 
been in business in Canada for the 
past twelve years, is a United States 
citizen and formerly lived and voted 
in this city. The committee after 
considerable discussion voted that it 
was a tuition case. 

The second case involved that of a 
boy whose parents live in Springfield 
and he Is boarding in Newton to at- 
tend the schools here and also to re- 
ceive medical treatment in Boston not 
available in Springfield. The commit- 
tee also ruled that this was a tuition 
case. 

The third case was that where the 
parents of the boy attending the New- 
ton schools had leased their property 
here, furnished, and had temporarily 
tuken up residence in Brookline. The 
committee ruled that while the family 
did not maintain a residence here 
tuition should be paid. 

A communication was received from 
Florence L. Heard stating that the net 
receipts from a lecture given for the 
benefit of the Stearns School Centre 
were $560.05. This lecture was given 
by Major Steele of the Canadian 
“Mounties.” 

The committee voted to permit the 
use of the hall at the Emerson School. 
Upper Falls, by the Suburban Girls 
Club for the presentation of a play. 
This use was requested by a Mrs. 
Gorse of Waltham. A previous request 
from her had been refused bemuse it 
is the policy of the committee not to 
allow school halls to be used by indi- 
viduals or organizations from places 
outside Newton. Mrs. Gorse wrote the 
committee that some of the girls in 
the club are residents of Newton Up- 
per Falls, so it was voted to grant 
her the use of the hall on some date to 
be decided by Secretary Kellar of the 
Committee. 

A request was received from Mayor 
Weeks asking that the School Com- 
mittee make a survey and report dur- 
ing the first half of the year on the 
matter of n school site In the Oak Hill 
section. Arnold Hartmann had offered 
the city the choice of two sites of 
land at Oak Hill but neither site was 
considered favorably by the joint com- 
mittee of the School board and Aider- 
men which studied this proposition 
last year. The Mayor’s request was 
referred to the sub-committee on 
school sites. 

The problem of traffic congestion on 
Walnut street. Newtonville. near the 
high schools was considered. When 
the pupils are going to and coming 
from the schools, so many extra buss- 
es are on Walnut street that other 
traffic is seriously impeded and people 
lose their trains at the Newtonville 
railroad station. Manager Hanson 
of the Middlesex & Boston told the 
committee chairman that because 
^ome of these busses carry passen-

Explains Change In 
Sending Water Bills 

Bills Now Sent Quarterly Instead 
of Annually 


The following statement by the Wa- 
ter Commissioner is In explanation of 
the changes made recently in the plan 
of hilling the householders of the city 
in order that all may understand the 
hills received this January: 

The water bills as formerly rend- 
ered, In January of any year, by the 
Water Department, consisted ot two 
parts, — first an advance charge for 
the current year equal to the mini- 
mum charge per service, and second 
the charge for all water used in the 
previous year in excess of the mini- 
mum hilled for that year. Bills were 
rendered in July to ail consumers 
wiiose consumption of water between 
January and July exceeded the mini- 
mum. 

In the period of transition between 
this annual, or in some cases, semi- 
annual hilling, and the new system 
of quarterly billing, it is naturally 
necessary to include in the first hill so 
rendered an advance charge of $2.25 
for the first three months ( 1-4 of the 
annual minimum) and also a charge 
for any excess water used during the 
year 1930 and not previously billed. 

The department calls your atten- 
tion to the fact that 'lie accompanying 
bill is therefore ndt* to be assumed to 
he 1-4 of your total yearly hill. All 
bills rendered during January, Feb- 
ruary and March, on which* a credit 
of $10.00 is allowed, cover a period 
of from fourteen to fifteen months’ 
use of water. All bills on which no 
credit is given (single line bills) eov 
er n period of from eight to nine 
months' actual use of water. 

Tile department feels that by read- 
ing all meters at shorter intervals 
and by rendering quarterly bills, it 
can materially assist the consumers 
in controlling waste of water, and 
consequently forestall unnecessarily 
high bills. By issuing our bills in 
three sections <1 each month) rather 
than to bill the whole city at one 
time, we feel that we will he in a po- 
sition to give more prompt attention 
to tlie investigation of all conplaints. 

You will receive your bill from 
now on at intervals of three months. 
We sincerely trust you will like tills 
new system.

L«*sllc Moriarty Presented Gifts 
At Affair in His Honor 

A testimonial banquet to A. Leslie 
.Moriarty of West Newton was given 
last night at Columbus Hall, Nonan- 
tum.

NEWTON CAPTAIN 

WINS THREE FIRSTS 


ENFORCED IDLENESS NEWTON FARES 
NO HELP TO NEWTON WELL ON DRAW 


Captain Milton Greene of the New- 
ton High school track team captured 
three first places in the first half of 
tfco annual Newton-Brookline track 
meet last Saturday at Brookline to 
send the orange and black into a lead 
that should bring the local team 
through to an overwhelming victory 
a week from tomorrow when the sec- 
ond half of the meet will be staged at 
Newton. Last week Captain Greene 
and his mates scored 52 2/3 points to 
24 1 3 for the Wealthy Towners on 
the latter's track. Competing on their 
own track next wqek the local run- 
ners should do nearly as well although 
a number of upsets occurred at Brook- 
line. 

Last week the prediction was made 
in these columns that Newton should 
score 42 points to 35 for Brookline. 
Newton gained on this total by picking 
up two-thirds of a point in the high 
jump, four in the 600, three in the 300, 
and five in the relay and lost but two 
expected points in the broad jump. 
The shot-put. dash, hurdles and 1000 
ran true to prediction. 

The first event was the shot-put in 
which Jim Colligan was the victor. 
Sam Lourie of Brookline took second 
and Walter Holmes of Newton third. 

The high jump was a close contest 
between Green of Newton and Bob 
Varney of Brookline with Greene 
clearing 5 feet 8 3/4 inches to win 
first. Varney took second. Third 
place was a triple place tie between 
Sewall Champion and Jim Colllgen 
of Newton and Allen Schwartz of 
Brookline. 

While the high jump was being con- 
tested the broad jump was also run 
off. Greene did not take his jump 
until after winning the high jump. 
Greene won the event with one leap 
of o feet 5 l a inches. Plotkin of 
Brookline took second over Stanley 
Johnson of Newton by a quarter of an 
inch. The three field events were 
contested in the gymnasium and after 
they had been concluded the athletes 
transferred their activities to the out- 
door board track. 

Three trial heats in the hurdles 
brought Greene into the finals with 
Chester Littman and Milton Paisner 
of Brookline. At the finish Greene 
had a six inch margin over Littman 
with Paisner third. 

The first big upset of the day took 
place in the 300 which was run in 
three heats against time. Littman was 
clocked in 37 1/5 seconds in the first 
heat with Don Irwin of Newton. Bob 
Bell of Newton took the second heat 
in 38 1 '5 seconds. Jim Cahill of New- 
ton and Sam Cohen of Brookline were 
paired in the third heat. Cohen took 
the lead at the first bank with Cahill 
pressing him closely. Seizing an op- 
portunity Cahill flashed by the Brook- 
line sprint star and broke the tape 
With a comfortable lead. Cahill’s time 
was 37 seconds flat, nosing out Litt- 
man for first place. Bell’s time was 
third best to give Newton six points 
instead of an expected three. 

Trial heats in the dash narrowed 
the field down to Holmes and Doug- 
las Sloane of Newton and Sam Cohen 
of Brookline. Holmes won going away 
with Cohen second and Sloane a close 
third. 

It was expected that Brookline 
might sweep the 600-yard run but Al- 
bert Guzzi and Richard Jarrell staged 
a fast finish to take second and third 
respectively, behind Robert Brigham. 
Brookline star. Brigham turned in a 
very creditable performance of 1 min- 
ute. 20 3/5 seconds with the Newton 
pair about five yards behind. Brig- 
ham is rated as the outstanding 600- 
yarder in schoolboy circles. 

The 1000-yard run went true to form 
with Newton cleaning up all three 
places. Had there been four places 
Newton would still have made a sweep 
as George Lamb, after leading half 
of the race, slowed his stride to let 
three teammates win. Vincent Sig- 
nore broke the tape with his brother 
Augustus second and Arthur Quincy 
third. Lamb is certain of making his 
letter and his act was the customary 
good sportsmanship in allowing other 
members of the squad to score points 
toward a letter. 

Brookline, especially on its own 
track, was expected to win the relay. 
Coach Enoch of Newton chose Doug- 
las Sloane, Robert Bell, Albert and 
Jim Cahill to carry the baton in that 
order. On the second lap the Brook- 
line leadoff man tumbled taking one 
of the banks and it was all over for 
Brookline as none of the succeeding 
runners could make up the distance 
lost.

Walter Holmes, Newton’s star 
colored sprinter, will have the first 
lane in the third heat of the dash and 
will have as his opponents Gignnte of 
Everett, Egan of Winthrop, Mazza of 
Commerce and Neill of Quincy. Cap- 
tain Milton Greene ot Newton has 
the first lane In the fourth heat of 
the hurdles and will have as his op- 
ponents Boyd of Lawrence, Yanaro of 
Boston Trade, Hill of Quincy and Foss 
of Lynn English. 

iJewton has a fair chance of win- 
ning the meet with possibilities of 
scoring in every event except the 
600-yard run us the 1930 orange and 
black team is exceptionally well- 
balanced. This fact will make New- 
ton the favorite although Medford. 
Lynn English. Lawrence and Brock 
ton are among the other foremost 
contenders who will press Newton 
closely. Limiting entries to one from 
each school in t lie 300, 600 and 1000- 
yard runs, which is necessary in order 
to do away with innumerable trial 
heats, will he one of the major handi- 
caps to the local outfit. Newton bus 
two good athletes in several events. 
Another factor that may handicap 
Newton is that the athletes must com- 
pete in rubber-soled shoes instead of 
spike shoes which are used at New- 
ton. Many of the other schools will 
also he under the same handicap. 

A number of exceptional dash men 
are entered against Holmes or Newton 
and he will have his work cut out to 
come through. He should win a place 
with Constantine Satchebell of Bright- 
on, Arthur Jnnnell of Lynn English 
and D. Southern of Medford as his 
chief opponents. Satchebell is the 
only record holder in this year’s meet. 
Last year he clipped a fifth of a sec- 
ond off the former mark held jointly 
by Ewing of Newton in 1929 and 
White of Medford in 1928. Satchc 
hell is one of three of the 1930 champi- 
ons entered this year. 

Captain Greene should have little 
difficulty in getting into the finals 
of the hurdles. The opposition in his 
trial heat is not regarded as excep- 
tionally strong. In the finals it will he 
a different story. Greene will have to 
fie at his best i<> break the tape 
against Chester Litman of Brookline 
and the other finalists which may in- 
clude Halloway of Lynn Classical. 

Douglas Sloane will he Newton’s 
other dash competitor and Elliot 
Bradley the second entry in the hur- 
dles. 

Either Jim Cahill or Robert Bell 
will be Coach Enoch’s hope in the 300- 
yard run with the probability that 
tiie former will have the call through 
his efforts against Brookline which 
gave him first place. Having the pole 
should give him a good opportunity to 
get into the finals. In his heat he 
will oppose Joe Gagnon of Trade 
School and either Peter Pileski or 
Kenneth White of Brockton. If lie 
comes through to the final he will 
then oppose such runners as Captain 
Goode of Medford, and possibly Lit- 
man of Brookline again. 

Newton’s entry in the 600-yard run 
will depend upon the selection made 
by Coach Enoch in the 1000-yard run. 
Vincent Signore won this event last 
year at Northeastern but it is pos- 
sible that instead of allowing him to 
defend his championship the Newton 
mentor will enter George Lamb. 
Lamb lias more of a finish then the 
Newton veteran and for that reason 
may be selected. If Lamb does run 
the 1000 Signore will be entered in 
the 600-yard run in which event he has 
showed possibilities. At the shorter 
distance Lindsay Brigham, Brookline 
captain, Is expected to lead the field 
to the tape. The battle will he for 
the remaining places with Signore hav- 
ing a chance to come through. Draw- 
ing seventh position in the race will 
force the Newton entry to work his 
way through the other competitors 
and Signore would seem to have the 
better chance than either Dick Jar- 
rell or Albert Guzzi, Newton 600- 
yarders who may be used on the relay 
team. 

It is possible that Newton muy also 
have the pole in the first heat of the 
1000-yard run as It Is not certain that 
William. Desmond, Boston High School 
of Commerce stur, will enter. Com- 
merce has a dual meet today with 
Boston English and the coach of the 
former team may decide to use Des- 
mond tliis afternoon. He would not 
compete tomorrow in that case and 
Newton would then take the pole. 

Two field events will be stuged, the 
shotput und the high jump. Jim 
Colllgen of Newton is expected to 
place in the former with Tony Geniu- 
wicz of Lynn English the fuvorite, 
us he has tossed the weight over fifty 
feet. Howard Niblock of Lynn Classi- 
cal, like Colllgen, has been close to 
the fifty foot mark quite frequently 
and it looks like a close battle for 
second place between the two ath- 
letes. Captain Greene should add a 
few points to Newton’s score by 
placing in the high jump. Dennis 
Foley of Newburyport is said to he u 
six-foot jumper and if lie can do that 
tomorrow he should win. Hrudford 
Hilllurd of Brockton, Fred Oliver of 
Malden, and Greene should figure in 
the remainder of the point division at 
about five feet und nine Inches.

The leading 
teams appear to he Medford, Brook- 
line, Newton. Lawrence and Brockton. 
Coach Enoch has a number of run- 
ners upon whom he can call to make 
up Ills quartet. Douglas Sloane may 
lead off and will probably pass the 
baton over to Robert Bell. Albert 
Guzzi and Dick Jarrell may complete 
the (piartet with the latter possibly 
giving way to Cahill. If Cahill fails 
if) place in his heat in the 300 ii<* 
quite likely will run the anchor leg 
on the relay. 

Medford high will make a strong 
bid to win its third Northeastern title 
and capture a prize whicjji has been 
offered for the team to accomplish 
such a feat.

Newton’s points last year were scored 
by Holmes with a second in the dash, 
Greene with a third in the hurdles. 
Mouser with a third in the 300, Sig- 
nore with a first in the 1000 and the 
relay team with a tie for third. 

Tomorrow the points should be 
pretty well split up as many of the 
schools entered have one athlete out- 
standing in his favorite event. Satchc- 
hell is the dash favorite, to give 
Brighton a five point total as there 
is little likelihood of further placing 
by the Brighton athletes. Brookline 
should take the 600 and if Litman 
comes through in the hurdles it will 
he a hard team to heat for the team 
honors as the relay team should score 
well up. Lynn English has two threats 
in Jannell for a second in the dash 
and Geniawicz in the shot put. Med- 
ford lias Good in the 300 and the 
possibility of picking up enough sec- 
ond and third places to he up with the 
leaders in team totals. Lawrence lius 
a fairly well balanced outfit. New- 
buryport may win the high jtimp with 
its sole entry in the meet Dennis 
Foley. To finish in front of the field 
Newton will have to come through in 
nearly eveiy event. Conservatively 
Newton can score seventeen points 
without the relay team unless the 
breaks are altogether against the 
orange and black. Our guess would 
he Holmes second to Sutchebell in the 
dash, Greene the winner over the 
hurdles, Cahill in the 300, Lamb sec- 
ond in the 1000, Colllgen second in 
the shotput, and Greene in a triple 
tie for second place in the high jump. 
With the relay team coming through 
with two points or more the orange 
and black will win the meet and tie 
Medford with two wins each in four 
years.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

It, L. D. O. BENTLEY 


Come to find out, this mntter of 
collecting fines for overdue public li- 
brary books, to which reference has 
been made in tills column, is of greater 
importance to Newton than many 
think. Did you know that last year 
a total of $8,100 was paid by forgetful, 
or otherwise delinquent borrowers? 
This Is the highest total on record, 
due no doubt to the fact that Newton 
is growing and more people are read- 
ing or borrowing. 

The figures surprised me, especially 
when I learned that in Newton the 
penalty is two cents a day for adults 
and one cent for children. Although 
$8100 is a record the total of other 
years has represented a tidy sum and 
lias been a welcome addition to the 
city treasury. The amount thus col- 
lected not only reveals that numerous 
borrowers are careless and indifferent 
but that keeping track of public li- 
brary hooks is a task of no small 
proportions. The whole city is in- 
cluded and tlie amount of forgetting, 
or whatever it is, seems to average 
the same in each section. 

Just letting a book become overdue 
for a few days is nothing compared 
to what happens In certain cases. 
Some borrowers do worse than you’d 
imagine. The first reminder that is 
sent out is a postcard. Most of us 
would think that sufficient. But it 
doesn’t always produce results. There 
has to he some sharp “getting after 
them." The library truck may he sent 
to make a call or a member of tlie 
staff will interview the delinquent bor- 
rower. If the worst comes to the 
worst the police are called in. 

Tlie works of fiction are those most 
affected, hut that is merely because 
more fiction is read. All kinds of 
books and all kinds of people become 
involved in this literary mix-up. Chil- 
dren are allowed to forget at half- 
price because. I assume, they know 
only half as much about tlie respon- 
sibility of returning something bor- 
rowed. 

It isn’t surprising then that tlie sug- 
gestion has been made that the Legis- 
lature authorize public library trus- 
tees in cities and towns to spend the 
money thus collected for the purchase 
of new books or improvements to the 
library. It seems to me I would favor 
such legislation if I had spent a year 
or more trying to get people to return 
borrowed library books. I know what 
happens when I lend a book and also 
what my friends experience when they 
lend me one. As a matter of serious 
consideration the expenditure of ac- 
cumulated penalties on new library 
books is the practice in a number of 
States. I am told, particularly the 
Middle-West. It should be given care- 
ful thought here in Massachusetts of 
which Newton. I hasten to remind 
you, is an important subdivision. 


If suggestions are in order I desire 
to make bold and express the hope 
that with a new police court and new 
police headquarters in West Newton 
tlie opposite side of Washington 
street will receive attention from pri- 
vate investors. Where the Players 
Hall stood is a condition that might 
easily be remedied. The kind of 
building I would have on tills site is 
not another moving picture palace but 
a building that would All a community 
need that lias long existed. I refer 
to a playhouse that would he avail- 
able for amateurs hut not confined 
to tlie presentation of theatrical per- 
formances. 

If I may lie permitted to say so. the 
auditorium at the High School, al- 
though spacious and generally attrac- 
tive. does not meet the demands of 
those who would give plays, dancing 
parties, annual dinners and other 
things. It is. after all, a school hall 
and its use is granted with certain 
restrictions. That is quite as it should 
bo and I would not urge any change. 
What I would like to see is a place 
to which all Newton citizens might 
come for tills or that occasion. We 
have village halls at present but they 
are not adequate as I view the situa- 
tion. 

it is a simple matter to call upon 
certain wealthy citizens and expect 
that they will “come across” and hand 
tlie city something which will repre- 
sent a loss financially, although pre- 
senting a desirable institution for the 
community good. My idea would be 
to have on the site of Players Hall a 
building that would be an ornament to 
West Newton square, one for the us<> 
of all organizations or groups of peo- 
ple and after all a profitable invest- 
ment to its owners. 

Inviting contradiction I offer the 
opinion that a structure containing a 
thoroughly equipped stage, with an 
arrangement whereby the seats might 
be removed from the auditorium, 
would lie ideal. There are hulls which 
have raised seats at the back. These, 
with t lie other floor seats, can be 
taken out and a clear floor for dancing 
provided. The building I favor for 
West Newton would also be equipped 
for tlie holding of banquets attended 
by several hundred. Public meetings 
of all kinds might use such u place. 

In order to make such a proposition 
pay it would be necessary to keep it 
in constant use. That would be the 
duty of a manager who would "book” 
the various affairs. He could rent 


Ills hail to an amateur dramatic club 
for so many nights, an organization 
of business men for their annual gath- 
ering, to lodges, societies and clubs 
for dnnees and shows and thus keep 
Ills calendar well filled. In that way 
everybody in Newton would have use 
of tlie building and those whose money 
had been spent to build it would get a 
reasonable and early return on their 
Investment. • 


Hopping on to a lunch-counter seat 
to grab "A glass of milk and two 
poached eggs,” I round one of Boston’s 
best-known bankers taking n few min- 
utes off from his self-imposed duty of 
trying to solve the unemployment sit- 
uation of Massachusetts. Last Novem- 
ber. or late in October, James J. 
Phelan was made chairman of the Mas- 
sachusetts Emergency Committee on 
Unemployment. With characteristic 
energy he went at the task and from 
that time since has devoted many full 
days and hours out of every day. Sun- 
days and holidays included, to a con- 
stantly growing task. 

it required a goodly Hhare of true 
civic spirit to set aside one’s private 
business for a patriotic undertaking 
such ns this. I recall that Mr. Phelan 
expressed himself willing to do his 
share. As a man of abundant business 
ability and foresight I am sure that 
he visioned plenty of work. That is 
surely what the position has turned 
out to he. Apparently, he is thriving 
under it. 

Together we sat eating one of those 
quick meals. It was 2:15 P. M. “I’m 
seeing representatives of different in- 
dustries each day,” he said, “in order 
to get their views and to find out 
what can he done to increase employ- 
ment in their respective lines. The 
most gratifying part of it is they are 
all glad to talk freely of conditions. 
As a hanker I. too, have knowledge 
of what is going on in various indus- 
tries so, together, we have no diffi- 
culty in getting at detailed facta.” 

There was no doubt but what this 
man. whose services no State or busi- 
ness could afford to engage as far as 
compensation was concerned, was get- 
ting a "kick” out of it. Long hours 
and no pay prove no discouragement. 
Each day the problem seems greater 
and the work is piling up. Mr. Phelan, 
from the day lie started in, brought 
his own office force with him and 
went at it. Organization is a subject 
of which he is master. Consequently 
he had tlie office machinery estab- 
lished in a remarkably short time. 
Now it is going full speed. 

Mr. Phelan is not the only repre- 
sentative of big business devoting his 
time to a public cause. I spoke of 
him merely because I have frequently 
come in contact with him. In Newton. 
Mr. Leon B. Rogers is entitled to 
great credit for his unflagging efforts 
in behalf of the unemployed. Other 
places have their citizens of outstand- 
ing qualities in this regard. It is 
a splendid example to the rest of us 
and should make us willing to at least 
contribute money or articles of value 
to this most urgent cause. 


Hard drink bus been the subject of 
so much discussion of late that it will 
he interesting and desirable, at least 
from my point of view, to turn to 
some other topic. You may now get 
ready to read a lot about soft drinks. 
I am not joking. Manufacturers of 
ginger ale and similar beverages are 
greatly stirred over the proposal of 
the State Tax Commissioner to im- 
pose a tax of one cent on a half-pint 
or fraction thereof on any kind of 
manufactured beverage. 

Let’s begin at the beginning. Last 
year’s Legislature directed the Tax 
Commissioner to consider ways and 
means for raising the revenue neces- 
sary for the administration of the Old 
Age Assistance law, which goes into 
effect July 1 of this year. Under this 
law needy persons of 70 years of age 
and over may receive assistance from 
the State, through the municipalities — 
a form of old age pension. 

When the Tax Commissioner re- 
ceived his instructions he was told 
that lie was not to consider more 
taxes on real estate but to take up the 
matter of luxuries. Bottled beverages 
— the wholesome, legal kind — ap- 
peared to the Commissioner as a high- 
ly profitable form of luxury for taxa- 
tion purposes. He particularly ex- 
cludes milk but declares that other 
beverages, either in bottled form or 
as drinks at soda fountains, "seem to 
meet all requirements of such legis- 
lation.” 

You would lie surprised to learn the 
extent to which tlie protest against 
tills tax has extended. A hearing is 
to lie held for the public February 3 
and if it isn’t one of the largest on 
record at tlie State House a lot of 
predictions will be upset. 

The proposed tax includes "any 
liquid for drinking, other than milk, 
placed in bottles or other containers." 
This is taken by opponents to tlie 
measure as so sweeping as to include 
ice cream sodas. They are, I am told, 
going to contend that the ice cream 
soda served at your favorite drug 
store will have to he stamped. You 
may think them spoofing, lint they are 
not, and steadfastly maintain that tlie 
glass or paper cup in which tlie ice

GOLDEN JUBILEE 


When Rev. Francis E. Clark, a 
young Congregational minister in 
Portland, Maine, organized the first 
Christian Endeavor Society in the 
Williston Church on February 2, 1881, 
he little thought of the magnitude 
which the movement would assume in 
less than half a century. The society 
has so well met the needs of the 
church that today Christian Endeavor 
societies of young people may be 
found in every country where Protes- 
tant Christianity lias entered. On 
that evening, fifty years ago. the 
young people of the Williston church 
met at the home of their young pastor 
and wife where the society was organ- 
ized and officers elected with Granville 
Staples us president. Soon the society 
began the practice of the modern doc- 
trine. “No impression without expres- 
sion”. Christian Endeavor became the 
c.xpressional agency of the church of 
training the young people. 

Two years later the first Junior C. 
E. Society was founded in the First 
Congregational church of Berkeley, 
California and in 1891 Dr. A. Z. Con- 
rad, now of Boston, organized the 
first Intermediate C. E. Society in the 
South Congregational Church at Wor- 
cester. The greatest growth at the 
start was in New England. The first 
convention of note wus in Lowell in 
1884 and the local Union, now called 
the Norumbega Christian Endeavor 
Union, was formed in 1887. About 
that time societies were started in 
Canada and before 1890 the movement 
had spread to many European. Asiatic, 
and South American countries. In 
1895 the World's Christiun Endeuvor 
Union was incorporated under the 
laws of Massachusetts and the year 
following its first convention was held 
in Washington, I). C. At the second 
World’s convention in Loudon in 1900 
many thousands of delegates repre- 
sented nearly all the countries of the 
world. Much of the growth of the 
movement was due to the untiring ef- 
forts of the founder, the late Dr. 
(Mark, who resided in Auburndale for 
many years. Dr. Clark and ills wife 
spent much of their time traveling 
throughout the world in the interests 
of the orguuizution. 

The first ten yours of the twentieth 
century showed another period of 
growth. In Ohio the work increased 
so that a full-tilde secretary was em- 
ployed in promotional work. In 19015 
tile Massachusetts Union opened its 
first summer conference at Sugumore 
Beach, later transferred to Northfleld 
Seminary whore over eight hundred 
are in attendance at the annual sum- 
mer conferences. In 1917 a tine build- 
ing was constructed at 41 Mt. Ver- 
non street. Boston, where the ofllces 
of the World’s Christiun Endeuvor 
Union and the international Society of 
C. E. are located. 

In 1926 Dr. Clark retired from ac- 
tive leadership and Dr. Daniel A. Pol- 
ing succeeded him. Oil the deutli of 
Dr. Clark in 1929 Dr. Poling was 
also chosen president of the World’s 
Union. 

The last three international conven- 
tions were held in Portland, Ore., 
Cleveland, O., and Kunsus City. Mo. 
In London in 192ti in answer to the

POLICE NEWS 


Hugh Ourrity of 165 Hunnewell ave 
nue, Newton, employed by the Play 
ground Department as a supervisor at 
Bullough's Pond, wns in tlie Newton 
court on Monday charged with refus- 
ing to move an automobile when or 
tiered to do so by a policeman. At 
Bullough’s Pond there is a restricted 
area on the street nearby which is 
reserved so that the police ambulance 
or other public service vehicles can 
have access to the pond in case of 
emergency. Portable “No Parking" 
signs define this area. According to 
tlie testimony of Patrolman William 
Reilly, Garrity parked his ear be- 
tween these two signs and then had 
one of tlie signs moved so that his 
car would be behind it. When he or- 
dered Garrity to move the car the lat- 
ter refused to do so on the contention 
that as an employee of tlie Playground 
Department lie had a right to park ills 
ear where It was. Judge Weston 
placed the case on file. 

The long arm of the law as personi- 
fied by Inspector Richard Goode of 
tlie Newton police reached out to Bal- 
timore. Maryland, last Saturday and 
brought hack to Newton on Tuesday 
Parson William Brown alius Rev. Wil- 
liam Cook of New York and other 
places. Captain Goode lias a long 
memory, an expert knowledge of fin- 
ger-prints and a zeal for duty. His trip 
to Baltimore to escort Parson Cook 
back to Newton was the result of a 
professional task accomplished by 
that gentleman in West Newton on 
July 2nd. 1929. Parson Brown, or Rev. 
Cook, is a benign appearing colored 
gentleman who is possessed of an un- 
usual degree of fluency. In fact, he is 
eloquent. But unfortunately. Mr. 
Cook discourses on religious topics not 
for the sole purpose of saving souls, 
but, on occasion to separate gullible 
persons from their hard earned cash. 

According to the police. Mr. Cook is 
quite adept in ills specialty. Taking 
advantage of his dignified appearance 
and fluency, and employing the aid of 
well trained assistants. Mr. Cook has 
indulged in an ancient, if not honor 
able pursuit known to the police as 
"pocketbook dropping.” On July 1st. 
1929. Mr. Cook arrived in West New- 
ton and sized up the colored popula- 
| tion of that village. On July 2nd be 
. visited the home of Mrs. Annie Cole- 
I man at 1229 Washington street and 
I by Ills ability to discuss religious 
topics soon had that lady engaged in 
interested conversation. Mr. Cook 
I started to take leave and was con- 
versing in front or the Coleman resi- 
dence when a member of his en- 
tourage passed by and dropped a poc- 
ket book on tlie sidewalk. According 
to the police, a gentleman named 
Johnson had filled this role betimes in 
Parson Cook’s troupe, but there is no 
evidence to connect Mr. Johnson with 
tlie performance of the drama in West 
Newton. 

The pocketbook had reposed but for 
a brief time on tlie sidewalk when 
along Washington street perambulated 
Augustus Wilson (alias Gussie Wil- 
kins) a young man profesionally as- 
sociated with Mr. Cook. Mr. Wilson 
found the pocketbook which had been 
“planted" on tlie sidewalk simul- 
taneously with Mr. Cook sighting tlie 
wallet. It was a big, fat pocketbook. 
obese with money, or certainly with 
paper that looked like money. Mr. 
Cook walked over to Mr. Wilson and 
they excitedly discussed the find. No 
person was in sight who might have 
lost the wallet. Neither did tlie pocket 
book contain any papers which would 
identify its owner So. Mr. Wilson 
and Mr. Cook agreed to divide the 
money and they also talked Mrs. 
Coleman Into giving them $69 as a de- 
posit of good faith, in return for 
which she was to share one-third of 
Hie contents of tlie pocketbook pro- 
vided tlie owner was not found. 

Mr. Wilson took tlie $69 and start- 
ed for the bank at West Newton to 
arrange for tlie interning of tlie cash. 
As he did not return promptly, Mr. 
Cook went to look for him. And when 
Mr. Cook did not return even be- 
latedly, it dawned on Mrs. Coleman 
t hiit she hud been duped, and she com- 
plained to tlie Newton police. Some- 
time ago Mr. Cook and Mr. Wilson 
were picked up in Malden by the po- 
lice of that city as suspicious charac- 
ters and were turned over to the Bos- 
ton police who photographed and fin- 
gerprinted them. But the Boston 
police could pin no crimes on tlie two 
and they were released. Subsequently 
Inspector Goode obtained the photo- 
graphs of tlie pair and showed them 
to Mrs. Coleman who identified th>> 
pictures as being tlie likenesses of the 
two gentlemen who had found the 
pocketbook. So. when Mr. Cook was 
arrested recently in Baltimore and 
i his fingerprints were sent on to Mas- 
sachusetts, Inspector Goode identified 
them and proceeded to the Maryland 
city. Mr. Cook was tried in the Su- 
perior Court at Cambridge lust Wed- 
nesday and found guilty. He will lie 
sentenced later.

Muuuix was sentenced to 
serve 15 to 20 years in State Prison 
and Scanlon was sentenced to serve 
12 years in the Concord Reformatory. 

All four had previous records, three 
of them were on parole from Concord 
uml Asst District Attorney Yolpe 
called them criminals of tlie vicious 
type. He culled attention to the fuel 
that before they hud been arrested 
30 safe burglaries had occurred iu 
Greater Boston and he told tlie court 
that tin- four were wanted in Suf- 
folk uud Norfolk counties and in Con j 
neeticul.

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Announcement that the city will not improve the surface 
of Washington street between Newton Corner and West New- 
ton this year will be received with regret by the thousands 
of drivers who use this thoroughfare daily.

THE PLAYING OF BRIDGE HANDS 


No. 1 


The bidding value of a bridge 
hand is only equal to your playing 
ability. The New’ton Graphic will 
print a hand each week, specializ- 
ing on the play.

oNDtR THE GILL H) DOME 

The most important event of the 
w’eek wes the personal appearance of 
Governor Ely before a joint conven- 
tion of the Senate and House when he 
read his budget message. Not since 
the budget system was established in 
this State under Calvin Coolidge as 
Governor has a chief executive ex- 
plained in a personal address the rea- 
son for the expenditures recommend- 
ed. The message has always been 
read by the clerk of the House and in 
printed form considered by the up- 
per branch. But this year, at the 
request of Governor Ely. the two 
branches met in Joint convention to 
listen directly to his appeal, of 
course the question now nrlses, “Has 
the Governor convinced the Republi- 
can majority that his policies are 
sound?” The budget will he consid- 
ered by the Joint Ways and Means 
Committee and it may be that the 
Governor will appear before that com- 
mittee at a public hearing. At any 
rate he will send a representative. 
The coming w’eeks will show whether 
the Governor has been able to accom- 
plish his program for public works to 
aid in the relief of unemployment by a 
bond issue as agninst the long-estab- 
lished ’•pay-as-you-go” policy. 

The hearing before the Public Utili- 
ties Commission on the petition of 
the Boston Central Labor Union for a 
reduction in the rates of the telephone 
company was opened Tuesday morn- 
ing. It is expected that it will cover 
a period of several months. 

For the first time in the history 
of the State, provision hns been made 
by the Governor -and Council for a sec- 
retary and two clerks and stenogra- 
phers for the Lieutenant Governor. 
The total salaries will amount to 
$7140 annually. The duties of the 
Lieutenant Governor require him to 
be nt the State House regularly and 
during the past few years the need of 
an office has been emphasized. Lieut. 
Governor Youngman submitted to Gov- 
ernor Ely the need of providing quar- 
ters for the Lieutenant Governor and 
Governor Ely immediately gave his 
consent. With the approval of the 
Council the appropriation was voted. 

The Democratic members of the 
Legislature have organized a “steer- 
ing committee” made up of three 
Senators and 17 Representatives. This 
means that the minority party lead- 
ers mean to show greater organized 
activity than in the past. This com- 
mittee will confer regularly with Gov- 
ernor Ely and seek to support such 
legislation as he recommends. They 
are expected to be guided by his wish- 
es in all matters before the Senate 
and House. The effect of this is to 
bring out, if possible, the full Demo- 
cratic strength in both branches when 
there are votes cast along strict par- 
ty lines. Since a majority of the Sen 
ate and House are Republicans it is 
more than likely that there will be 
some lively times in both branches 
during the present session. 

Representative Luitwieler has filed 
the petition of Arthur E. Hatch for 
the appointment of a special commis- 
sion (including members of the Gen- 
eral Court) to study the subject of 
transportation and port facilities in 
the Metropolitan district and the es- 
tablishment of an administrative and 
effective port authority. 

The bill of the Middlesex County 
Commissioners for authority to pro- 
vide adequate accommodations for the 
New’ton District Court contains an 
emergency preamble. 

Its provisions are as follow’s: 

“The County Commissioners of Mid- 
dlesex County, on behalf of said coun- 
ty, are hereby authorized to convey 
to the city of Newton a parcel of land 
acquired by said county commission- 
ers under authority of section one of 
chapter 126 of the acts of 1930 as a 
site for a new’ court house for the 
District Court of Newton, in exchange 
for a suitable parcel of land situated 
on Washington street in said city and 
said city is hereby authorized to make 
said exchange. 

"When said parcel of land on Wash- 
ington street has been acquired as 
aforesaid, the said county commission- 
ers may erect thereon a suitable build- 
ing for the purpose of providing 
court house accommodations and fa- 
cilities for said district court and 
may equip and furnish the same. 

“The provisions of sections two and 
three of said chapter one hundred and 
twenty-six In so far as they shall not 
have been availed of in carrying out 
obligations entered into under said 
chapter prior to the effective date of 
this act, shall be available for the pur- 
poses set forth in section two of this 
act to the same extent as though such 
building were to he erected on the, 
uarcel of land already acquired under 
section one of said chapter one hun- 
dred and twenty-six, but nothing 
herein shall affect the validity of 
bonds or notes issued or to he issued 
in carrying out obligations entered 
Into under said chapter prior to the 
effective date of this act.” 

Mayor Weeks’ petition for the con- 
struction of a parkway or boulevard 
from a point near the junction of 
Newton and Hammond streets, Brook- 
line, to Beacon street, Boston, is as 
follows: 

"The metropolitan district commis- 
sion, hereinafter called the commis- 
sion, is hereby authorized to lay out 
and construct in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter ninety-two of 
the General Laws relative to the luy- 
Ing out and construction of parkways 
and boulevards a parkway or boule- 
vard from u point at or near the junc- 
tion of Newton street with Hammond 
street in the town of Brookline to 
Beacon street in the city of Newton 
at or near Hobart road over land au- 
thorized to be taken or which has been 
taken under tin* provisions of chanter 
three hundred and fifty-eight of the 
acts of nineteen hundred twenty-nine. 

"For the purpose of constructing 
said purkway or boulevard, the com- 
mission may expend such sum not 
• xceeding four hundred thousand dol- 
lars as may horeurter he appropriated. 
One hulf of the expenditures made un- 
der authority of this section shall he 
assessed upon the cities and towns 
of the metropolitan purks district in 
proportion to the respective taxable 
valuations of the property of suid 
cities and towns us defined l> v section 
fifty-nine of suld chapter ninety-two. 
The remaining one hair shall he paid 
from the Highwuy Fund for tin- cur- 
rent year. 

’’This act shall take effect upon its 

passage.”

RECORD 

A safety record of 365 days with- 
out a single lost time accident has 
been made by tlie employees of the 
Raytheon Production Corporation. 
This company is located in Newton 
and manufactures the Eveready-Ray- 
theon radio tubes. 

To serve as a permanent record of 
this accomplishment, the manage- 
ment will present a bronze plaque to 
the employees. Suitably inscribed, 
the tablet will be erected on a promi- 
nent locution in the plant area. This 
safety achievement also brought forth 
the first issue of a plant publication, 
appropriately named “The Grid" after 
that part which is probably the most 
vital to tlie radio tube. 

On January 26, 1930, carelessness 
caused an accident which resulted in 
one day’s lost time. Since then, how- 
ever, there have been no accidents 
causing loss of employees’ time. This 
excellent record is due to the atti- 
tude of the employees toward the 
safety problem, supplemented by the 
work of a Plant Safety Committee, 
which was organized in September 
1929, to combat the then unsatisfac- 
tory accident situation. Such a record 
is unusual for industrial establish- 
ments.

People in West New’ton were en- 
tertained laHt week by the moving 
of the large, wooden building which 
for about 35 years has housed the 
police headquarters and district court 
of this city. Prior to its use for this 
purpose tlie structure was a school- 
house — the old Pierce School. The 
Board of Aldermen some months ago 
appropriated $9000 to have this build- 
ing moved to the rear of the lot it 
then occupied. But. plans were 
changed and the building instead of 
being moved to the rear of the lot 
wandered over towards City Hall to 
the wonderment of the employes in 
that building. In fact it was moved 
so close to City Hall that the two 
buildings almost touch. A proximity 
Which caused people to ask why the 
city in the case of these two frame 
buildings apparently disobeys that sec- 
tion of the Building Code of New’ton 
which compels a space of 15 feet to 
intervene between w’ooden structures? 
Upon inquiring we were informed that 
as the moved building is to be located 
only temporarily on its new site, the 
15 foot restriction does not apply and 
it was necessary to move It close 
to City Hall because the new police 
headquarters will occupy’ a site only 
1 1 feet east of the present location of 
the moved building. It w r as not moved 
to the rear of tlie lot us originally 
planned because of the realization 
that to place the building in such a 
position would make access to it and 
egress from it difficult. 

The building was moved by Martin 
Ellis Company of Woburn, an old- 
time firm which a generation ago 
moved many buildings in this city 
when Washington street was widened. 
They are experts and showed skill in 
the moving of the old structure at 
West Newton. Heat for the structure 
while it was on its journey was provid- 
ed by rubber steam pipes connected 
to the heating plant near City Hall. 
Water in the building was somewhat 
scarce for a couple of days hut was 
connected promptly when the struc- 
ture reached its destination. 

An uulooked for complication in the 
building of the new court house de- 
veloped w’heu it was discovered that 
the large drain built many years ago 
under Highland street extended 
through the site of the new building 
on its way to Cheese Cuke Brook and 
must lie shifted to another location. 
The aldermen at their last meeting 
appropriated $4509 for the re-building 
of this drain. 

A few months ago tlie GRAPHIC 
printed an item telling of Mayor 
Weeks' activity in urging Newton’s 
representatives in the Legislature to 
have tlie huge water main laid un- 
der Washington street between West 
Newton and Newton this year ho that 
badly needed resurfacing work could 
he done on this heavily traveled high- 
wuy as soon us possible. This week 
the Mayor announced thuf much of 
tlie $200, 000 lie bus recommended In 
the budget for street resurfacing work 
tills year will he spent on Washington 
street hut not on the section which 
Is most in need of resurfacing; the 
two miles between West Newton mid 
Newton Corner. 

Mayor Weeks proposes to resurface 
Washington street from the Brighton 
line to Newton Corner and from 
Woodbind road towurds Newton Low- 
er Falls. Because it appears now that 
the big water niuiii will not be luid 
along Washington street between 
Waltham street, West Newton, uud 
Peabody street, Newton, until well 


along In the autumn, and because it 
is contended that one winter should 
Intervene to give the big trench a 
chance to settle properly, it is deemed 
inadvisable to resurface that part of 
the street along which the 60-inch wa- 
ter-main will be laid. 

But, even though Washington street 
between Waltham street, West New- 
ton. and Newton Corner, will not be 
resurfaced this year, certainly some- 
thing should be done as soon as the 
winter is over to afford temporary re- 
lief to automobile owners who are 
compelled to use this stretch of high- 
way. There are a number of sections 
of Washington street between West 
Newton and Newton Corner so uneven 
and humpy that they not only cause 
discomfort to persons riding in auto- 
mobiles but cause damage to cars. The 
jarring received by automobiles con- 
stantly driven over the Washington 
street corrugations loosens bolts and 
rods, not to mention sundry other 
parts of the cars. Residents of this 
city, as well as non-residents should 
not he compelled to wait another year 
or more before getting some partial 
relief from bumping the bumps on 
Washington street. 


NEWTON MEN VINDICATED 


In the Middlesex Probate Court on 
January 21, Judge Charles Harris 
dismissed charges *made by Frederick 
McLaughlin, formerly of Auburndale. 
McLaughlin was the adopted son of 
Nellie McLaughlin who conducted a 
hand laundry for many years in Au- 
burndale. He charged that while he 
was away in the navy in 1927 and 
under 21 years of age, Miss McLaugh- 
lin died without having made a will. 
James Feerick, superintendent of the 
Auburndale postoffice, was made ad- 
ministrator of the estate and Dennis 
M. Cronin of Auburndale was the at* 

| torney for the McLaughlin heirs. 
When Frederick McLaughlin returned 
{ rroni his long sea voyage after his fos- 
ter mother’s death, he agreed to cer- 
tain dispositions of the estate. Two 
siHters of the deceased w’ere given the 
largest portions of the estate because 
they had worked with her in the laun- 
dry for many years for little compen- 
sation. 

Later, Frederick McLaughlin al- 
leged he had been defrauded and that 
Feerick, Cronin and the relatives of 
Miss McLaughlin had conspired 
against him. Judge Harris ruled that 
young McLaughlin's charges were not 
sustained and he dismissed them. He 
stated — 

"All the petitions will be dismissed 
on the authority of the decisions in 
which the Supreme Court has laid 
down the salutary doctrine that there 
comes a time when litigation must 
cease and that, in the interests of jus- 
tice, after a trial and final judgment 
in a case, the mutters shall not he 
opened because of contentions that 


the prevailing party gave or procured 
false testimony or because of suppres- 
sion or concealment of material facts.” 


THIEVES TO BE LOCKED OUT 

The school authorities have issued 
orders that all outside doors of the 
three high school buildings are to be 
kept locked during class periods. The 
purpose of the order is to put a stop 
to the depredations of sneak thieves 
who have been entering the cloak and 
coat rooms for years and making away 
with much valuable clothing. "Lock- 
ing the doors" means simply from the 
outside, as they can always be opened 
from the inside easily. Monitors have 
been assigned to each door who will 
open them at the close of each period 
and again lock them at the close of 
the Intermission.

GAS KILLS NEWTON MAN 


Roy B. Cox. 2.1. of 12 Wuhan street. 
Newton, died at the Newton Hospital 
early Saturday morning from the ef- 
fects of inhaling gas while In the 
kitchen of his home on Friday. The 
young man. who had resided in New- 
ton for about 5 years, was employed 
nights at the Hood Rubber Company, 
Watertown. He was accustomed to 
arise late afternoons. It is supposed 
he arose about 4 Friday afternoon and 
lighted a gas hot- water heater in the 
kitchen. The gas for the third floor 
apartment where he resided with his 
aunt was supplied through a “25c 
meter."

Carpinella opened the windows of the 
apartment and summoned assistance. 

Members of Engine 1 rushed to the 
house and applied artificial respiration 
to the victim. They were quickly fol- 
lowed hv Ladder 1 of Newtonville 
which brought a pulmotor. Under the 
direction of Dr. Carmen Petrillo t)\e 
firemen worked over Cox for about 
45 minutes and the young man was 
apparently being resuscitated. He 
was then taken to the Newton Hospi- 
tal in the police ambulance and fur- 
ther treatment given him there by 
the doctors of the staff. He failed to 
regain consciousness.

TIRE STORE FIRE ENDANGERS 
MANY 

The discovery of a fire in the store 
of the New Ion Tire Company at 237 
Washington street. Newton, by Carl 
Rogers at 12:41 a. m. last Saturday 
probably saved many occupants of 
apartments in the Charlton Block 
from asphyxiation by fumes from 
burning rubber. Rogers gave the 
alarm and Box 15 was pulled which 
brought a considerable amount of 
apparatus.

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WELFARE BUREAU NEEDS FUNDS 

It is well to turn attention, at this 
time when ull charitable and philan- 
thropic organizations, and citizens at 
large are working together In the en- 
deavor to relieve actual suffering 
which Is In our midst, as result of pro- 
longed unemployment. 

The Newton Welfare Bureau has co- 
operated, from the first, to Its utmost 
strength, with the Mayor’s Relief 
Committee. The Bureau offered to 
the Relief Committee, for fnmily re- 
lief. all of its available reserve fund. 
That sum lias been heavily drawn 
upon to meet need of immediate re- 
lief. and continued need of food and 
fuel. 

Miss Ruth Chapin, General Secre- 
tary of the Newton Welfare Bureau, 
has an office in West Newton, where 
t lie Mayor’s Relief Committee hua 
e8tuhlished headquarters, where she 
spends the grentei part of her time; 
giving her service as a trained, ex- 
perienced care-worker. 

All family care and service, brought 
to the Relief Committee, is carried on 
under Miss Chapin’s direction, by the 
stnff of the Welfure Bureau. For that 
reason, it has been necessary to em- 
ploy additional help to meet the in- 
creased demand upon the Bureau. 
That relief work has also advantage 
of the organized machinery oi *tue 
Bureau. Inevitnbly. under present 
conditions, the varied work of the 
Bureau which Is included in the func- 
tion for which it was originally organ- 
ized has Increased steadily, until time 
and staff of the Bureau StafT is heavily 
taxed. The Bureau offices are over- 
crowded. Had not the “Clothing 
Chest" been established at West New- 
ton. where it is being most ably man- 
aged by club women, members of the 
Newton Federation of Women’s Clubs. 
It would have been Impossible to carry 
on. 

Many months after employment has 
returned to normal, there will he pres- 
sure of need of the many necessities 
— comforts of life which so many 
families have been deprived. There 
will be the result of undernourish- 
ment. of illness, of anxiety. 

The Newton Welfare Bureau will 
need more than ever the generous 
support which it has always had.

Community Service Club of West 
Newton 


On Wednesday, January 21, tlie 
Community Service Club of West New- 
ton held its regular monthly meeting 
in the Parish House of (lie Unitarian 
Church. Tlie president. Mrs. Thomas 
Weston, presented a special appeul 
from tlie Mayor’s Unemployment Com- 
mittee, urging members if possible to 
give employment in and about their 
homes to those registered with the 
Mayor’s Committee as in need. 


Mrs. Weston also made an urgent 
appeal for the Red Cross in behalf of 
a part of our country where 17,000,000 
people are suffering for tlie necessi- 
ties of life in a crisis. 

The Benefit for the Society for tlie 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children was 
called to the Club’s attention, as was 
the performance of “Aladdin” on Sat- 
urday. January 31. for the benefit of 
the West Newton Community Centre. 

The speaker for the afternoon was 
Professor S. L. Joshi, head of the De- 
partment of Comparative Religion and 
Philosophy at Dartmouth College. His 
subject, “Gandhi, as the Prophet of 
a New Era,” is one which is attract- 
ing world-wide attention at the mo- 
ment. and upon which Prof. Joshi is 
especially competent to speak with au- 
thority. from an intimate knowledge 
of Doth India and England. 

He stated that there lias been a 
steady growth of poverty in India in 
the last fifty years which lias been the 
reason for the growtli of unrest Hun- 
ger among tlie peasantry promotes dis- 
cord and disturbing conditions. Con- 
ditions are the same in Russia, China, 
and India, with different outcomes, 
these countries representing one-half 
of the population of the world. Un- 
rest in so large an area is bound to 
affect the whole world and deeper 
forces than appear to the casual ob- 
server are at work causing the condi- 
tions of unemployment everywhere. 

Prof. Joshi explained Gandhi's 
views as economical rather than polit- 
ical saying that Gamlhi feels that un- 
*•88 India is economically independent, 
she can never progress and until she 
is mistress of her own household she 
cannot regulate her economic life. She 
seeks to impose her own taxes and 
further the advance in education, not 
desiring to he controlled by a coun- 
try fi.OOO miles away with no direct 
sympathies with India, and where 
onlv a limited number of people are 
well informed on India and its view- 
point. 

The speaker explained carefully 
Gundhl’s views in regard to drifting 
to the cities as a harmful tendency; 
which is felt all over Asia, as in our 
own country, and Ills idea is that peo- 
ple should he able to make use of 
leisure hours, advocating spinning, in 
an effort to make thereby enough cloth 
to clothe their nation and save import- 
ing from England. Since one out of 
four Englishmen derive their liveli- 
hood from India it is obvious that tills 
will make a serious difference to Eng- 
land. India being the true Empire of 
Great Britain and their relations con- 
cerning tlie entire modern world. Mr. 
Gandhi had brought matters to a 
crisis by giving notice that unless In- 
dia could have the same standing as 
\ other colonies they would not co-oper- 
ate and would bring England econom- 
ically to her knees. 

Professor Joshi thinks that a special 
result of the Round Table Conference 
in London will he its effect on public 
opinion, lie does not believe that at 
fills time India would gain by bolng 
entirely detached from England, but 
that dominion status would be better. 
He thinks that in tlie near future India 
will be given u latitude in her own af- 
fairs. 

One of Gandhi’s great achieve- 
ments said the speaker, has been to 
prove that war and bloodshed are not 
necessary to settle differences be- 
tween uutious. 

Professor Joshi spoke of the cul- 
tural qualities and literature of India 
(of 150 years ago) of which scholars 
were making a critical study. When 
England brought the English language 
to India, it opened a new world of cul- 
ture and science and their own wus 
neglected until now, when they are re- 
viving their old traditions dating back 
fifty-five centuries. With the combina- 
tion of modern scientific culture ami 


ancient philosophy. Prof. Joshi, who is 
himself a descendant of a long line 
of Brahmin ancestry, sees a bright 
future for India.

State Federation 


At the midwinter meeting of the 
Massachusetts State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, held at the Hotel Stat- 
ler, Boston, January 22. there was a 
very full attendance, approximately 
two thousand being present and press 
photographers plentiful in the bal- 
cony. A letter was read from Mrs. 
Joseph B. Ely. regretting that both she 
and Governor Ely were unable to he 
present at the meeting, she because 
of illness, and he because of attend- 
ance at a Governor’s Council in New 
York. It was voted io send Governor 
Ely an invitation to lie present at 
what should he known as Governor's 
Night at tlie meeting to be held in 
Swanipscott in May. 

Mayor Curley was reported to he in 
Washington attending the eonferenee 
on unemployment, and lie was repre- 
sented by Arthur B. Corbett, transit 
commissioner of Boston, who spoke 
briefly of the transit activities now 
in progress in Boston, such as the pro- 
posed East Boston Tunnel. 

Mrs. William O. B. Little, president 
of tlie West Roxbury Woman’s Club, 
stated in her greeting that the Club 
was observing its twentieth anniver- 
sary. and she told something of the 
origin of tile West Roxbury settlement 
in its early days, witli tlie small scat- 
tering of villages along the Charles 
River, which was finally merged into 
one community. She emphasized the 
fact that tlie community was conscious 
of tlie machinery of their organiza- 
tion. and its willingness to co-operate 
in all undertakings for the welfare of 
its citizens. 

A few of the high lights of the 
speaker of the day are as follows: 

In tlie response given by Mrs. 
Schrader, great credit was given Mrs. 
Nathaniel Thayer, who has achieved 
most satisfactory results in assisting 
tlie administration of tlie Community 
Welfare Chest, and a letter of regret 
was read expressing her inability to 
be present. In one day the numbers 
of people who have received assist- 
ance from tlie Chest ranges from 
eiglity-iive to four hundred and eighty- 
throe. 

in tlie "Day’s Work” as reviewed by 
Grace Morrison Poole. Dr. Lillian Gil- 
breth. well-known efficiency expert, 
was quoted, following her visit here 
in Boston, as saying that in her opin- 
ion Massachusetts stood at the top of 
the list in Club efficiency. The road- 
side billboard situation was reviewed, 
and it was reported that the manager 
of the Hotel Weldon, at Springfield, is 
tlie first hotel manager to order the 
billboards advertising his hotel taken 
down from the roadside. Massachu- 
setts and New Hampshire hotel men 
have agreed also to do this, at the 
urgent request of the Clubwomen 
throughout these States. They call 
the women “fact-finding” Club women 

Mrs. Fred L. Pigeon, General Fed- 
eration head of the Department of Ed- 
ucation. gave a short talk, declaring 
that in her opinion education is the 
bed-rock upon which all other depart - 
manta build. , 

Mrs. Frederick E. Judd, Legislative 
chairman, introduced Hon. Leverett 
SaltonstaU. who said in his remarks 
that there is a widespread desire of 
the people to involve the government 
in business. Each person put on the 
payroll of the government decreases 
the number of tax payers. In discuss- 
ing vurious improvements advocated, 
lie urged tliut they be taken gradually, 
witli a chance to get used to one im- 
provement before taking up another. 


rather than to have too many crowd- 
ed into a short time. 

Dr. George H. Bigelow further 
urged the support of the bills govern- 
ing milk legislation, with regard to the 
inspection and pasteurization of milk 
and to the tuberculin test. He de- 
clared that over 800.000 people are 
exposed to milk from cows that are 
not tuberculin-tested at the present 
time. 

Dr. Arthur W. Gilbert stated that 
there is greater interest in milk leg- 
islation than ever before, and he con- 
siders the reaction as favorable. He 
believes tlie farm women should have 
protection, for the milk industry is 
one of their sources of income. He 
said that the farm population is neith- 
er happy nor prosperous because of 
certain conditions that can be adjust- 
ed by correct legislation. He urged the 
support of a hill soon to he presented, 
to prevent cream coming into Massa- 
chusetts from other states, thereby 
curtailing the sale of local cream. 

Hon. William N. Doak, secretary of 
Labor, speaking on “Unemployment.”’ 
claimed that after twenty years of 
married life lie was convinced that 
once an American woman made a bar- 
gain. she would stick to her guns, 
come what may. He was one of the 
early advocates of woman suffrage, 
believing t hat it would bring about 
better social, economic, and political 
conditions. As compared with other 
countries. America’s industrial prob- 
lems are favorable, he said. He men- 
tioned some of the outstanding fea- 
tures introduced by the Children’s Bu- 
reau. which features especially the 
care and training of children up to the 
age of six years. More than 200.000 
lienlth bulletins have been issued in 
the eighteen years of study, and the 
demand exceeds the supply. He em- 
phasized that women of the Federa-

tlon were outstanding in their efforts 
to establish and support the Bureau. 
Reviewing the achievements of the 
Women’s Bureau, he said, revealed the 
fact that 1930 was the first time that 
the housewife was listed ;i- "home- 
maker”. although it is not considered 
technically as a gainful occupation, 
and he added that a woman filling the 
job of bread winner, homemaker and 
mother, has achieved a wonderful 
thing. Mr. Dnak stressed the fact 
that whatever tends to make better 
working conditions improves economic 
conditions, and thus establishes more 
peaceful relations in industry. 

Mrs. Azel A. Packard was reported 
as being in Washington attending the 
conference on the Cause and Cure of 
War. 

The vote of the delegates as to ap- 
proval of contemplated Milk Legisla- 
tion was 692 in favor and 19 opposed: 
on the State program for the study 
and treatment of rheumatism it was 
also 692 in favor, and none going on 
record as opposed 

Mrs. Saidie Orr Dunbar, of Portland. 
Oregon, urged a turn in study from 
that of self-improvement to one of im- 
provement of humanity. She declared 
that the stamp of the home is upon 
every child, and that the value of team 
work must be recognized, for the com- 
munity is the focus of all social life. 
She feels that the women of today 
meet their challenge by increasing 
their ability to make adjustment ac- 
cording to environment, and this new- 
er attitude will build up a new na- 
tion. Edward Markham’s poem. 
“Ideals” was quoted in parts. The 
ideal community nnd wholesome 
childhood should be the aim of every 
woman, she urged.
